UR. GIBSON’S AUTHORITY IN THE STAR ROUTE 
CASES FULLY ESTABLISNED—THE ACCU- 
RACY OF HIS REPORT NOT QUESTIONED 
—THE COMPENSATION OF THE GOVERN- 
MENT’S ATTORNEYS. 

WasuinGton, Nov. 25.—The star route 


organs of this city, recognizing the remarkable 
force of the report made by Mr. A. M. Gibson 
concerning the investigation in which he has 
been engaged, have not assailed the document or 
any of the statements in it, but have attacked 
the officer who madeit. Their first step has 
been to declare that Mr. Gibson isnot and 
has not been a special attorney ef the 
United States, In this thev have 
been aided by prominent newspapers 
outside of this city. It has been very well 
known for several months that Mr. Gibson was 
employed by the Department of Justice in the 
prosecution of the star route cases, In fact, 
his employment caused the star route news- 
papers to pour out their abuse on him from 
day to day. He was retained on April 22, 
1881, and had not solicited the position which 
was then given to him. Mr. Woodward, In- 
spector of the Post Office Department, earnestly 
recommended that he should be employed, and 
this recommendation was indorsed by Post- 
master-General James. When this recom- 
mendation and indorsement were presented 
to him, President Garfield directed that 
Mr. Gibson should be retained. Mr. Gibson at 
once began his work. He has, from time te 
time, made reports to Attorney-General Mac- 
Veagh, and upon these reports action has been 
taken. The report, which was published on 
Thursday morning, was prepared under the 
direction of Attorney-General MacVeagh, 
with whom Mr. Gibson has frequently con- 
suited about it. The Attorney-General sup- 
posed that the usual entry had been made in 
the records of the Department of Justice in re- 
gard to Mr. Gibson’s employment, and when 
he discovered that this point had been neg- 
lected he sent to Mr. Gibson the following 
letter: 
DEPARTMENT OF JUSTICE, l 
WASHINGTON, D. C., Oct. 22, 1831. § 

A. M, Gibson: 

Drear.Sizn: Ido not know how it happened that 
no written statement was sent to you of your ap- 
pointment at the request of Mr. Woodward, in- 
dorsed by the Postmaster-General, to assist in the 
investigation and prosecution of the star route 
cases. I certainly supposed it had been, at the 
date of their request, April 22, 1881, and Isend you 
this note to certify that you were accordingly em- 
ployed in these matters at that date. 

WAYNE MacVEAGH, Attorney-General. 

Mr. MacVeagh at first directed that Mr. Gib- 
s0n’s report should be submitted directly to 
the Postmaster-General. It was afterward de- 
cided that it should be formally submitted to 
the Attorney-General, or the acting head of 
the Department of Justice, in order that the 
latter might refer it to the head of the Post 
Office Department. This course was chosen as 
more inaccordance with the methods prevailing 
in such cases. ‘The report wasread and ap- 
proved by Col, George Biiss, who understood 
that it was to be submitted to the acting head 
of the Department of Justice, Solicitor-General 
Phillips, and by him to be referred to the Post- 
master-General, who was fully acquainted 
with its contents. It was submitted to Mr. 
Phillips in accordance with the suggestion of 
Col. Bliss and the instructions of Mr. Mac- 
Veagh. A copy of thereport was placed in an 
envelope, which was sealed and directed to the 

cting Attorney-General. lt was then sent to 
Mr. Phillips, 

The report, which contains so many aston- 
ishing revelations concerning the work of the 
ring, rests firmly upon the carefully prepared 
exhibits which accompany it. The members 
and friends of the ring have been intelligent 
enough to see that it is much easier to attack 
the author than it would be to attempt to 
shake the report itself. Their assertion that 
Mr. Gibson has assumed a title to which he 
has no right, and their declarations that he is 
thereby a forger, and that the Department 
of Justice will repudiate his report and 
rause his arrest, are sufficiently absurd 
to be amusing. They could not successfully 
attack the report, but they felt the necessity

this as an insult to the President. It may ap- 
pear hereafter that this phrase was suggested

suspected of any desire to insult President 
Arthur, 

One of the cases of compromise in the Sixth 
Auditor’s office, described by Mr. Gibson in 
bis report, was that of the Governmentagainst 
C. C. Huntley and W. H. Williams, in which 
lamages amounting to nearly $300,000 were 
compromised by the payment of $500. Jt has 
Just been discovered that this case was twice 
referred to the Assistant Attorney-General for 
the Post Office Department—once in i879 and 
once in 1880—and that on both occasions he re- 
fuse i to recommend the acceptance of the pro 
posed compromise. Nevertheless, the compro- 
miise was accepted, 

The summoning of certain witness-s before 
the Grand Jury seems to show that the : vi- 
dence in the case against ex-Deputy Auditor 
Lilley, which failed before Commissioner 
Bundy, has been laid before that body. Brott, 
the contractor, and most essential witness, has 
returned to Washington. In this case the evi- 
dence was procured by Inspector Woodward, 
and he was instructed to secure Lilley and 
bkrott. Col. Bliss and Col, Cook, who were in 
charge of the case, saw the necessity of secur- 
ing the attendance of Brott, and say that he 
would have been apprehended if their instruc- 
tions had been followed. 

The star route papers have frequently as- 
serted that Col. Cook was drawing pay from 
tne Government at the rate of $100 a day, and 
that Mr. Gibson was also receiving large com- 
pensation. The truth is that both of these at- 
jorneys have virtually received nothing, and 
ire out of pocket. Before Mr. MacVeagh left 
she Department of Justice $750 was given to 
Col. Cook for the expenses of the investigation 
and prosecution. He has expended $2,000 
pr §=6$3,000, for most of which the Gov- 
arnment is his debtor. Since that sum was 
placed at the disposal of the prosecutors 
5500 more has been granted by the depart- 
ment. Mr. Gibson has thus far paid his trav- 
sling and other expenses while engaged in the 
work. It is stated by the prosecutors that, as 
asual in such cases, they receive no retainers 
and no salaries. The compensation to be al- 
lowed for their services is to be fixed by the 
A torney-General at the conclusion of the work 
in which they are engaged. 

PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 25.—Counsel repre- 
senting Black, Blackman, Cason, Funk, and 
Arbuckle, defendants in the Philadelphia star 
route cases, appeared in court to-day and 
made application for a renewal of bail for the 
February term.

OUR RELATIONS WITH CHILI. 
ALL THK TROUBLE BELIEVED TO HAVE BREN 

CAUSED BY A WASHINGTON LOBBY. 
Wasuineton, Nov. 25.—There is excel- 
lent reason for believing that the present 
threatening relations between this country 
and Chili are the direct outgrowth of a 
gigantic Washington lobby scheme. The 
claims of an American against Peru, on ac- 
count of a guano grant, are now owned by a 
syndicate of eapitalists and politicians with 
head-quarters here. These claims are now re- 
ported as having been run up te something 
like $1,000,000,000, and scrip representing 
millions has been issued for use here and 
elsewhere in inducing the United 
States to insist upon such action on 


the part of° Chili toward Peru as 
will protect these claims. Persons here, who 
have had some opportunity of gaining infor- 
mation in regard to this matter, believe that 
an understanding has been reached with Presi- 
dent Calderon, of Peru, that he wiil discharge 
these claims in case the United States stands 
by him. There is much feeling here among 
public men over our South American relations, 
and what was at first treated with little atten- 
tion is now regarded as a very serious situa- 
tion. The existence of the gigantic lobby 
scheme mentioned above causes grave sus- 
picion to attach to all that Has been done in 
the matter. 

A statement, whick is believed to be a part 
of this scheme designed for effect in Chili, has 
gained circulation to the effect that several of 
our ships of war havo ween ordered to 
proceed to the coast of South America; and, 
further, that negotiations are in progress for 
the purchase by this Government of iron- 
clads abroad, Secretary Hunt said _ to- 
day that he had no knewledge what- 
ever of anything ef the kind. Asa matter of 
fact, as there is no appropriation for the pur- 
chase of iron-ciads,no one has authority toincur 
any such liability against the Government. The 
state:nent that iron-clads are to be bought, is 
believed here to mark the story asa part of 
the lobby scheme to affect Chili, as it is well 
known that that Government has iron-clads 
that couid readily sink our whole Navy, and 
that any threat of a naval demonstration which 
did not include iron-clads would be received in 
Chili with derision. Hence the necessity of inti- 
mating that foreign iron-clads are to be se- 
cured and sent down the coast.

MACKEY’S FIGHT FOR HIS SEAT. 


Spacialpalipsndcati. 
TESTIMONY LAID BEFORE CONGRESS TO 8US- 
TAIN HIS CLAIM AS A REPRESENTATIVE, 

CHARLESTON, S. C., Nov. 25.—The friends 
of the Hon. E. W. M. Mackey, Republican 
nominee for Congress in the Second District 
at the last gemeral election, have decided to 
urge upon the Republican caucus, which meets 
prior to the assembling of Congress, the pro- 
priety of objecting to the swearing in of Mr. 
Samuel Dibble, of Orangeburg, as the Repre- 
sentative of the aforesaid district, aud to take 
up the election contest at the opening of the 
session. The case is novel in its features, none 


of the kind ever having been presented to Con- 
gress. Dibble’s claim to the seat is based upon 
a certificate of election issued to him after the 


special election held last June, in accordance 
with the Governor’s proclamation, to fill an 
alleged vacancy caused by the death of the 
Hon. M. P. O’Connor, who was counted in at 


the November election, and who, at the 
time of his death, was preparing his de- 
fense against Mackey’s charges of fraud. 
The Republicans claim that Mackey 
was legally elected, that O’Connor held the 
certificate by fraud, and that mo vacancy ex- 
isted, and they therefore made no nomination 
and took no part in the second election. The 
wisdom of this course has been questiened in 
some quarters, but lawyers of acknowledged 
ability and establisked standing are of the 
opinion that it was eminently wise and prop- 
er; that any participation in the second elec- 
tion sanctioned by the Republican Cengres- 
sional District Committee would have been vir- 
tually an acknowledgment of defeat in No- 
vember, and that Mackey is unquestionably 
entitled to the seat. It is anoteworty fact 
that eight-tenths of the Democrats in this re- 
gion concur in this belief. Dibble received 
only about one-third of the vote obtained by 
O'Connor and was awarded the certificate in 
place of the latter. 

The following important points in Mackey’s 
case, which are sustained by the evidence now 
in the hands of the Clerk of the House, will 
fully explain the stvength of his claim: Ac- 
cording to special lists kept by the Republican 
Supervisors of Election, Mackey had a ma- 
jority of 9,784 votes when the polls closed 
on the 4th of November. The Democratic 
managers, through ballot-box stuffing, destruc- 
tion of Republican baliots, and insertion of 
fictitious names on the poll-lists, subsequently 
changed this result, still leaving, however, to 
the surprise of the bosses, Mackey a majority 
of 8838. At this poimt the County Canvassers 
came to the rescue, and through perjured 
statements of imaginary Republican outrages 
at strong Republican precincts threw 
out sufficient bexes to insure the elec- 
tien of all the Democratic candidates. 
The petition for mandamus to compel 
the managers to count the votes in 
the rejected boxes was dismissed by Judge 
Wallace. The appeal to the Supreme Court 
was pigeon-holed until THE. TIMES showed, 
last April, that the court had violated the 
Constitution of the State by withholding the 
decision, whereupon a decree was filed vir- 
tually eondemning Judge Wallace’s action so 
far as Mackey’s application is concerned, add- 
ing that if the Judges believed that any good 
could be accomplished at that late day they 
would consider a reversal of Judge Waliace’s 
decision proper. Had this decision been ren- 
dered within the time prescribed by the Con- 
stitution, and net after the ballots were de- 
stroyed, Mackey would not new find it neces- 
sary to appeal to Congress for justice. Peo- 
ple interested in the political condition of the 
Seuth will find interesting and instructive 
reading in the voluminous testimony bearing 
upon this case.

Of those allowed to re- 
main at their residences, a record of which I keep 
in my Office, there are only 16 cases, the 
whole number at the hospital and at their 
homes being 72, of which five-sevenths are colored. 
The colored race, until lately, have not availed 
themselves of the protecting influence of vaccina- 
tion. For the accuracy of the foregoing statement 
I pledge my individual and official reputation.”

AN EXTRAORDINARY PLOT T0 
KILL THE CZAR. 

A BALLOON WITH EXPLOSIVES TO HAVE 
BEEN DROPPED IN THE PALACE YARD— 
MANY PERSONS OF HIGH RANK IMPLI- 
CATED— THE IMPERIAL FAMILY RE- 
MOVE FROM GATCHINA. 

Lonpon, Nov. 26.—A Vienna correspond- 
ent says: ‘‘A report has been received here of 
an unsuccessful attempt made by the terror- 
ists against the Czar. The imperial family 
have in consequence decided upon removing 
at once from Gatchina. From a private source 
I have received confirmation of this report. 
The Russian Police, without allowing the fact 
to become known, have made numerous ar- 
rests in St. Petersburg, Charkow, and Tcher- 
nigoff. Among theprisonersare a Chief of Police 
of an important provincial city, two daugh- 
ters of ahigh State officer, and two Jewish 
merchants, beside a number of students and ac- 
tive members of the Nihilist party. The plot 
was an extraordinary one. It was decided to 
cause a balloon to ascend near Gatchina, car- 
rying a quantity of dynamite and explosive 
fire-balls, together with appliances to cause 
the balloon to fall within the palace yard.

fire. In the confusion it was intended to seize 
the Czar and his family.

Paris, Nov. 25.—In consequence of the

M. Paul Bert, Minister of Public Worship, 
to-day received the staffof the department. 
Replying to M. Flourens, Directer-General of 
Public W orship, who made the presentations, M, 
Bert said that the Minister of Public Worship 
ought to be neither religious nor anti-religious. 
The administration of the Department of Wor- 
ship had no concera with doctrine, as the 
office was one of Police in the highest 
acceptance of the term. He under- 
stood the duty to ba the _ superin- 
tendence of the execution of the laws 
regulating the relations between Church and 
State. M. Bert said: ‘*‘We wish to see the 
Concordat strictly carried out. We deo not 
project making the clergy a national body in 
practice. We shall abstain from a policy of 
violence or party molestation. All that has 
been said in regard to myself will evaporate.

The London correspondent of a Manchester 
paper says: “Itis well understood that it is 
the intention of the Government to release all 
the imprisoned members of the House of 
Commons before the commencement of 
the session of Parliament, provided no 
treasonable conspiracy exists and tenants 
are not intimidated from applying to the 
Land Court. The principal Irish Judges 
strongly deprecate any suspension of trials by 
jury. The Cabinet will probably meet again 
in the first week ot December. The date of 
the reassembling of Pariiament will then be 
arranged, probably for the 2d of January or 
the Jth of February. 

DUBLIN, Nov. 25.—Mr. Phillips, an account- 
ant of the Land League, bas been arrested un- 
vat the Coercion act and conveyed to Dun- 
dalk, 

Mr. Maloney, a wealthy merchant and an 
active member of the Land League, has been 
arrested om the charge of intimidating trom 
peying rents and circulating ‘‘no rent’’ mani- 
testoes, 

The Ladies’ Land League has resolved in fu- 
ture to discontinue its meetings. It is reported 
that Mr. Maloney’s wife will be arrested, 
which step will be followed by vigorous action 
toward the Ladies’ League. 

Cork, Nov. 25.—In the municipal election 
held here to-day, the Land League candidates 
were defeated in four of the six contested 
wards, The Liberals gained one seat.

CURRENT FOREIGN TOPICS. 


CoxsTANTINOPLE, Nov. 25.—The state- 
ment that Russia has demanded the financial 
administration of a province of Turkey as 


payment for the war indemnity is officially 
denied. 


The Greek Post Office here was forcibly 
closed to-day. The Greeks quitted without re- 
sistance, declaring tkat they yielded to force. 

ALEXANDRIA, Nov. 25.—‘The dispatch from 
Madrid announcing an outbreak of cholera in 
this city is unfounded. The sanitary condition 
of Egypt is excellent. 

MaprIp, Nov. 25.—In the Senate Commit- 
tee, Sefior Martinez, Minister of Justice, 
declared that the Government was negotiating 
with the Vatican for the arrangement of the 
civil marriage question and hoped for a favor- 
able result, but, in the contrary event, the 


Government would maintain the principles of 
its bill on the subject and uphold the preroga- 
tive of the State. The Minister’s declaration 
was received with considerable applause. 

BERLIN, Nov. 25.—The Americans here cele- 
brated Thanksgiving by a grand banquet at 
the Hotel de Kome. Mr. H. Sidney Everett, 
First Secretary in charge of the Legation, pre- 
sided, and proposed the health of the Emperor 
William and ot President Arthur. Herr Gneist, 
In responding to the toast to the Emperor, said 
nowhere more than in Germany was the 
Nation esteemed which shed so much blood for 
the abolition of slavery. Baron von der 
Heyat, the Court Chaplain ; Herr Frommel,and 
all the American colony of Berlin, were pres- 
ent. 

Lonpbon, Nov. 25.—It is stated that Mr. W. 
J. Sendall, whose appointment as Lieutenant- 
Governor of Natal is objected to by the Coloni- 
al Legislative Council, has offered to resign if 
it be desirable. It is believed, however, that 
the Government will not cancel his nomination. 

The French steamer Chateau Lafitte, Capt. 
Billiard, which arrived at Berdeaux on the 
23d, from New-York Nov. 2, was detained at 
Fayal a week repairing her engines, 

A motion for a new trial in the Scott-Samp- 
son libel case was or the list of opposed mo- 
tions in the Court of Queen’s Bench yesterday, 
but on the case being called neither of the par- 
ties responded, and the motion was struck out. 

Rome, Nov. 25.—In the Cbamber of Depu- 
ties to-day, Signor Raspoli announced that he 
had abandoned his intention to present an in- 
terpellation in regard to the disturbances at- 
tending the removal of the body of Pope Pius 
IX. 

QUNDEE. Nov. 26.A passenger train from 


Edinburgh, while approaching the Tayport 
station, came in violent collision with a goods 
train, The engine of the latter train was 
driven bodily into the van. Four persons were 
killed and eight injured. 

Paris, Nov. 25.—The Peruvian Legation 
here has requested the Paris pavers to publish 
that ‘‘the President of Peru, Don Nicolas de 
Piérela, bas not left the country, but continues 
to exercise his functions.” 

GENEVA, Nov. 25.—In order to avert the 
peril still threatening Elm, it is proposed to 
bombard the Risikop and thereby precipitate 
the loose rocks in the opposite direction. 

Lonpon, Nov. 26.—A dispatch from Con- 
stantinople says: ‘*The correspondent who 
was recently imprisoned in Merv has arrived 
in Constantinople. He says that Russian trains 
are running on the Caspian Railway, which is 
in working order to within five days’ march of 
Merv.” 

A correspondent at Vienna says he is en- 
abled to state that the Russian Ambassador to 
Constantinople a short time ago proposed tothe 
Porte a territorial arrangement by which the 
payment of the war indemnity might be ex- 
tinguished, but the Sultan was unwilling to 
give the proposition favorable consideration.

BISMARCK AND HIS FOES. 
NO CONFLICT WITH THE REICHSTAG EX- 


PECTED BY THE CHANCELLOR—HIS 
PLANS FOR THE SESSION. 

Bern, Nov. 25.—The Reichstag has 
passed a resolution for the suspension of the 
criminal proceedings against the Socialist 
members Herren Kraecker and Hasenclever 
during the present session of that body. 

Several newspapers state that ata parlia- 
mentary dinner yesterday Prince Bismarck 
observed that he apprehended no conflict with 
the Reichstag during its present session, and 


did not contemplate its dissolution. The bills 
announced in the imperial Message, he said, 
would not be dealt with all at once. Consid- 
erable time would be required to dispose of 
them. If he should be unable to carry out his 
projects, he would confine himself to foreign 
affairs and appoint a Vice-Chancellor for the 
Home Department.

MR. MAPLESON AND VALLERIA. 
AN ENGLISH COURT’S DECISION IN AN IN- 

JUNCTION SUIT, 

Lonpon, Nov. 25.—Judge Chitty has re- 
fused to grant Col. Mapleson’s application for 
an injunction to restrain Mme. Valleria from 
singing here. The plaintiff alleged that she was 
under an engagement to him to sing in New- 
York, Judge Chitty ssid he did not intend to 
decide the case finally, but at present the plain- 
tiff had not satisfied him that the notice for a 
renewal of his engagement with Mme. Valleria 
for the coming season in New-York had been 


given in time. The question must be reserved 
for trial. 


The prospectuses of Col. Mapleson for the 
present season and that of the Spring of 
1882 contains in a list of the leading soprano 
singers the name of Mme. Valleria. Col. Ma- 
pleson, radiant and communicative, was found 
between the acts of ‘*Carmen’’ last night, and 
was asked what the dispatch meant. 

‘Wait a bit—just look at that house,’ said 
he, pointing out of his box over the rows upon 
rows of people in parquet and dress circle, and 
at the brilliant and fashionable occupants of 
the balcony, artist, and proscenium boxes.

Judge Chitty, although refusing any applica- 
tion for an injunction to prevent her from 
singing, granted to the plaintiff (Col. Maple- 
son) the right to take all hersalary to the 
amount Col. Mapleson had agreed to pay her 
for her services. Sv that you see Mme. Val- 
leria, in undertaking to sing, will be compelled 
to pay me between $400 and $500 a night 
before she can put anythingin her own pocket.”’ 

‘Then you don’t regard the decision as a de- 
feat?’

THE PHILADELPHIA TAX-OFFICE 
FRAUDS. 

AN OFFICIAL STATEMENT NEXT WEEK—EX- 
RECEIVER SMITH CLAIMING ALL THE 
CREDIT. 

PuruaDELpnia, Nov. 25.—The defalca- 
tions in the city Tax Office continue to be the 
subject of absorbing interest here and are be- 
ing thoroughly discussed. It has been settled 
that Tax Receiver Hunter will present an offi- 
cial statement next week, either to City Coun- 
cils, the District Attorney, or the City Solicitor ; 
he ‘has not yet decided which. He declines to 
estimate the amount of the alleged stealings, 


and said he made it a rule never to makea 
public statement until he had the facts and 
figures to support it, and so he could 
not go on with this matter until he 
was thoroughly prepared to present the 
facts. ‘‘ Ihave not desired,’”’ said he, ‘‘ nor 
do I now wish to have the public get the im- 
pression that I have started a sensation only to 
create an excitement when there is nothing to 
get excited over. There is something to raise 
an excitement in this matter, and although 
people will have to wait until the proper time, 
they shall know all about it when that time 
comes.’’ Until that time, therefore, herefuses to 
say anything more about the defalcations. All 
the clerks in his office were equally reticent 
to-day, though they seemed worried, three of 
them, who served under Receiver Smith, espe- 
cially so. Chief Clerk Tener, however, said: 
“This investigation has been going on forsome 
time, but it is not, as Thomas J. Smith says, a 
rehash of what the ‘Krumbhaar investigation’ 
revealed in 1876. There are some new dis- 
closures and some new men implicated, a few 
of whom Hanel mentions in his confession.”’ 
Mr. Tener declared that certain accusations of 
irregularity which were brought against Mr. 
Hunter a short time ago, and which led to 
an investigation ending in his complete 
vindication, were instigated by men who were 
implicated in its frauds and who, having got 
wind of what was going on, sought to hinder 
him in this way. ‘‘ They tried,” said he, *‘to 
make the people believe that it was a case of 
setting a thief to catch a thief, and that Mr. 
Hunter was as bad as the rest. I[ think that 
has been fully disproved.” 

Ex-Receiver Smith, so far from acknowledg- 
ing any complicity in the robberies, claims the 
credit of having been the first to discover and 
put a stop to them. At that time, he says, 
there were no checks on the operations of the 
clerks; any one of them could steal $100,0U0 
and there would be no means of detecting 
it until the delinquent tax bills were 
sent out in the following year. He says: 
‘* The methods of theft which the Committee 
of One Hnndred are now flaunting as great 
discoveries are the methods which I brought 
to the attention of the courts in the prosecu- 
tion of Greiner and Hanel, the thieving clerks. 
They arethe methods which I deprecated in 
the public prints and which complete- 
ly checked by the preparation of an 
ordinance which I sent to Councils in 1877, and 
which was adopted by them in June of that 
year. The plan suggested by me is the plan 
now in operation. Itis the most perfect and 
complete of any tax _ collecting sys- 
tem in the country. Before its adop- 
tion frauds of every imaginable shape 
were possible, while under the plan 
which I prepared, and under which the office 
is run to-day, no person can get away witha 
penny.” Whether this is true, or whether the 
Committee of One Hundred will be able to 
show thefts continuing down to the present 
time, remains to be seen wken Mr. Hunter 
opens his campaign next week. 


LUMBER FIRE IN BUFFALO. 
A PLANING MILL AND LARGE AMOUNT OF 
LUMBER DESTROYED, 

Burrato, N. Y., Nov. 25.—At 5:50 o’clock 
this afternoon fire broke out in the extensive plan- 
ing mill of Dart & Brother, situated im the centre 
of the Buffalo timber district. A fieree wind was 
blowing at the time, and, as the flames had 
gained a good headway, the mill was 
destroyed in a very short time. The offices and an 
extensive storing-house were also burned, and the 
fire then communicated to the vast lumber piles in 
the adjoining yard. There were about 30 of them 
and they were all consumed. The_ firemen 
were greatly inconvenienced at first, the alarm 
having been sounded from the wrong box. How- 
ever, they met the flames at the northerly corner 
of the yard, and after a hard fight got them under 
control. The vast yard of Taylor & Crate, situated 
at the north of Dart & Brother’s property, which 
contained many million feet of lumber, had a 
very narrow escape. The fire also communicated 
to the yard of Scatcherd & Sons, situated across 
the Clark & Skinner canal, and for 2a time it 
looked as though a conflagration unprecedented 
would ensue. The loss of Dart & Brother is 
roughly estimated at $100,000, and they are fully 
insured. Scatcherd & Sen lose $8,000, and are in- 
sured. The night wasa bitter one, and the wind

DISASTERS TO VESSELS. 
TIDINGS OF LOSSES IN FOREIGN WATERS— 
DISASTERS REPORTED AT HOME. 


BautrMoreE, Nov. 25.—Capt. Turpie, of the 
schooner Moses Knowlton, reports that on Novy. 
1, 80 miles south-east of Morant Cay, the vessel 
was struck by a heavy squall and capsized. The 
Captain and crew, with the exception of the cook 
were saved and picked up by the British brig Elsie, 


after drifting around for two days without food or 
water. Capt. Turpie was brought to Baltimore by 
the steamer Caribbean. 


Lonpon, Nov. 25.—The British steamer, 
Brooklyn, Capt. Lindall, at Liverpooi from Mon- 
treal and Quebee, lost 581 sheep and 117 head of 
cattle, and had her cargo shifted. 

The Russian bark Birger has had her bulwarks 
damaged in a collision. 

The Norwegian bark Konkordia, Capt. Neilsen, 
at Exmouth from New-York, before reported 
aground. has floated. 

The British ship Queen of Australia, Capt. Read, 
at Liverpool from Quebeo, had bulwarks damaged 
and lost deek-load. 

The British ship Glen Monarch, Capt. Short, from 
Barrow Nov. 5, for Savannah. has returned to Kil- 
rush with her crew exhausted. She lost one man 
and her sails. 

The ship Culzean, 1,500 tons burthen, after being 
repaired, put to sea on Mondayin tow of a tug. 
During the gale on the following morning the tow- 
ing rope snapped, and the tug lost sight of the ship 
until Wednesday, when she diseovered herasa 
total wreck, her crew of 21 having all been 
drowned. 

The bark Barbara, from Rangoon. for Liverpool, 
was totaily wrecked in West Bay, Pembrokeshire. 
All hands on board were saved except the Captain. 

The T. Harris, of Dublin, foundered on Tuesday 
night in attempting to enter Ayr Harbor, and three 
of the crew were drowned. 

A brigantine was seen about a mile and a quarter 
outside Ardrossa battling with the gale on Wednes- 
day, but she foundered and her crew, seven or 
eight in number, were probably lost. 

Her Majesty’s ship Spiegle put into Queenstown 
yesterday greatly damaged. 


Lonpon, Nov. 25.—The Captain and nine 
men of the crew of the British bark Adept, before 
reported abandoned at sea while on a voyage from 
St. Joha, New-Brunswick, to London, have landed 
at Cardiff.

PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 25.—Mr. Worcester, 
Secretary of the New-York Central and Lake 
Shore and Michigan Southern, is at the Continen- 
tal. Concerning the story that Mr. Rutter had left 
New-York for Philadelphia to confer with the 
Pennsylvania Railroad Company with regard to 
settlement of troubles, Mr. Worcester says that he 


left Mr. Rutter in New-York. He (Worcester) has 
no knowledge of any conference being held, or 
likely to be held, on the subject stated.

Itisalso said that the Pittsburg 
and Lake Erie Road will be extended into the Con- 
nellsville lake region. 


Sr. Louis, Nov. 25.—H. M. Hoxie, General 
Manager of the Iron Mountain, International and 
Great Northern and Texas and Pacific -Rail- 
reads, accompanied by Seth Frink, Gen-

FAILS TO EXECUTE IT—THE PROCEED- 
INGS RENDERED FARCICAL BY THE PRIS: © 
ONER—MORE TESTIMONY BEARING ON 


HIS MENTAL CONDITION, 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 25.—The trial of Gufx 
teau was resumed to-day and was marked by th¢ 
usual interruptions by the prisoner, who persiste¢ 
in commenting on the testimony, and in some in 
stances flatly contradicting the witnesses. Th¢ 
threat of the Judge to gag Guiteau produced na 
effect. The Court-room was crowded as usual, 
but the audience refrained from marking theis 
approval or disapproval, as has been the custom 
since the trial began, the court having gives 
notiee that such demonstrations would result ia 
clearing the court-room. In referring to the daily 
antics of Guiteau in court, the Star suggests that if 
the case cannot proceed unless the prisoner b¢ 
present in court, and if he cannot be otherwis¢ 
kept quiet during the progress of the trial, the case 
ought to be adjourned for a brief period and 
Guiteau committed to solitary eonfinement ing 
dark dungeon on bread and water diet. That 
course would hardly failto teach him a lesson he 
badly needs, and one he would not be likely to for 
get. It has long been apparent that what the mis 
erable clown craves and thrives on are a full belly 
and public attention, and if these enjoyments wer¢ 
withheld from him for a while there is evers 
reason to believe that he would improve fm his con< 
duct. The rights of a prisoner ought to be respect 
ed and protected to the last degree, but these are 
in nowise promoted by allowing him to interrupt 
counsel and insult witnesses at will and generally 
to convert the court-room into a bear garde 
Guiteau should receive all the consideration any 
criminal is entitled to and no more; but it should 
net be forgotten that while that is awarded hint 
something is also due to the dignity of a tribunal of 
justice and to the sensibilities of law-abiding and 
self-respecting people everywhere. 


THE DAY’S PROCEEDINGS. 
Marshal Henry appealed to the spectators te; 
preserve order during the day, reminded them they; 
were in a court ot justice, and warned them thai 
any expression of approbation or disapprobation! 
would be followed by an order to clear the court~ 
room. This announcement was emphasized by @ 
similar statement by Judge Cox. 

Mr. Scoviile stated that the prisoner desired tol 
make a statement. 

The prisoner then read without rising, but stating, 
that he was not afraid to do so, substantially as! 
follows: : 

**I propose to have all the facts bearing on this! 
ease to go to the court and the jury, and to do 
this Ihave been forced tointerrupt counsel and 
witnesses who were misiaken as to supposed 
facts. I meant no discou'tesy to them or to any 
one. Any fact in my career bearing on the ques- 
tion who fired that shot, the Deity or myself, is 
of vital importance in this case, and I propose that 
it go to the jury. Hence my personal, political, 
and theological record may be developed. I am 
glad that your Honor and the opposing counsel are 
disposed to give a historical review of my life, and 
I ask the press and the public to do likewise. All L 
want is absolute justice, and I shall not permit any 
crooked work. Ihave no idea my counsel want 
crooked work. They are often mistaken in sup- 
posed facts, and I shall haveto correct them. Last 
Spring certain newspapers in New-York and Wash- 
ington were bitterly denouncing the President for 
breaking up the Republican Party by improper ap- 
pointments. I would like those newspapers to re- 
print those editorials now and see how they would 
look and sound. In attempting to remove the 
President, I only did what the papers said ought to 
be done. Since July 2 they have been deifying the 
President and denouncing me for doing the very 
thing they said ought to be done. I want the 
newspapers and the doctors, who actually killed 
the President, to share with me the odium of his 
death. I never would have shot himof my own: 
volition, notwithstanding those newspapers, if I had 
not been commissioned by the Deity to do the deed- 
But this fact does not relieve the newspapers from 
the supposed disgrace of the President's removal. 
lf he had been properly treated he would bave beer 
alive to-day. It has been published that lamin 
fear of death. It is false. I have aiways 
been a religious man and an active worker for 
God. Some peopie think that I am a murderer, 
but the Lord does not, for He inspired the act, as 
in the case of Abraham and a score of other cases 
in the Bible. The assault made upon me on Satur- 
day last by a crank bas been condemned by the 
press. The eyes of the civilized world are watch- 
ing this case, and it behooves this court and the 
Metropolitan Police to protect me at all hazards. I 
hereby warn all cranks of high or low degree to 
keep away from me under penalty of instant death. 
He would have been shot dead on Saturday bug® 
for the rearing of the horses in the van as the 
officer was shooting. The horses shook the vag 
so that he lost his aim, and though the van pur- 
sued him, he temporarily escaped. I waste my 
arguments on cranks. Alithey can see in this case 
is a policeman’s revolver. Again, 1 say, if they 
value their lives they must keep away from me. 
desire the court and jury to dispose-of this case on 
the facts and law, and thus let alf parties abide 
the verdict. 

Mr. Scoville again called attention to the fact 
that he had not yet been able to obtain the news- 
paper slips taken from the prisoner at the time of 
his arrest. \ 

Mr. Davidge asked him whetner he had called at 
the District Attorney’s office for them. 

Mr. Scoville replied that he had not and would 
not. He was entitled to them, and should have 
them. 

The District Attorney intimated that Mr. Sco-~ 
yille need not exhibit so much crankiness in tha 
matter. A printed copy of these slips had been 
handed to him in court the other day, and at the 
same time an envelope containing the originals had 


been passed over to him, but had not been lcoked 
at. He had now seit to his office for them, and 
wouid submit them for his inspection. 

After some further discussion in a somewhat un- 
pleasant tone the papers were produced, and the 
examination of witnesses was about to be pro< 
ceeded with when Guiteau again broke out: “I 
understand that my divorced wife is here. The 
fact is that I had no business to marry that wgman; 
we have been unfortunate. If she cemes into¥court 
to do me narm I will rip up her entire record. Sha 
was seduced in Philadelphia and had a child before 
I married her.” 

The first witness was Joseph E. Smith, of Free- 
port. Il, 71 years of age. He had known Luther 
W. Guiteau, (the prisoner’s father,) from 1846 to 
the time of his death. He was a perfeetly sincere 
man, who stood wellin the community. He testi- 
fied as to the public offices he held and tne businesa 
he carried on. 


A CHICAGO LAWYER’S STORY. 

Charles H. Reed, a Chicago lawyer, was the next 
witness. He held the position of State’s Attorney 
from 1864 to 1876. He related an incident when the 
prisoner, having been assigned to the defense of a 
small larceny case, proceeded to deliver a ram-: 
bling, wandering speech, full of vagaries and guite 
illogieal. He introduced ali sortsof subjects that 
were foreign to the case. He talked about theol-: 
ogy and divinity and the rightsof man. Witress 
saw the prisoner at the Riggs House in Washington 
upon the Tuesday preceding the shooting of the 
President. He desired to borrow from witness 
$15, promising to pay it back when he obtained the 


Paris Consulship. He stated that Mr. Blaine was 
on his side. and that in a few days the papers 
would announce his appointment. Witness had 
seen him several times previous to that, and on 
each occasion he introduced the subject of the 
Paris Consulship, and he had become quite excited 
when witness suggested that he obtain some in- 
ferior office. Witness thought that he was off his 
balance. 3 
Q.—You had an interview with him in the jail a 
few weeks ago. What was that? j 
Mr. Davidge objected, but the objection was 
overruled, the Judge saying that the jury must 
watch and decide what acis were the emanations 
of a disordered mind and what werve fictitious. 1s 
was not a question for the court. ‘ 
Witness replied that he had visited the jail in 
company with Mr. Scoville, and that he had found 
the prisoner lying on his couch. Witness asked 
him why he shot the President. He rose up toa 
sitting posture and began, in a very excited man- 
ner, a sort of speech, saying: “I did not do it; the 
Lord did it. He used me asaninstrument. It was 
necessary for the salvation of the country to remove 
the President.” Witness asked him why he used the 
word.** removed ;”’ why he did not say “ killed” or 
“shot.” He said that that was not the proper 
word. He was very pale that morning, and his 
eyes—”* Weil,” said the witness, ‘*his eyes were in- 
describable.” Witness thought the man was of un- 
sound mind. Witness always regarded him as 4

The court overruled this objection. 

The Witness—That is a difficult question for any- 
body to answer in cases where aperson is not a 
raving, wild maniac. I should not like to express 
an opinion. 

Mr. Davidge repeated his question as to the pris- 
cone 's responsibility, and the witness replied that 

he had never thought about the matter, for he had 
never thought of the man committing a crime. 

Q.—Have you ever said that you had no doubt of 
his responsibility? A.—No, Sir; Inever made such 
a statement to a human being. 

Q.—Do you mean to say that you did not state 
to Col. Corkhill that, while the man was unbal- 
anced and cranky, you had no doubt of his respon- 
ow a A.—No, Sir; I never said anything of the 
kind. 


After a whispered conversation between Messrs. 
Corkhill and Davidge, the latter again questioned 
tho witness as to whether he had not told Col. 
Corkhill that he believea the prisoner to be respon- 
sible. A.—No, Sir. If he understood me to say so 
he is entirely mistaken. 

Q.—You were sitting at the trial table a few days 
ago and aiding in the defense of the case? A.—I 
sat there the day before yesterday. 

Q.—And suggested questions to Mr. Scoville? 
A.—I think I did two or three times. 

The witness at this point, and in response to 
questions propounded by Mr. Davidge, again de- 
tailed the conversation at the Riggs House, but 
was interrupted by the prisoner with a positive de- 
nial. *I donot want,” he said, **to contradict Mr. 
Reed, because he is a good fellow, but there is not 
a word of truth init. I spoke to Mr. Reed two or 
three months prior toJuly. I never spoke to Mr. 

teed or any one else about the Paris Consulship 
for two or three months cing to July. I want the 
exact truth and nothing but the truth, and I don’t 
care who hears it.” 

Mr. Davidge—We can dispense with these inter- 


ruptions. 
(excitedly)—We want the facts, 


The Prisoner, 
Judge. 

Mr. Davidge—You have been indulged altogether 
too much. 

*‘ And it is right that I should be,’’ retorted the 
prisoner; “ l appear as my own counsel.” 

The Court, (severely)—Be silent. 

Mr. Davidge, (firmly)—You must keep quiet, at 
least while I am cross-examining a witness. 

But neither court nor counsel could repress the 
prisoner, who continued talking and struggling 
angrily with the Deputy Marshals. 

“This conversation,” he said, “‘occurred about 
two months prior to July. You are right as to the 
conversation, but wrong as tothe date. Isay that 
it wasin May. With that correction your state- 
ment is true.” 

Mr. Davidge, (to the witness)—You have heard 
the interruption of the prisoner. What is your 
opinion about the time? A.—I am very certain 
that it was on that Tuesday. 

The Prisoner—That was the time I spoke to you 
about getting $15. You said you did not have the 
money. That part of tke conversation is correct. 
I don’t forget anything. Anything that gets into 
my head sticks. [Laughter.] 

Mr. Davidge, (to witness)—You said that he 
stated that you would see his name in the papers 
in connection with the Paris Consulship * 

The Prisoner—I never said that. 

Mr, Davidge—Well, he says, Mr. Prisoner, that 
you did say it, and he has a right to his opinion. 

The prisoner, ina persevering manner, declared 
that he had not said so. He also indignantly denied 
the witness's statement that he (witness) had not 
admitted him tothe Bar in Chicago. Hedid not 
want any trickery about this case. 

The court, impatient at the prisoner’s constant 
interruptions of counsel and witnesses, in a stern 
and determined tone, said: “If thereisno other 
way of preventing these interruptions, you will 
have to be gagged.” 

‘Well,”—began the prisoner. 

“Keep your mouth shut,” thundered the Judge, 
“and don’t interrupt again during this trial. Ido 
not desire it, but if the trial cannot co on without 
resort to gagging, it will have to be done.” 

Even this threat, though it had a momentary ef- 
fect upon the prisoner, could not entirely repress 
him, and he again denied the conversation detailed 
by the witness, who “was avery good fellow, but 
wrong there. I we going to have the facts in this 
ease,” he continued, ‘and nothing but the facts. 
Iwantthe Judge ard the jury to decide upon the 
facts, and upon nothing else. The witness is en- 
tirely erroneous in his memory,” 

Q.—Did Guiteau say that you would see his name 
in the newspapers in a few days as Consul to Paris, 
orthat he would makeafuss? A.—Hesaid: “If 
I do not get it’—(reflecting)—I will find his exact 
language. 

The Prisoner, (interrupting)—It is absolutely 
false. I never said any such thing. That has 
nothing at all to do with my intending to remove 
the President. I rest my defense entirely on the 
inspiration which came from the Deity for that 
act, and I will take my chances on the result. Ido 
not want any lying or nonsense on this business, 
and I will not have it. 

Mr. Davidge, (to the witness)—Go on. 

Tho Witness—He said in connection with the Ad- 
ministration thatif he did not get the Paris Con- 
sulate he would either make a fuss about it or 
wor uld do something about it in the newspapers. 

The Prisoner—I never said anything of the kind, 
and I never thought anything of the kind. That is 
the resuit of your own imagination, Mr. Reed. It 
isnottrue. Youarea good fellow, andIthinka 
good deal of you. But you are mistaken in your 
tacts, [After # pause. | I was not in the habit of 
telling my business i in that kind of way to anybody. 

Mr. Davidge, (to the witness)—Then your recol- 
lection is that when Guitean left you and threw up 
his arms, as you have described, in an excited way, 
he said that in afew days you would sec his name 
inthe newspapers as Consul to Paris? A.—Yes, 
that was the last part ot the conversation. 

Mr. Davidge further inquired about the prisoner 
appearing to defend criminal cases in Chicago, and 
the witness said that he could not tell how many 
such cases he had appeared in. 

The Prisoner—That is another mistake; I never 
had a criminal case in Chicago, 

Then Mr. Dayidge went “back to the prisoner’s 
statement that his pamphlet on Christ’s second 
seen a6 as much inspired as the New Testa- 
nent. 

“I claimed it then,”’ the prisoner broke in, ‘and 
{ claim it now just as much inspired as the Old 
Testament or the New Testament either.” 

Mr. Davidge. (to the witness)—You said some- 
thing about your translating the Greek Testament? 
4.—I said that Guiteau said he had seen something 
which I had written inthe Chicago 7ridune about 
the translation of the New Testament. 

The Prisoner—That is true, 1 did see something 
of the kind. Mr. Reed is a fine Greek scholar. 

At the close of the witness’s examination the 
court took its usual recess. 

After the recess Mr. Scoville asked for an attach- 
ment against Emory A. Storrs. He understood 
that Mr. Storrs had been served with a subpcena, 
but had positively refused to come. As there might 
be some doubt, however, as to whether the sub- 
poena had been actually served, he would postpone 
bis application for the present. 

The prisoner expressed the hope that Mr. Storrs 
would not be attached unless it w as absolutely ne- 
sessary, because he was ‘’a very nice fellow.” 


A WITNESS WHO IS FOND OF TALEING. 

H. B. Amerling, at present a lawyer in Williams- 
port, Penn., who formerly resided in Freeport, Ill., 
was the next witness. He had known Luther W. 
Guiteau intimately. He (Guiteau) believed that in 
order to be healed all that was necessary was to 
believe in Jesus Christ. Witness related an inci- 
dent as to the sickness of his wife, when Luther W. 
Guiteau advised hertoturn out the doctors and 
put her faith in Jesus Christ. He also had given 
witress the same advice upon another oceasion. He 


believed that the pocket-books of all persons 
should be open te every one, but that nothing more 
should be taken out than was right. Witness gave 
an account of a Presbyterian meeting which had 
assembled to call him to account for not attending 
church. He gave as an excuse the fact that his 
wife s sick, ard then he “turned the members 
up on€ by one” and gave them a severe lecture for 
not coming to attend his sick wife. Afterward L. 
W. Guiteau had stated that witness had done right. 
He spoke to witness about a certain family which 
dught to have been all sacrificed, Tne tamily was 
that or Martin P. Sweet. The son had remon- 
strated against the family becoming members of 
the Society of Communicants, and for that reason 
L. W. Guiteau believed that the boy ought to be 
sacrificed. 

The cross-examination, which was conducted by 
Mr. Davidge, was very amusing, | the witness being 
rather prosy and desirous of giving explanations 
of almost every answer. Mr. Davidge questioned 
him searchingly in regard to a letter which his son, 
. his request, bad written to Freeport, Ill,, to a 

r. Oiler, making inquiries as to the strange ac- 
tions of Luther W. Guiteau. Witness replied that 
he had told his som to write the letter, net out of 
any love for Charles J. Guiteau, but out of respect 
for the family. “TI loved L. W. Guiteau,” said the 
witness dramatically, ‘tas I did my own brother.” 

Q.—Did you think him an insane man? A.—I 
consider that he was what we say “* off”’ on religion 
and polities. 

Q.—What were his political views? A.—He was 
Bb Republican. 

.—And you were a Democrat? A.—Indeed I 
was. {|Laughter.] 

.& —You thought him “ off” and he thought you 

off?’ A.—There were a good many who thought 
ra ** off” in politics. 

Q.—His only eccentricities were on religion and 
politics? A.—That is all. 

Q.--You haye been a sort of consulting counsel 
m this case? A.—I have been. I gave Mr. Scoville 
ill the assistance I could. I prepared a brief on 
the question of insanity. Idon’t want to disguise 
nothing. I have assisted Mr. Scoville inevery way, 
manner, and form in this case. I have no love for 
the prisoner—none whatever—because I say to you 
that I thought it was a terrible wrong in shooting 
the President, and I think so to-day. 

Witness stated that he had no acquaintance with 
the prisoner, but subsequently said that the pris- 
oner had made a threat against him. 

“Why.” broke in the prisoner, ‘I never saw oe 
before ‘in my life natil you came to the jail 
Saturday. 

Mr. Senville then prenseted, in the redirect ex- 
amination, to question the witmess as to the occa- 
sion upon which he had been threatened by the 
prisoner.

The solemnity with which the witness related 
this incident, and the evident satisfaction which he 
derived from having ‘‘ pitched into the old man” 
was too much for the court, and was greeted by 
hearty laughter, in which the prisoner joined. 

The witness then eontinued as follows: ‘* The old 
man became very angry, and afterward I met this 
man and he said that my life ought to have been 
taken from me, but that God had ordered 
otherwise.” 

The Prisoner—Are you referring tome orto my 
father ? 

The witness maintained a contemptuous silence, 

The District Attorney—I think that is a proper 
question to be answered, 

The Prisoner—If you refer to me, it is absolutely 
ei | ifto my father, it may be’ true, and prob- 
ably 

The Witness—He {referring to the prisoner} is the 
one who mentioned that tome. Afterward | men- 
tioned it to his father, and the father said that I 
must not mind what he said. 

The Prisoner—I have not lived in Freeport for 21 
years. 

Mr. 
when this conversation took place ? 
cago. 

The Prisoner—You pretend that this conversa- 
tion took place in Chicago ? 

The Witness, (impatiently)—Please let me alone. 
{Laughter. ] 

The Prisoner, (excitedly)—There is not a word of 
truth in it. That is the way to dispose of that 
statement. 

a Davidge—I want to know when this took 
place ? 

The Prisoner, (encouragingiy)—Find out the 
facts, Judge. 

Mr. Davidge—I will bring them out, 

The Prisoner (alluding to witness’s statement)— 
I have not heard that. It is the worst one we haye 
had yet. 

Mr. Davidge then attempted. but in vain, to com- 
Pel the witness to fix a date for the conversation 
with Charles Guiteau. 

The prisoner expressed his aperovel of the wit- 
ness—“Amerling seems to bea good fellow, but I 
never had the pleasure of his acquaintance before,”’ 

The solemnity with which the witness answered 
the questions, his contempt for the prisoner, the 
desire which he showed to gointo particulars, the 
fact that he brought with him a bundle of old letters 
and opened it while on the witness-stand, and the 
simplicity with which he stated the condition of 
his bank account, produced much merriment 
among the spectators. 


THE FRENZY OF GUITEAU’S FATHER. 

The next witness was Thomas North, a Chicago 
lawyer. He had formerly lived in Freeport, IIL, 
where he was intimately acquainted with Luther 
W. Guiteau. Witness was Deputy Clerk under him 
when he was Circuit Clerk and ex-officio Recorder. 

Q.—What peculiarities were there in his religious 
views as to union with Christ, perfectionism, &c.? 
A.—He was what Is called a perfectionist. He be- 
lieved in perfect holiness. He believed in vital 
union with Christ by faith. He believed in inspira- 
tion by the Holy Ghost. He believed that inspira- 
tion would be carried so far as to save him from 
theological error and to give him power over all 


diseases and maladies. He discarded doctors and 
would have nothing to do with them. He believed 
in immortality on earth, by vital union with 
Christ. I have heard him say, perhaps a dozen 
times, that he never expected to die. Once, his 
daughter Flora, 6 years old, was sick, and her 
mother had sent for a doctor. Guiteau came in 
and told the doctor to get out of the house, 
that he would attend to bis own daughter's 
ease. He then began to manipulate the child, 
and to command the disease to disappear, in 
the name of Christ. His manner was frenzied. it 
was shocking—shocking to the nerves of those who 
saw it. On another occasion, when a Mrs. Plum- 
mer was ill,and when two doctors were in the 
room with her, Luther W. Guiteau camein and went 
into a violent display, both of words and manner, 
so much so that he shocked all who were preseutinto 
silence. Hesaid to the doctors: ** Get out of the 
room, and let every one who believes in doctors 
get out. This woman can be cured, and I will pro- 
ceed to try and cure her.’? He kneeled by her 
side, took her hands in his, and began to pray to 
God Almighty to command the disease to 
leave the woman. He ordered her, in the 
name of Christ, to rise up, to take 
up her bed and walk. He went on in 
that way for five minutes. None of us felt like in- 
terfering with him. We thought we would let him 
indulge his fancy in that direction. While he was 
in that condition he would turn extremely pale and 
look perfectly bloodlessin the face, and his manner 
was Very frenzied. 

Q.—In your opinion was he on either ef those 
occasions of sound mind? A.—I donot think he 
was. His whole manner was unnatural and shock- 
ing, produeing a good deal of nervous condition 
of feeling with the rest of us, that I could not re- 
gard him as of right mind. 

Q.—Have you any reason to think that he was 
pretending or feigning on either of these occasion ? 
A.—Not in the least. 

Q.—Did you ever know him to simulate what he 
did not believe? A.-—The furthest from it of any 
mortal 1 ever saw. 

Q.—He was always sineere and honest? A.— 
Yes; so much so that he never could play a prac- 
tical joke or any other kind of a joke. That was 
characteristic of the man. He was exceedingly in- 
tense in his religious belief. 

Witness went on to relate how, on a visit to 
Niagara Falls by Luther Guiteau and himself ia 
July, 1858, passing down to the Cave of the Winds, 
he turned around and found him in an attitude of 
horror, as pale and motionless as a marble statue. 
Witness and the guide helped him back, and he had 
never that day or afterward aliuded to the inci- 
dent. Witness had never spoken to him about it, 
because he was a little suspicious that its effect had 
never subsided. 

Mr. Scoville asked the witness how the prisoner 
and his father compared, in regard to personal 
and mental characteristics Objected to by the 
District Attorney. 

Mr. Scoville said that he expected to prove that 
father and son were fac-similes. 

The Prisoner—That is true, they say. North has 
given a true statement of how father used to act 
with his family. 

Tho objection being overruled, witness stated 
that the prisoner was an exaggerated fac-simile of 
his father. 

The Prisoner—lI am a little larger than he was. 

The Witness—I shoulda say that mentally there 
was a very marked resemblance. 

Mr. Scoville—What do you mean by the phrase 
‘an exaggerated fac-simile of his father ?”’ 
tas Prisoner—A chip of the old block.

The Witness—I used the word “exaggerated” in 
reference to his mental characteristics. 

Q.—From your acquaintance with the prisoner, 
what have you to say as to his sincerity? A.—I 
never saw anything in him that I thought hypo- 
critical or disnonest. He was always like the father 
in that respect. His father was one of the most 
intensely sincere men that I ever knew. 

The Prisoner—He could not bear shams, and I 
cannot. 

The witness went on to narrate another incident 
that occurred one evening at the supper-table. 
They were all seated, he said, except the prisoner, 
who seemed to be alittle dilatory. Certain grace- 
fu! things were to be done or said. [To the District 
Attorney] I mean saying grace. 

The Prisoner—Tell them how they used to do 
that: how they used to confess Christ there. I want 
to get that out. 

Ring Witness, (to Mr, Seoville)—Skall 1 answer 
that? 

Mr. Scoville—Certainly. 

The Witness—They were all seated around the 
table and they were all quiet fora few moments; 
and then, if anybody felt like saying anything he 
did so;if not, nothing was said. What was usually 
said was ‘I confess Christ in me with a thankful 
heart for this food.”’ 

Tne Prisoner—Thank Christ for this dinner, and 
all similar expressions; that was the substitute for 
the ordinary grace in the Christian families.

The witness assented, and went on to relate how | 


Charles Guiteau, or Julius, as they called him, came 
to the table late and was spoken to by his father in 
a peremptory and offensive tone, and how Charles, 
passing behind his father’s chair, struck his father 
on his back orneck. and how his father at once 
jumped from his chair, how the two clinched and 
struggled, until finally Charles surrendered, and 
then how they withdrew from the table by them- 
selves, talked the matter over, came back, and 
went on with their meal. There had been no pre- 
vious quarrel between them, and this was a sudden 
outburst on both sides. 

The Prisoner—My mother died when I was 7 
years old,and my father remained a widower 
until Iwas 12. During these years we were ex- 
ceedingly intimate. After he married. there was 
more or less alienation between us. 

The witness went on to speak of the Oneida 
Community, and how Luther Guiteau believed in 
it and its system of marriages. Being asked to de- 
fine their marriages, the witness stated that it was 
the belief of the Community that the spirit of 
Christ would teach a man and his wife to separate 
far enough to let in a brother or sister. Luther 
Guiteau, he said, was a thorough believer in the 
tenets ef the Oneida Community, and desired to 
have his family join that community. The wife, 
however, did not like her children to join it, and 
objected’ to going there herself. 

The Prisoner—That was my step-mother. My 
mother had been dead a good many years. If she 
had been alive I never would have behaved in that 
way. 

The witness said that Luther Guiteau’s wife came 
to the front porch one evening as the witness and 
Luther Guiteau were sitting there, and putting her 
arms around her husbana’s neck said, ** Will you 
love me?” Luther jumped from his chair and said, 
“No. I never will love you until you submit to 
Jesus Christ... He had been trying to. bring 
her to his way of thinking about the Oneida 
Community, and that was what he meant 
by that remark. One evening, at a meeting of the 
*circle,” as it was called, (a religions and social 
circle,) an elderly gentieman and his wife were 
present, who had been investigating somewhat the 
doctrines of the Oneida Community. There seemed 
to be one serious family difficulty in the way of 
their joining the Community, and that was that 
their son, a ingen man from 20 to 25 years of age, 
was violentiy opposed to it. This couple went on 
and told their story, to which Luther Guiteau lis- 
tened very quietly. At last he jumped from his 
seat and said. “I willtell you whattodo. Takea 
knife aud slay him as Abraham did Isaac.” His 
manper was so exceedingly shocking that it par- 
alyzed the tongues of every one present. Hisman- 
ner was wonderfully intense, and we knew that he 
was just as intensely earnest in meaning as he was 
in manner. Luther attended church occasionally; 
somatines the Presbyterian Church, sometimes the

The Prisoner, (interrupting)—Noyes’s theory was 
this: religton first, then socialism. He said that no 
man had aright to touch socialism until he was 
associated with the Saviour, It was his stinking 
fanaticism. 

Before the cross-examination of the witness had 
been completed the court adjourned.

the popular taste, then I'll catch fits for disappoint- 
ing everybody. If I let her appear ona simple 
announcement, and she makes a hit, as I confi- 
dently believe she will, then my judgment, formed 
after a hearing of her voice, will be approved, and 
Mile. Rossini wiil have earned the laurels she so 
unquestionably deserves to win.’ 

“But the public—the opera- going people—want 
to know what she is like.’ 

“All I can say is,” said the gallant Colonel, 
touching his lips gracefully with two fingers of his 
tight hand and wafting an imaginary kiss into 
space, ‘all I ean say is that she is just too lovely 
for anything. She's a dark beauty, not too short 
er too tall, but just right; andif I may make a 
comparison, for I’m net a good hand at describing 
so delicate an objeet as a charming woman, she 
is generally not unlike in style to Mme. Cavallazzi. 
She is young, too; was bora in Presbourg, Hun- 
gary, where Liszt made his first appearance in con- 
cert and set the place wild with enthusiasm. Her 
father, a grouty old General in the Austrian ser- 
vice, wasn’t a bit pleased with her predilection for 
the stage, but he allowed her to cultivate her 
voice, and when, one day the General was away in 
Dresden, she went to Proch, the composer and 
teacher, in Vienna, and engaged him as her in- 
structor. 

‘She took Proeh’s advice, without consulting 
her father, and determined to try the stage, having 
not only voice but decided dramatic ability and 
taste. Justas she was about to appear in the 
Dresden Theatre, under an engagement to the 
manager, the General, her father, heard what was 
going on, and ina tempest of rage he hunted up 
the manager with a challenge to fight, and spoiled 

2 very promising début. She hasn’t told me yet 
wheat her real name is, but she was so much disap- 
pointed because she couldn’t appear as she ex- 
pected to, that she ran away to Italy, and as Mlle. 
Rossini she became a pupil of Signor 
Lamperti, with the express purpose of 
being repared for operatic performanees. As 
Gilda, In ‘Rigoletto,’ she met with great success 
in some of the smaller opera-houses in Northern 
Italy, where she chose to make her first appear- 
ance, ane. having been almost immediately en- 
zaged, she sang, with approval, in Trieste, appear- 
ing as Violetta in ‘Traviata,’ Zerlina in ‘Fra 
Diavolo,’ in ‘Nozze di Figaro,’ ‘ Roberto il Dia- 
volo.’ *Trovatore,’ *‘ Aida,’ and ‘ L’Africaine.’” 

** How did you come to secure her?” 

“Hold ona bit. Isaid she was young. I forgot 
to tell you that she is only 23—for she was born in 
1858--and yet she was searcely past 20 when she ap- 
peared in Milan and Vienna, singing in both cities 
with remarkable success, and steadily improving in 
yoice and method. She was re-engaged at 
the close of her first engagement, and 
had a splendid prospect before her in 
Milan, when a natural Bohemian passion for travel 
led her to break off her Italian engagement, and 
make an arrangement to go to Havana witha com- 
pany formed forthe Winter season. That com- 
pany was unfortunate, and Mlle. Rossini, who was 
for the first time obtaining an experience of bad 
management, was about ‘to go back toltaly. I 
heard of her and immediately cabled her an offer, 
to be closed after I had heard her sing. 

“She got here a few days ago, and I have heard 
her; and for the rest you'll have to wait and hear 
her. She’s well up in ‘Aida,’ and will be heard 
next week, for the | operais all ready for produc- 
tion, the chorus and band only needing a rehearsal 
ortwo. Everybody wants novelty, but they don’t 
know how hard it is to previde it. Here I’ve had 
the band and chorus on the stage fo. a week re- 
hearsing for ‘ William Tell,’ and yet we've got to 
keep ‘em going to bring out ‘ Aida,’ or there’ll be 
terrible complaint.” 

The manager is confident now that he has se- 
cured the dramatic prima donna that everybody 
has been looking for, and says he will give her 
every opportunity to do herself credit, while he 
will endeavor to afford no further ground to his 
patrons for complaint of lack of change in the

LOSSES BY FIRE.

About 5 o’elock yesterday morning the ex- 
tensive tannery of Keifer, Steifel & Co., in Spring 
Garden-avenue, Allegheny City, Penn., caught fire 
in the finishing department, and before the flames 
were subdued the entire tannery was in ruins.

A fire last night in Boston, in a building in Bev- 
erly-street, owned by R. H. Eddy, caused a loss to 
the building of. $1,200, The first and second 
floors were occupied by Charles Mellen, 
manufacturer of moldings, building trim: 

mings, &c., whose loss upon machinery and 
stock will be $14,000. He has an imsurance of 
$7,500 in the following companies: Atias, First 
National, People’s, of Newark; Relief, of 
New-York; Westchester, of New-York: ‘Shoe 
and Leather, and Tradesmen’s, of New-York. 
Cc. T. Burnham, carpenter and builder, will lose on 
machinery and stock, $4,000; partially insured.

JACOB SCHAEFER CARRIES OFF THE SECOND 
PRIZE IN A PRETTY GAME WITH SEXTON 
—TIES TO BE PLAYED OFF TO-DAY. 

The regular games of the competition for 
the cushion carom championship came to an end 
last night. Joseph Dion, the veteran expert, won 
tne diamond emblem, the first prize money, amount- 
ing to $1,000, and the one thousand-dollar table 
on which the games were played. By virtue of a 
victory in the closest game of the contest, with 
William Sexton, Jacob Schaefer wins the second 
prize. George Slosson, Alonzo Morris, and Thomas 
Wallace will to-day play off ‘ties’? for the third 
and fourth prize money. There are now two cham- 
pionship emblems in existence—the one just gained 
by Dion and the champion game badge held by 
George F. Slosson. The afternoon of yesterday 
was occupied with the unsuccessful efforts of 
Maurice Daly to defeat Sexton and Schaefer, Sex- 
ton held the lead over him throughout the first 
game, and, although Daly ran up a fine series 
of 44 caroms through the aid of a “scratch” 


shot, thus coming within one point of equal- 
ing "Dion’s highest run on record, won in 
the sixty-second inning by a score of 200 to 181. 
The winner’s average was 37-31, and the best run 
21, and Daly’s average was ‘2 5)- 61. In the next 
game, with Schaefer, he had every opportunity to 
win, but failed to take advantage of his chances 
and was beaten in 63innings by an average of 
811-68 and a score of 200 to 187, hisown average 
being but 2 61-63, 

The exciting matches were reserved for the 
evening, the first contest on the programme being 
a match between Joseph Dion and Eugene Carter, 
which was watehed with the liveliest imterest, as 
Dion’s chance of winning the emblem beyond dis- 

ute depended upon his victory. Dion won the 
ead and made 1. Carter made the same number. 
Dion, in the sixth inning, dashed the giobes 
all over the table for 11, and then made 3, 
after which the scores stood even at 25 each. 
Carter at this stage was playing steadily and 
in good shape and kept Dion hard at work all the 
time to prevent him from running farahead. The 
runs earned continued to be of ‘small figures, but 
they were made steadily and the game progressed 
with great evenness. Carter played at times sume 
of his “fancy shots,” winning abundant applause 
after each one was executed. Dion passed the “fifty 
button"’only eight points abead of his adversary,and 
in the twenty-second inning the latter, by the same 
dexterous play. put tegether, in beautiful form, 27 
caroms. The run included three shots of the * *sky- 
rocket’’ variety, and carried the player’s score up 
to 77, Dion’s standing at 60. Carter next rolied 
up 12 in his twenty-eighth inning, which 
made his score 3, but he missed _ six 
times in the effort to make enough to 
earry him into his second hundred, and Dion 
eaught up and reached the second string ahead, 
with a score of 102to 95, inthe thirty-eighth inning. 
When he missed Carter took his turn, made 6, and 
also passed to the second string only 1 point be- 
hind. Dion ran 16 ahead in two rapid innings of 8, 
and then by steady pias, pusbed ahead, and by 
the time he reached his forty-sixth inning had a 
total score of 153 points and had increased his 
lead to 32 points, Carter, continuing to play weak- 
ly, Dion was able to reduce more and more the A 
stacles which still stood between him and the fit 
to the emblem and accomparying prize- ane 
His confidence also increased steadily, as he met 
but little effective opposition, and his ‘playing be- 
eame very pretty to witness, embracing as it did 
many difficult and brilliant varieties of caroms, 
made with astonishing ease and accuracy, He had 
everything his own way after the finish of the for- 
ty-seventh inning, and after 1 hour and 45 minutes 
of play, occupying 61 innings, he made a ‘“‘long- 
cushion” carom and won the game, The following 
is the score:

Before the last regular game was piayed, between 
William Sexton and Jacopo Schaefer, it was an- 
nounced that the stakes of $5,000 had been just put

This 
served to whet the interest of tho specta- 
tors in the struggle which followed, although 
it was generally expected at the outset. that 
Schaefer would be the winner. Sexton led off with 
9 round-the-table shots, and Schaefer after opening 
with a zero made 10, and directly after took the 
lead, it becoming evident that he had once more 
recovered self-possession and grace and dex- 
terity of stroke. Sexton, however, con- 
tinued to play well, and catching up 
maintained his place alongside Schaefer in 
the scores. Schaefer ‘“nursed,’’ and Sexton, 
while * nursing,’’ occasionally played most of his 
billiards on the open table. In the twelfth inning 
both men were “ tied’’ on a count of 56 each. Then 
Schaefer crept very slowly ahead once more, until 
with a beautifully executed run of 25 caroms, which 
was hailed with vociferous applause, he overcame 
his adversary’s advantage, and placed himseif 
againin front in the twenty-fourth inning, the 
score standing—Sexton, 89; Schaefer, 84.

A CANAL IN THE FAR EAST.

PLANS TO SHORTEN THE ROAD TO CHINA BY 
600 MILEs. 
From the London Times. 

Human ingenuity has of late years been 
frequently directed to the task of cutting canals 
through the narrow isthmuses to be found at 
numerous spots over the globe, and since the suc- 
cessful completion of the Suez Canal engineers 
have devoted their attention with enthusiasm to 
similar schemes in other quarters of the world. Al- 
ready we are promised within a reasonable period 
waterways through the Isthmuses of Panama and 
Corinth, and now it is stated that a plan is on foot 


for cutting a canal through the Isthmus of Kraw. 
As this last undertaking is one of very consider- 
able importance to the Eastern commerce of this 
eountry, and as its full significance is certainly not 
appreciated, if even it be known, it may not be 
uninteresting to explain the objects which the pro- 
moters of such ascheme might have in view, and 
the consequences which would naturally follow 
its successful accomplishment. 

If the reader will turn to the map of the Indo- 
Chinese Peninsula he will find, where the broud 
red line of British territory reaches its southern 
limit in the Province of Tenasserim, that the small 
stream of the Pakchan, situated on the spur of a 
mountain range, and in territory where the author- 
ity of Malayan States encroaches upon that of 
Siam. The town or village of Pakchan has also 
been, and in future is likely” to be, better known as 
Kraw. At this point the Malayau Peninsula, which 
stretches southward for 500 miles to Singapore, is 
at its marrowest breadth, and the distance 
across from the side of the Indian Ocean to 
that of that of the China Seas is further decreased 
by the existence of natural waterways for some 
distance inland from both shores. From side to 
side itis nomore than 50 miles, and the Pakchan 
River on the western coast and the Htassay on the 
eastern afford the ready means of further reducing 
it. The distance, therefore, over which it would be 
neeessary to cut a canal would probably not exceed 
30 miles. Theneighboring districts are known to 
be fertile and tocontain great mineral wealth. A 
tin mining company has been established for more 
than 10 years at Malewon, on the Pakchan, and 
gold has been found inthe neighboring stream of 
the Lenya. So far as our knowledge goes the en- 
gineering difficulties also are not of a stupendous 
character, and political drawbacks and consider- 
ations fortunately do not exist. 

On the other hand, the principal and incontest- 
able advantage of such acanal would be that it 
would shorten the journey both from England and 
from india to China by at least 600 miles. How 

reat that advantage would be and what incaleu- 
able results might attend it all those who are 
aware of the develpment of which Chinese trade is 
susceptible will perceive. The French would also 
be greatly benefited by the shortening of theirroad 
to Saigon and their possessions on the Cambodia; 
and not only might their sympathy and co-opera- 
tion be counted upon, but, so far,they appear to have 
even taken the initiative in the matter. Whether 
the presentscheme be one calculated to effect its 
object or not, there can be no question that the cut- 
ting ofa canal through the narrow Isthmus of 
Kraw is an undertaking calling ror not merely the 
support but even for the active participation of the 
Government of India. itis certain to be accom- 
plished sooner or later, and it is essentialiya 
scheme that shouid be carried out under its influ- 
ence and control. A Kraw canal affords one way 
of improving the internal means of communication 
of India and its dependencies, while it simplifies 
the navigation of one of the principalof ocean 


routes.

foalin memory of the ram which God was pleased 
to accept as a sacrifice at the hands of His Prophet 
Abraham, in the place of Ishmae!, whom the Al- 
mighty spared in His mercy that Mohammed might 
be born of hisseed anto the salvation of all believ- 
ers. Not, however, only in Arabia, but through- 
outthe land of El Islam, its children are bound 
to commemorate the day by a similar sacrifice, 
and the poorest family boards up its paras 
for weeks and months bef orehand to tay ones the 
sacrificial sheep with gilded horns, and thus be- 
come partakers in the blessings of the great fes- 
tival. Woeto the debtor whois unabl e to pay his 
creditors the few piasters for lack of which the lat- 
ter may be unable properly to honor the traditions 
of the day, for his debt sha! L be entered ten-fold 
against bim in the registers of heaven. Woe, and

BORROWING TROUBLE MUCH IN ADVANCE. 
From the Bedford (Penn.) Inquirer, Now. 25. 

Many persons who have been looking after 
their fruit trees declare that peaches are likely to 
be as scarce next season as this. Many trees that 
were badly frozen last Winter were cut off with 
the expectation that new tops would grow upon 
them. They rapidly recovered during the early 
Summer, but their growth was checked by the 
drought so that very few fruit buds formed on the 
new tops. The yield from such trees will fall off 80 
per cent. Trees that survived the severity of last 
Winter budded late, and their growth was feeble. 
The long speliof hot, dry weather so drained the 
life from them that many will never recover. The 
buds which usually appear before frost. are said to 
have been shriveled. Itisthought that the drought 
has affected all kinds of fruit trees so seriously that 
the prospects for the seagon of 1882 are discourag- 
ing. The extraordinary dryness of the air has pre- 
vented the formation of fruit buds. Horticuiturists 
will do what they can to alter these conditions by 
mulching and manuring.

MURDERERS PUT TO DEATH

PUBLIC HANGING OF A NEGRO IN 
GEORGIA. 

SANG ARMOR HANGED FOR THE MURDER 
OF AMOS ELLINGTON-—PUT TO DEATH 
IN SIGHT OF THE SCENE OF HIS CRIME 

—THE STORY OF THE MURDER. 
Barnett, Ga., Nov. 25.—The first hanging 
that ever took place in Taliaferro County was the 
public execution to-day, in Crawfordville, of the 
sentence of death upon Sang Armor, colored, for the 
murder of Amos Ellington. an old white man, in 
April last. The prisoner was first sentenced to be 
hanged on Oct. 21, but his confession implicating 
several other persons he was respited until to-day. 
The case against the others was not made out, how- 
ever, though half the county believes that Armor 
had accomplices, Just before the drop fell to-day 
efforts were made by the crowd present to induce 
him to tell all he knew of the murder, but he was 
sullenly silent on the subject, and talked only on 
religious matters, At 1 o’clock the trap was sprung, 
and in 15 minutes he was dead. Large numbers of 
white and colored persons witnessed the hanging, 
which took place in Ellington Meadow, the and of 


the murdered man, and in sight of the spot where 

the deed wascommitted. The feeling against Ar- 

mor was very strong, especially among the colored 

po an several of whom he tried to implicate in the 
rime, 

Last April, one Sunday morning, a party of young 
men were walking out near Crawfordville, the 
home of Alexander H. Stephens, and agreed that 
they would visit Amos Ellington, a farmer who 
lived about two miles from the village. Ellington 
wus a bachelor, and always kept open house for 
the young men of the county, who made his home 
a general resort on holidays and Sundays, When 
this party arrived, the house was open, but no one 
was athome. After lingering about the premises 
several minutes they resolved to search for their 
friend on his farm. A long search proved futile, 
and the young men were returning to Crawford. 
ville. In order to find a nearer way they went 
diagonally across a meadow, and were 
about to leave it for thfe road _ outside 
when one of them discovered the body of 
Ellington, half-concealed under a clump of bushes 
on the edge of the meadow. Near him, tiedtoa 
tree, were his oxen, which appeared to be almost 
famished. Au examination of the body showed 
that Ellington had been murdered. There were 
signs of a violent scufile and a bullet-hole in his 
head. The last time he had been seen alive was 
on the preceding Thursday afternoon, when he 
had taken some wood into Crawfordville, and, af- 
ter selling it, had bought some provisions and 
started home. He had very little money on his 
person. 

The community was aroused and a thorough 
search into the case began at once. Some negroes 
said that the only person with whom Ellington had 
recently had trouble was Sang Armor, a desperate 
negro who lived near by. Annor was married toa 
bright, handsome mulatto girl, with whom 
be had accused Ellington of having im- 
proper relations. Ellington had denied it 
and had threatened to whip Annor if he 
ever came on his place again. Annor had gone 
away in @ very angry and sullen mood, threatening 
to be even with Ellington if he ever found kim out- 
side his own home. This occurred in the early part | 
ofthe week. Suspicion at once fastened on Sang 
Armor, and search was made for him. He was 
not at home: his house was locked, and 
the place looked as if it was deserted. 
Annor and his wife had quarreled a day or two be- 
fore, and she had left him the day before Ellington 

was kilied. He had left no trace behind in his 
flight. Search failed for several days until at last a 
negro revealed the fact that Sang was concealed 
in the house of an old negro woman about two 
miles from his home. A crowd surrounded this 
house one night and demanded his surrender. He 
rushed out, pistol in hand, as if tomakea desperate 

resistance, but was at once covered with a dozen 
shot-guns. Hethen gave himself up, after there 
had been a pledge that he should a eondueted 
safely to jail. Thither he wastaken, and was asked 
if he knew anything of the death of Ellington. 

At first he said no, but soon afterward con- 
fessed that he had killed him because he be- 
lieved he was criminally intimate with his 
wife. The woman had borne a bad char- 
acter, but Sang said that he had never known 
apything of it until he had suspected Ellington. 
Soon after making this confession he retracted it; 
but next day reiterated it with some slight varia- 
tions. When the trial was had every indication 
brought out in the evidence pointed to the-guilt of 
Armor. He had been heard abusing Ellington the 
afternoon before the murder. He was seen to 
drive out of town about night just behind him,andin 
his possession were found some knives anda bucket 
which Ellington had when he was murdered. A 
verdict of guilty was returned and then Armor con- 
fessed every detail of hiscrime. He had followed 
= lington until they reached a secluded part of the 

ad when he spraug upon his w. agon. Before he 
pis 2 use his revolver Ellington had seized him, and 
a desperate struggle ensued. At last he overpow- 
ered his victim and shot him in the head. He then 
tied the oxen to prevent their wandering home to 
arouse suspicion. After this full confession there 
was such indignation that It seemed as if lynchlaw 
would be called upon to finish the wretch, but 
wiser counsels prevaile d.

A WORTHLESS VOUDOU CHARM. 
HANGING A NEGRO WHO COMMITTED 
CRIME BELIEVING THAT A CHARM WOULD 
SAVE HIM. 

Sumter, 8. C., Nov. 25.—Henry Johnston, 
colored, was hanged here to-day for the murder of 
John Davis. The execution was private but a 
large crowd of negroes had assembled in the vil- 
lage, all firmly believing that the conjurer’s charm 
which was worn by the condemned man would 
work a miracle in his behalf and save his life. 
Johnston, who held out that he would be saved to 
the last, joined the Catholic Church a few days 
ago. Afew momeuts before he ascended the scaffold

| he spoke bitterly of the conjurer, Orange Isaacs, 


and claimed that the old Voudou man had not put 
the proper materia!sin the charms. He did not 
say anything on the scaffold, His neck was broken 
by the fall. 

The crime for which Johnston forfeited his life 
was committed under the most remarkable circum- 
stances ever known in the criminal annals of Seuth 
Carolina. On Feb. 5, 1880, Johnston shot and killed 
Henry Davis, a colored man of this county. Davis 
and Johnston were quite intimate, and had known 
each other for years. A few years ago the former 
married a buxom young mulatto girl. Johnston 
was also acquainted with this girl, and had doubt- 
less paid her some attentions himself. On the occa- 
sion of the marriage of his friend he was chosen as 
his best man, He accepted that honor, and at the 
wedding was one of the most genia! and pleasant 
of the participants. He danced with the bride, 
made himself agreeable to the mother-in-law of 
Davis, and contributed in every way to the pleasure 
of the ¢ ompany. After the wedding Johnston still 
continued ou the friendliest terms with the young 
couple, frequently visiting them in their little eot- 
tage just beyorg the suburbs of this village. These 
visits became so frequent that Johnston became an 
object of suspicion among the neighbors, as well as 
by the husband. Some of Johnston's most intimate 
friends on one occasion ventured tosuggest that he 
was doing himself an injury in persisting in visiting 
Davis's house so often during the absenee of the 
husband. He declared that he meant no harm by 
these calls, and that he could never think of wrong- 
ing his friend. 

Some time before his trial Johnston made the 
following confession which was put in evidence: 
He stated that he was in love with Davis’s wife, 
a@ woman nearly 24 years of age, he himself being 
about 40; that she repelled ‘his advances and he 
sought the aid of a conjurer, one Orange Isaacs, an 
aged negro. The so-called conjurer gave him a 
charm, known in the language of negro witchcraft 
as a“hand,’’ composed of various articles, viz., 
bees-wax, fox’s hair, a little sand from the shoe 
of tae person intended to be acted upon, anda 
drake’s foot, all sewed up inasmall cotton bag. 
He was told to wear it nextto his skin over his 
heart, for one week, and the woman would love 
him. He did so, and at the end of a week reported 
to the conjurer that the woman had confessed her 
love for him, but had refused to accept him as her 
paramour unless her husband separated from her. 
The conjurer then gave Johnston another charm 
designed to alienate the husband from the wife. It 
was worn the prescribed time, but he reported 
that the husband and wife continued to live hap- 
vily together, and the charm had failed to work. 
The conjurer said Davis must be possessed by a 
devil; that he would give Johnston a charmed bul- 
let, which he must put in his gun and fire at Davis's 
head as he passed from the wood in which he was 
working toward his home the next evening at sun- 
down. “Johnston “oer saying that if his crime 
was discovered law would have him, 
whereupon the conjurer allayed his fears by 
giving him another eharm which wouid be 
preot against the Jaw, he said, and no Judge or 
jury could convict him while he wore it upon his 
person. Johnston, thus fortified, shot Davis 
through the head on the following evening, killing 
him instantly, after which he covered his body 
with leaves inthe wood near the spot where he 
feli. . Proceeding then to the house of the dead 

man, he was received and welcomed by the widow. 
The brother of Davis, suspecting from his absence 
that he had been the victim of foul play, and find- 
ing Johnston in possession of his house, had Johns- 
ton arrested on suspicion of murder. The body 
was found, covered up as described, on the fourth 
day after the killing. The prisoner "confessed the 
deed, as stated, and was placed on trial at Sumter 
on Wednesday last, before Judge Mackey. 

‘The trial drew a large throng of negroes to the 
Court-house, whose faith in the power of the con- 
jurer convinced them that the prisoner could not 
be convicted. Their faith was strengthened by the 
fact that two of the jurors impaneled—one'a negro 
and the othera white man—were taken suddenly 
ill. The jury, as finally organized, consisted of 
nine whites and three blacks. The prisoner was 
ably defended by Messrs. Baron and Beard, and 
the trial occupied the entire day. The jury was 
out only 10 minutes, and returned with a verdict of 
guilty. The verdict was received with exclama- 
tions of surprise from many of the negroes pres- 
ent. Judge Mackey at once sentenced the prisoner. 
In response to the question from the Judge whether 
he bad anything to say why sentence of death 

should not be passed upon ‘him, the prisoner an- 
swered that he had been given a fair and impartial 
trial, but there were powers at work which the 
jury "could not understand and which would inter- 
fere in his behalf. He requested the Judge to give 
him as long a time to live as the Jaw would allow— 
and said: ** How would you like, your Honor, if you 
were in my place, to be hanged ina hurry 7’ Judge

A NEGRO MURDERER’S END. 

CuaRLeston, 8. C., Nov. 25.—Richara 
James (colored) was hanged at Marion Court-house 
to-day, for the murder of Mr. James Harrell, a 
Prominent citizen of that county. A brother of 
Richard James, who participated in the crime, was 
hanged in June last. The manner in which Richard 
met his fate te-day was in marked contrast with 
the terror displayed by his accessory when taken to 


the gallows. The prisoner to-day went to the 
gallows with a firm step, and showed no signs of 
weakness as the preparations for nis hanging pro- 
ceeded. In the morning he ate a hearty break« 
fast, after which he was placed in a large 
room in the jail, where services were 
conducted, and in which his friends called 
to see him for the last time. When tho 
jailer’s wife called to bid him good-bye, he said he 
felt that he was going to heaven. and that he did 
not have the stain or Mr. Harrell’s blood upon his 
hands. To others who questioned him he claimed 
to be innocent of the crime, but could not 
say whether or not. his brother wags 
guilty. When conducted from his room 
to the place of hanging oe asked for 
und obtained permission to address the crowd in 
front of the jail, which he did in a wild harangua 
about his feeling he was going to heaven, where 
he would meet them all, &c. At the scaffold the 
death warrant .was read, to which Richard paid 
close attention, When asked if he desired 
to say anything he replied: ‘Nothing more 
than I have already said.”” At 12:17 the drop fell. 
James's neck was not broken, and the man strug- 
gied violently for about five minutes, raising his 
knees several times uptohis body. At 12:30 he 
was pronounced dead and his body delivered to 
one of his brothers for burial,

MISCELLANEOUS CITY NEWS 
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THE ELEVATED RAILROAD STRIFE. 
ARGUING AGAINST STEPS TAKEN BY GOULD, 
FIELD, AND SAGE. 

The argument on the motion to continue the 

temporary injunction granted in the suit of Gillett 
against the New-York Elevated Railroad Company, 
the Metropolitaa Elevated Railway Company, and 
the Manhattan Railway Company occupied the at- 
tention of Judge Blatchford all day in the United 
States Circuit Court yesterday. The action was 
broucht about three weeks ago to restrain the 
fefendants from carrying out the agreement en- 
tered into Oct. 22 by Jay Gould, Cyrus W. Field, 
and Russell Sage, representing the three companies, 
whereby each company waived all its claims and 
jiscontinued all pending suits against the others, 
ynd the interest was scaled down under the old 
leases held by the Manhattan Company so that in- 
stead of the guaranteed 10 per cent. the stock- 
holders of the New-York Company should first 
receive 6 per cent., the Metropolitan stock- 
holders 4 per cent., and the Manhattan the re- 
mainder, ifany surplus from earnings applicable 
to payment of interest was remaining. The agree- 
ment so made was afterward ratified by the Direc- 
tors of the three companies, but at the meeting of 
Directors of the Metropolitan company Mr. S. H. 
Kneeland, Vice-President, and a Director and 
large stockholder, refused to concur in the scheme. 
David Dudley Field and Mr. E. W. Bacon appeared 
for the companies to oppose the motion, and 
Messrs. S. P. Nash and Francis N. Bangs for the 
plaintiff. On behaif of the plaintiff there were sub- 
mitted the affidavits of Benjamin W. Ludington 
and 8. H. Kneeland. Mr. Ludington’s affidavits re- 
cited the various incidents in the history of the 
elevated railway struggle since July, when the 
Manhattan Company was put into the hands of 
Receivers, and beginning with the election on July 
9 of Jay Gould, Russell Sage, Washington E. Con- 
ner, Sidney Dillon, and others as Directors of the 
Metropolitan. At that time Mr. Gould owned 
300 shares of Metropolitan. stock, and, ac- 
cording to the books of the company, 
owned no more of it when the agreement of 
Oct. 22 was made. Subsequently a limited partner- 
ship was entered into by W. E. Conner, George J. 
Gouid, son ot Jay Gould, and G. P. Morosini with 
Jay Gould, who put in $300.000 as a special partner 
for the purpose of dealing in stocks and bonds; on 
July 9 Mr. Gould, accoraing to the company’s stock- 
books, owned no Manhattan stock, but while it 
was in the hands of the Receivers, who were ap- 
pointed July 15, he bought Manhattan largely. the 
stock being depressed on the market. On Oct. 8, 
necording to the transfer-books, Mr. Gould owned 
20.000 shares, W. E. Conner & Co. 12,400 shares, 
George J. Gould 1,000 shares, G. P. Morosini 400 
shares, and Messrs. Segur, Silkworth, and Wil- 
on, clerks for W. E. Conner & Co., 5,200 shares of 
Manhattan stock. After Oct. 22, Jay Gould and 
Russell Sage, already Directors of the Metropolitan, 
were made Directors in the New-York Company, 
and on Nov. 9 Jay and George J. Gould, Conner, 
Sage, Cyrus W. Field, Sidney Dillon, and others 
were elected Directors and Jay Gould was chosen 
President of the Manhattan Company. Mr. Lud- 
ington then swears that, from the facts in the pro- 
seedings had in the suit of the people against the 
Manhattan Company, he believes that the entire 
Echeme to place that companyin the hands of a 
Receiver was for the purpose of bringing abouta 
modification of the ‘' tripartite agreement” of 1879, 
under which the Manhattan Company acquired 
leases of the two elevated roads, and that Gould and 
Sage among the Metropolitan Directors were the 
two principal promoters of that scheme; that Sage 
znd Field were the sureties to the amount of $500,- 
N00 on the Receiver’s bonds; that on July 22 the 
New-York Company applied to the courts for 
the return to it of its property held 
by the Manhattan Company: that after that 
period, or about Aug. 9, Manhattan stock fell to its 
lowest point, $16 per share; that on or about Sept. 
29,in a proceeding before Judge Westbrook, in 
which the Manhattan Company asked to be al- 
lowed to issue Receiver’s certificates to pay ac- 
cruing indeptedness, Messrs. Gould, Sage, and 
Conner swore by affidavit that the Manhattan Com- 
pany was bankrupt and worthless, but that never- 
theless Gould on Oct. 8 owned 20,000 shares of its 
stock, and on Oct. 25 the order was made in the 
Supreme Court by Judge Westbrook directing the 
Receivers toturn over to the Manhattan Company 
all property received by them from it. 

Mr. Kneeland’s affidavit called attention to an 
affdavit made by Jonn E. Body, Secretary of 
Metropolitan and Treasurer of Manhattan, on 
Aug. 15, in which Mr. Body swore that whereas, in 
the year ending Sept. 30, 1879, the New-York Com- 
pany’s lines earned about 28 per cent. more than 
the Metropolitan, yet the volume of the business 
of the two companies had so changed afterward 
that during the 30 working days preceding Aug. 15 
the New-York Company’s lines earned only about 
5 per cent. in excess of the Metropolitan earnings, 
end the ratio of earnings and the relative value of 
the business of the two companies was such as to 
justify him inthe belief that before Dec. 31, 1881, 
the Metropolitan lines would earn more than 10 
per cent. in excess of the earnings of the New-York 
fines. This change was inspite of the fact, too, 
that the Second-avenue (Metropolitan) line was 
run in the interest of the Third-avenue line by be- 
i slosed at night and on Sundays, thus throwing 

iness to the Third-avenue line. 

On theside of tne defense there were read the 
nffiidavits of e&-President Gallaway, Sidney Dillen, 
W. E, Conner, Horace Porter.{C. W.Field, José F. De 
Navarro, John E. Body, Russell Sage, and Jay 
Gould, all of them declaring in effect that the 
agreement of Oct. 22 wasin fact the best possible 
thing forthe interests of the Metropolitan Com- 
pany particularly, and of the others as well. Inci- 
dentally Mr. Sage said that before Oct. 22 he held 
8,800 shares of Metropolitan stock, and afterward 
but 1,200, and his pecuniary interest, if he had any, 
was to enhance Metropolitan and depress Manhat- 
tan. Mr. Gould swears that he was besought in 
June last bv Sage and Kneeland and others to be- 
come interested in the elevated railways and aid in 
extricating them from their embarrassment. Af- 
ter much solicitation he consented to become 
a stockholder and Director, and soon afterward 
became convinced that the Metropolitan Company 
was in an unsound condition, and would be so as 
long as it was tied up by its leases to the Manhat- 
tan at the terms imposed therein, but that he never 
mitigated any of the suits in which the companies 
became involved. The aflidavit made by deponent 
In the suit of the people was made in good faith, 
but afterward, through Jegal advice, deponent be- 
came aware that the claim of the Manhattan Com- 
pany against each of the other companies for 
£6,500,000, for Manhattan stock issued to them un- 
der the leases, was a valid claim, and the gain aris- 
ing therefrom reversed the position of the com- 
panies, and relieved Manhattan from insolvency. 

The defense also introduced the judgment-roll 
from Judge Westbrook’s court, in Albany County, 
dated and filed Nov. 19, since the adjournment last 
week in this case, and which Mr. Bangs continually 
tn his argument referred to asa “so-called judg- 
ment-roll,”’ the judgmentin which was rendered by 
Judge Westbrook in solitude, without hearing wit- 
ness or affidavit, and without the appearance of 
rounsel, even, so far as the record showed. 

Judge Blatchford intimated to counsel that he 
thought the question involved in this motion was 
one of law rather than of fact, being the question 
pf the right and power of the Directors, withouta 
vote of the stockholders, or in opposition to the 
will of any stockholder, to make such an agree- 
ment as that made by the defendants herein com- 
Feenee of. This subiect was argued at much 
ength by the counsel on both sides, and the court 
‘eserved its decision,

THE CITY’S PUBLIC WORKS. 
A REPORT OF THE COMMISSIONER SHOWING 
THEIR CONDITION. 

The report of the Commissioner of Public 
Works was made to the Mayor yesterday for the 
three months ending Sept. 30. The amount of 
money expended during that period was $1.027,- 
24008. The revenue collected was $773,994 70. 


The expenditures during the first nine months of the 
year amounted to $2,084,567 96, a reduction of $113,- 
443 over the corresponding period last year. After 
stating at considerable length the conditiun of the 
Croton water supply during the past Summer and 
the restrictive measures adopted during the Fall 
for preventing a water famine, the report says: ‘‘If 
the severe lesson thus administered has impressed 
the people and the authorities, to whom the de- 
partment must look for means and power to main- 
tain a sufficient supply of water, with the necessi- 
ty for immediate steps to increase the supply, and 
of greater economy in the use of water during the 
time it will take to build the necessary 
works, it will have accomplished much good.” 
Considerable progress has been made in the con- 
struction of the new storage reservoir at Kensico, 
and the conduit line between Bronxville and 
Woodlawn for the Bronx River supply. Five out 
of 21 contracts for repaving streets have been com- 
pleted, and two more are nearly finished. The re- 
port states that the contractors had great difficulty 
'n obtaining a sufficient quantity of paving stones, 
and the work has been delayed on that account. 
There still remain in the City neariy 80 
miles of cobblestone pavement, while “‘a large por- 
tion of the older square block pavements are not 
much beiter than the cobblestone, as they favor 
the accumulation of street dirt and render street- 
cleaning and surface drainage difficult.’’ Liberal 
appropriations for laying new_pavements are rec- 
ommended. The condition of the macademized 
roads is said to be good. The work of reconstruct- 
ing Fulton Market has progressed slowly, ** owing 
to the difficult nature of the soil.” Extensive alter- 
ations and improvements are in progress on the 
armories in the Essex and Tompkins Market buiild- 
ings.

NARROW ESCAPE FROM FIRE.

THE GRAND-STREET DISASTER. 
FURTHER TESTIMONY BEFORE CORONER 
HERRMAN’S JURY. 


Coroner Herrman yesterday continued the 
examination which was begun with the idea of 
discovering and placing the responsibility for the 
Grand-street building disaster of Nov. 9. Wit- 
nesses representing the Building Department gave 
information as to the course of business and the 
supposed needs of the bureau, and a builder who 
had worked for Mr. Levy, the owner of No. 55, 
swore that he had warned Mr. Levy as long as 
five years ago that his building was in danger of 
falling down, and that the landlord had patched up 
cracks in the wall and painted them over so as to 


hide them. The first witness was William P. 
Esterbrook, Inspector of the Bureau of Build- 
ings, who testified that he had been a builder 
just 49 years and 9 months, he was appointed to his 
place by the Fire Department, and is responsible 
for the proper discharge of their duties by em- 
ployes. The witness produced records showing 
that Julius Levy, owner of No. 55 Grand-street, 
had, on July 1, 1869, applied for a permit to do 
work on the building. The owner of No. 53— 
O’Brien—applied on July 6, 1878, for permission to 
make repairs on his building, and again in March, 
1879, for leave to raise the building and put a flat 
roof on in place of the gable one. The interest of 
these applications as read was principally that 
they showed the thickness of the walls to have 
been declared, in the first application, to be8 
inches, in the second to be 12.16 inches, 
and in 1879 were put at 12 inches. 
The witness said that the law would 
not permit the raising of a building changed from 
a peak to a flat roof toa greater height than 40 teet, 
yet the department, according to the papers, had 
approved plans and work raising No. 53 Grand- 
street to 49 feet. The witness said that a mis- 
taken notion was entertained that the depart- 
ment could speedily pull down an unsafe building, 
but he read sections 82 to 40, inclusive, of the 
building laws to show that this could not be done 
without proceeding through the courts. He said 
it was impossible for the Building Bureau to hire 
notiee-servers, as the bureau has but $40,000 a year. 
A lawyer “walks off’ with $7,000 of that, and it 
has been necessary to cut down the working force 
from 85 to 27 persons. He believed that it was pos- 
sible for any one to render un unsafe building safe 
without first applying to the department, provided 
no changes affecting the structure in the way of 
alterations were made. He believed that O’Brien 
could have shored up his building to make it safe 
without first applying to the department. or with- 
out regard to the question of ownership of the 
party wail. 

The next witness was Jacob Hahn, a mason and 
builder, having been in business 11 years in this 
country and 25 years in Germany. He was ac- 
quainted with Levy, the owver of No. 55 Grand- 
street, and in November, 1876, did some kalsomin- 
ing and plastering for himin No. 55. At that time 
he told Levy that the front chimney of the house 
had avery bad foundation, and, if not repaired, 
would fall down and smash the whole house. Levy 
asked him what it would cost, and Hahn 
said it would cost between $42 and $50; Levy said 
that was too much; told Levy several times that 
the condition of his building—foundation and 
chimneys—was bad, and the house would come 
down, and he said: ‘*i don’t care; Idon’t sleep in 
the house;” Levy sent for him several times during 
the last four years to make repairs, but had refused 
to work in the house any longer, as he considered 
it unsafe; did not report to the Building Depart- 
ment, for Levy had told him tnat he would have it 
done by some other mason; five years ago told Mr. 
Wurz, corner of Thompson and Broome, that the 
building woald fall some day unless the founda- 
tion was built up from the basement for the chim- 
neys and party wall. 

Lambert Hahn, son of the last witness, corrobo- 
rated the testimony of his father. 

W. H. Class, Record Clerk in the Building Bu- 
reau, described the manner of doing business in 
the office. He had been in the department for 17 
years. He received O’Brien’s report of the un- 
safety of Nos. 53 and 55 on Oct. 28, and, having 
made out the papers, put them in Examiner Hyde’s 
box. He got Examiner Hyde’s report on Nov. 
7, stuting what needed to bedone. Thepapers had 
been sent out to the owners on Nov. 7. Mr. Hyde 
had made a report of the condition of the build- 
ings upon the report of O’Brien, but he had made 
no complaint against the buildings, the depart- 
ment recognizinga distinction between a ‘‘ report” 
of a citizen and a ‘*complaint’” of an Ex- 
aminer. Mr. Levy having professed igno- 
trance of his right to ego on making 
a building safe without first having a permit, the 
witness produced records showing that on Dec. 14, 
1877, the Examiners had reported that the chimney 
of Mr. Levy's building at Frankfort and William 
streets was overhanging and unsafe, and again re- 
ported on Dec. 24 that the work had been aone to 
make the chimney safe, no permit having been 
asked for by Mr. Levy inthe meantime. The wit- 
ness testified that hecould net say how soon no- 
tices sent to the Fire Department would be served. 
They were given to the uniformed force, and if a 
man with anotice in his pocket requiring an un- 
safe building to be made safe was called away by 
analarm of fire he would be likely to forget that 
he had such a notice, and, at any rate, would post- 
pone its delivery until after the fire. 

The Coroner, at the request of the jurymen, ad- 
journed the inquest until Monday morning at 11 
o’clock. 
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THE ERIE AS A SHIP CANAi. 
DR. HAYES’S LECTURE ON NEW-YORK 

WATER-WAYS AND THEIR GREAT VALUE, 

Dr. Isaac I, Hayes delivered a lecture last 
evening before the American Geographical Society 
on ‘*The Water-wavs of New-York considered in 

telation to the Transportation Interests of the 

State and the Commerce of the City.”’ Dr. Hayes 
called attention to the fact that the Mississippi 
Valley is the largest in the world, and that 
the natural outlet of that great grain- 
producing region is through the month of the 
mighty river which drainsit. Yet, thanks to the 
genius of DeWitt Clinton, the products of the great 
valley between the Alleghanys and the Rocky 
Mountains were made to pass through this State. 
The only gap through the Alleghany range of moun- 
tains was made by the Hudson and its tributary, 
the Mohawk. Clinton was instramentalin bringing 
about the construction of the Erie Canal along the 
Mohawk Valley, and thus joining thelakes to the 
ocean by a water-way which had secured to the State 
of New-York its commercial supremacy. At the be 
ginning of the present century New-York’s popula- 
tion was smaller than thatof either Virginia or 
Pennsylvania. But in 1875 New-York had gained 
702 per cent. in three-quarters of a century, as 
against a gain of 90 per cent. by Virginia. The 
grain produced by New-York State would not feed 
one-fourth of her population. and yet she is, 
owing to her water-ways, wealthier than her more 
fertile neighbors. If the Erie Canal should be 
wiped out to-day the railroads along its banks 
could not pay dividends. Railways, the speaker 
said, had been builtalong the Erie Canal simply as 
adjuncts to it. These railways were merely the 
conveniences ef commerce; the great means 
of commerce was the canal itself. The 
jetties at the mouth of the Mississippi 
River, and the Welland Canal, in Canada, 
which {s soon to connect Lake Erie with Ontario, 
and by means of which vessels of 2,000 tons will 
pass direct from the great lakes to the ocean, 
would draw away much of the commerce which 
otherwise would pass through this State and port.

The speaker proposed to work for the latter 
scheme, as it was the only one which in the future 
would enable us to retain our commercial su-

enice, he said, because it has nothing back of it, 
and once remove its water-ways it would simply be 
a hamlet by the sea. New-York merchants should 
take bettercare of our interests. At present they 
seemed somewhat laeking in public spirit. Ware- 
houses should take the places of the tumble-down 
buildings along West-street, and a vessel requiring 
an assorted cargo should not be obliged to go all 
over the port forit. Our wharf rates, pilot dues, 
&c., were too high, and as far as excessive rates 
went we were doing everything in our power to 
drive commerce from this port. Our interests as a 
great commercial City require more genuine public 
spirit on the part of our business men.

TEN YEARS OF MISERY. 
AN ORPHAN GIRL’S STORY AND THE DIS- 
CLOSURES IT HAS LED TO. 


Justice Otterbourg had under examination 
yesterday the case of Elizabeth Craig,a sickly- 
looking girl 17 years of age, who had been arrested 
on the 16th inst.on complaint of her uncle and 
guardian William O’Neil, a truckman, living at No. 
108 Madison-street, who charged her with leading 
an t!mmoral life. The complainant failed to appear 
when the girl was arraigned before the magistrate, 
and this appearing strange, Justice Otterbourg 
took a great deal of pains to investigate the mat- 


ter. The girl tells a remarkable story which places 
her uncle and guardian in an unenviable light. 
She says that she is one of three orphan daughters 
of James and Honora Craig. Her sisters are Susie, 
now aged 24, and Katie, now 20 years of age. Their 
mother died 10 years ago, and their father two 

years later. When their father died he owned the 

ouse and lot No. 60 James-street, besides valuable 
personal property. On the 19th of September, 1872, 
O’Neil, who was her mother’s brother, was ap- 
pointed Administrator of the estate and guardian 
of the infant heirs. A brother of their father at 
that time lived in Paterson, N. J., and to his 
home the girls Katie and Lizzie were sent. 
They remained there a few months and were 
then sent to the Catholic Protectory. where 
they remained for four years. At the end of that 
time they were sent to Corning, N. Y., where Liz- 
zie was adopted by Edward Doyle, who lived in 
Market-street in that town. Her sister Katie was 
adopted by a man named Denin, who was em- 
ployed as a switch-man on the railroad there. 
Lizzie remained with the Doyle family for 18 
months, but beirg, as she claims, badly treated, 
she naturally became disobedient and wiilfnl, and 
on complaint of the people she lived with she was 
brought back to this City and sent to the House 
of the Good Shepherd by the presiding ma- 
gistrate at the Tombs Police Court. This 
was in 1878 The girl remained in the House 
of the Good Shepherd for a year and 
a half, and was atthe end of that time taken by 
Mr. Dooley, Superintendent of the Catholic Pro- 
tectory, from the institution and piaced with a 
family named Galvin, iiving at No. 201 East Broad- 
way. She remained with this family as a domestic 
for nine months, during which time she did not 
receive one dollar as wages, her only remunera- 
tion being two calico dresses. The girl, 
becoming tired of working for nothing, left 
this place and obtained employment at the 
shirt factory of Friedéenreich & Rosenthal, 
No. 40 Lispenard-street, where she worked for six 
months, earning $5 per week. Last August she 
was engaged at Keep’s shirt factory in Broadway, 
and was employed there when arrested. The 
reason of her arrest was, as given by her uncle, her 
associating with her sister Susie, who, he claims, is 
a disreputable character. Lizzie, while working 
in the Lispenard-street shirt factory boarded with 
her uncle for several weeks, and during this time 
a daughter of O’Neil introduced her to her 
sister Susie, whom she had not seen for 10 
years. She was delighted to meet her sister, but 
when her uncle learned of their intimacy he in- 
sisted that she should disown her sister or leave 
his house. Sho chose the latter alternative and 
went to live at a respectable boarding-house. 
There she met a young man who was very kind to 
her, and, after a short acquaintance, proposed 
marriage to her. The girl, who had spent 10 years 
of misery since her parents’ death, was inclined to 
accept the offer. On the 16th inst., while she was 
sick in bed, she was surprised by a visit from her 
uncle, who accused her of having taken some 
things from her sister. The girl, indignant at the 
charge. got out of bed and started with her 
uncle to meet her accuser. When she reached the 
street her uncle called a policeman and caused her 
arrest. When she was brought to the court her 
uncle did not appear, but the young man who had 
proposed marriage to her was preseat and told 
Justice Otterbourg that he was willing to carry 
out his promise. O’Neil came to court yesterday 
in obedience to a summons from Justice Otter- 
bourg and showed a remarkable reluctance to give 
any information in regard to the property which 
had passed into his hands. He says that the house, 
No. 60 James-street. was sold under foreclosure of 
mortgage for $4,500, which was not enough to 
pay the interest due and the debts of Lizzie’s 
father. All the money he had collected as 
guardian was $285 50, which he claimed to have 
expended forthe benefit of his wards. He could 
not tell the whereabouts of his niece Katie. He 
had not madean accounting since 1872 until a few 
days ago, after the attention of the Surrogate had 
been called to the case by Justice Otterbourg. The 
accounting he subsequently rendered contained no 
items of expenditure or the names of any persons 
to whom he had paia money on account of his 
wards, The magistrate, after reading O'Neil a se- 
vree lecture on his conduct, discharged Lizzie from 
custody. The matter will be placed in the hands 
of a lawyer, who will endeavor to obtain through 
the civil courts a proper accounting from the 
guardian on behalf of his wards.

THE BROADWAY TUNNEL. 
WITNESSES CRITICISING THE PLANS AND PRO- 
NOUNCING THEM IMPRACTICABLE. 

Ex-Judges Davies and Bosworth and Mr. 
John O’Brien, the Commissioners appointed by the 
Supreme Court to pass upon the petition of the 
Broadway Underground Connecting Railway Com- 
pany for leave to construct a railroad under Broad- 
way from Park-place to Fourteenth-street, sat 
again yesterday. The first witness examined was 
Mr. Thomas K. Lees, President of the New-York 
Gas-light Company. He said he thought that the 
construction of the railroad would cause much 
greater damage than was suspected. He was cer- 
tain that the interference with gas, water, and 
sewer pipes would be very serious, and that it 
would be impossible to suspend themin any way 
while the work was being done. The pipes would 
break, he said, gas and water would escape, and 
the former mingling with the air would produce 
serions explosions. 

Robert L. Darragh testified that he was for eight 
years connected with the Croton Water Depart- 
ment. He had examined the plans presented to 
the commission by the petitioner, and he consid- 
ered them impracticable. His knowledge of the 
soil of Broadway convinced him, however, that an 
underground railroad could be built there, and he 
had even prepared plans for the construction of 
such aroad, The floor of this road, according to 
his plans, would be 21 feet below the surface of the 
street, and there would be two tunnels, each 
15 feet high, 124% feet wide, and also 
chambers through which telegraph and telephone 
wires and pneumatic tubes could be run. He had 
also devised means for ventilating the tunnels and 
a method by which the smoke of locomotives used 
in them would be carried into the upper atmos- 
phere far above the houses. He had also devised a 
plan for changing the sewerage system at and near 
Broadway, one feature of which would-be the con- 
struction of a trunk sewer having its outlet at or 
near the anchorage of the East River bridge. 

Gen. William G. Steinmetz being recalled said 
that as a civil engineer he could not approve of the 
plan proposed by Mr. Patterson, of Baltimore, for 
the construction of a tunnel or tunnels under 
Broadway. which planis for boring and having 
openings from the surface of the street only at 
long intervals. The cross-examination of Gen, 
Steinmetz by Mr. Douglas Campbell, one of the 
counsel for the petitioner, was directed mainly to 
ascertaining the qualifications of the witness as an 
expert. 

Mr. George Kent Bradford said he considered 
that the plans of the petitioner could not be car- 
ried out, and that it would be much more difficult 
to make a railroad under Broadway than in Lon- 
don, for the reason that the houses on Broadway 
run closely to the line of the street, while in Lon- 
don there are many streets where the houses have 
large court-yards in front of them. He thought 
that it would be impossible to run trains at the 
speed which the petitioner’s plans proposed to 
run them at, for the reason that the distances be- 
+ween the stations are too short. To produce this 
speed it would be necessary to use locomotives 
weighing 250 tons. In London the locomotives of 
the underground railway weigh only 47 tons. 

The hearing was adjourned until this morning.

GREAT GALES AT SEA. 
ROUGH EXPERIENCE OF THE GALLIA, CITY 
OF SAN ANTONIO, AND LEWIS SMITH. 

The steam-ship Gallia, of the Cunard Line, 
which arrived from Liverpool yesterday, was four 
days overdue. She sailed from Liverpool on the 
12th and Queenstown on the 13th. Soon after leay- 
ing the latter port a series of violent westerly gales 
set in and continued for anumber of days. During 
the night of the 14th the storm was very severe, 
and at noon next day the log showed the work of 
tne preceding 24 hours to have been only 115 miles, 


or less than one-third ofthe distance she would 
have traveled in good weather. The seas were 
enormous, and rose above the decks of the steam- 
er, over which they often broke. Owing to the 
head-storm little sail could be carried, and the ship 
rolled violentiy about. The immigrants wero 
obliged to remain below, while few of the cabin 
passengers cared to venture on deck. Instead 
of passing over, the storm raged steadily, and next 
day at noon but 215 miles were run. The next 
day’s run was 120 miles, and there were no signs ot 
an abatement of the storm's fury. During the 
night ofthe 17th the waves piled above each other 
until the sea was fearfully high. The decks were 
deluged and it was difficult for the officers and sea- 
men to move along, the vessel rolled s0 
heayily. Next day at noon the log showed 
a day’s journey of only 110 miles. Dur- 
ing the following day 208 miles were run, but 
the storm continued and the next day’s run was 
only 184 miles. On the 2ist the storm still con- 
tinued and the vessel tossed aboutheavily. But on 
Tuesday 'ast the sea began to go down, so that at 
noon on Wednesday the first {good day’s run of the 
passage—340 miles—had been made according to 
the patent log. The officers pronounce the Gallia’s 
recent passage as the stormiest they have sailed 
insometime. Two of the sailors were knocked 
down by a heavy sea and badly bruised, while the 
boatswain fell from the rigging and was badly 
hurt, but no other accidents occurred during the 
voyage. 

The steam-ship City of San Antonio, Capt. Hinest, 
from Fernandina, which arrived at Quarantine late 
Thursday night, had the Dutch brig Nautilus, Capt. 
De Groot, in tow. The latter vessel sailed from 
Aracaju, Brazil, on Oct. 10. Favorable weath- 
er was experienced up to latitude 21° and 
jongitude 60°, when a severe gale with a 
high sea set in and the ship labored very 
heavily. On the 18th laud to the northward of 


—— eee 


Cape Ratteras was sighted. During the !day the 
weather became stormy, and at midnight a heavy 
gale was blowing. Noxt day, in latitude 35° 21’ 
and longitude 74° 11’, the wind increased to a hur- 
ricane, which caused a frightful sea, in which tne 
ship worked so heavi'y that her muinmast went 
overboard with all the rigging attached. It was 
with great difficulty that the wreck could be cleared 
away. The brig leaked badly ana lay down so low 
in the water that the seas made a complete breach 
overher. The pumps were manned and wore kept 
going almost constantly. The brig continued in 
this condition until the afternoon of the 22d, when, 
in latitude 36° 40’ and longitude 75°, the City of San 
Antonio came in sight and took her in tow. 

Capt. Wright, of the bark Lewis Smith, from 
Blaye, France, reports having been caught in a 
hurricane on Oct. 20, in latitude 44° 36’ and longi- 
tude 37°. The bark was thrown on her beams’ 
ends, in which condition she remained 24 hours, 
during which time her foretopmast and jibboom 
were lost, her bulwarks were stove in, and her bal- 
last shifted. The steam-ship Silesia, of the Ham- 
burg Line, reports having had heavy gales and high 
seas ffom the Channel to the Banks.

BURIAL OF RUDOLF BIAL. 
THE MAN WHO INTRODUCED GERSTER TO 
BERLIN THEATRE-GOERS. 

The funeral of Rudolf Bial, leader of the or- 
chestra at Koster & Bial’s and cousin of Mr, Al- 
bert Bial, took place at noon yesterday from his 
residence, No, 316 West Fourteenth-street. Among 
the few floral decorations were a lyre and a large 


frame of flowers representing a partly opened 


door with the words, ‘The Gate Ajar.”’ A large 
number of the friends of the deceased attended 
the services. The Philharmonic Society was well 
represented, and many musicians were also pres- 
ent. Dr. Damrosch was to have made the funeral 
oration, but in his absence this was de- 
livered by Frederick Rietzel, the Vice- 
President of the Philharmonic _ Society. 

. §. Gilmore also made a brief address. 
Allthe members of Bial’s orchestra were present, 
and Leopold's brass band played dirges and funeral 
marches. Among those who were present were 
Levy, the cornet-player; Mr. Tissington, of the 
Union-Square Theatre; L. F. Harrison, M. Dietrich, 
the Smitz brothers, and Mr. Boehm. The remains 
were taken to Cypress Hills Cemetery for interment. 

Mr. Bial was born at Habelschwert, in Prussian 
Silesia, Aug. 25, 1884. His musical talents were de- 
veloped while still a child, and he devoted him- 
self to the study of music s0 diligently that at the 
age of 15 he became first violinist inthe Stadt Thea- 
tre, of Breslau. There he remained until 1853, 
when he became musical director at Lubeck, 
After 1856 he traveled through England as violin 
virtuoso, and met with great success. He then 
went to Australia, where he was also very suc- 
cessful. He returned to Germany, reaching Ber- 
lin in 1864, and became concert-master of the 
Kroll orchestra. In 1876 he leased Kroll’s Theatre, 
and here he introduced Etelka Gerster to the Ber- 
lin public. Adelina Patti also sang in this theatre, 
In 1879 Mr. Bial came to this country to take the 
leadership at Koster & Bial’s, He was the author 
of several operettas, among which are ‘Der 
Liebesring’ and *' Monsieur Papillon.”

IRISH RENT REDUCTION. 
From the Pall Mall Gazette. 

Important decisions were given yesterday 
by the Sub-Commissioners at Downpatrick. Here 
is one of them, which we commend to the attention 
of the critics who expect that the Land act is to be 
a dead letter.

Thatis a tolerable 
avowal of rack-renting, and so the Syub-Commis- 
sioner’s held it, for they proceeded to fix the judi- 
ejal rent of Beattie at £1188. 4d., instead of £16 
odd, and that of Scott at £22 14s, 4d., instead of 
£57 odd. If we compare these figures with those 
which the agent himself suggested we ought not to 
hear much of confiscation in this case at any rate.

BRITISH COMMANDERS-IN-CHEIF. 
From the Pall Mali Gazette. 

With respect to the difficulty at the Horse 
Guards, it may be worth while to correct a popular 
error which tends to confuse many persons’ appre 
ciation of the facts. To read ‘* Conservative” crit 
icisms one would imagine it to be an unwritten 
article of the Constitution that the Commander-in 
Chief should be a Prince of the blood. The truth 
is that precedents are doubly against such a view 
of the case, both numerically and from a recollee 
tion of the results. Since the accession of the pres- 
ent royal house, which virtually covers the period 
of constitutional government, 13 officers have held 
the post now filled by the Duke of Cambridge, 
whether the style of Captain-General or Command: 
er-in-Chief or a variation of the latter title. Only 
two were Princes of the blood—namely, 
the Duke of Cumberland and the Duke of 
York. The victor of Culloden enjoys a fair 
military reputation. His grandnephew was an ut- 
terly incompetent General, while as an administra: 
tor he can scarcely be acquitted of graver charged 
than even indolence, negligence, and crassa igno- 
rantia. After the campaign of 1794 Pitt wanted to 
try him by court-martial, or at all events pretended 
shat he did. George III., who in a feeble sort of 
way liked his second cousin, was willing todo any- 
thing to soften the Prime Minister. Pitt’s terms 
were that the command of foreign expeditions 
should in future rest with the Cabinet and not with 
the sovereign personally, as had till then been the 
case, to which the King consented. Such at least 
is the story told in Stanhape’s “ Life of Pitt.” If 
may be added that Lord Palmerston, who was Sec: 
retary at War through the whole period of the 
Duke of York’s second tenure of the office of Com: 
manuder-in-Chief, had a good deal of trouble with 
his Royal Highness. Lord Palmerston is above the 
suspicion of ever having been radically minded or 
disposed to peace at any price; he was simply a 
statesman who understood that the pleasure of the 
nation, once signified through the House of Com- 
mons, must be obeyed. This was precisely what 
the Duke of York did not see.

It does not seem to be enough for Peru 
that she owes a debt of $200,000,000 and is 
entirely bankrupt. To these burdens must 
now be added certain mythical American 
claims amounting, we are told, to somewhere 
near $1,060,000,000. Thisis a great deal 
af money—more than Peru could pay, even 
if che were to have her Calderon Government 
back again and be presented with the pro- 
tectorate by the United States which that 
fiery and “‘too unanimous’’ diplomatist, 

fr. HuRLBUT, so ardently desires. Yet the 
American claim holders, it is believed, have 
formed a lobby in Washington for the 
purpose of rescuing Peru from the grasp of 
Chik, reinstating CaLDEROM, and getting 
their little bill paid. The lobby is credited 
with having inspired Mr. Hur.sot’s mis- 
chievous course, and with circulating the 
report.that an American fleet, reinforced by 
newly purchased iron-clads of European 
build, would speedily visit the west coast of 
South America and blow the Chilian fleet 
and forces sky-high. The lobby undoubtedly 
Goes exist. How far it is responsible for Mr. 
Hurxugot’s wild career and the present 
serious complication is a matter for doubt. 
But the tale of the warlike American fleet 
and the new iron-clads is one to be told only 
to credulous marines. 


















Even the redoubtable Purroy, the cham- 
pion bruiser of the annexed district, the 
thick and thin supporter of KeEtty, has 
fallen a victim to Tammany “‘ discipline.” 
He has been convicted of the unpardonable 
sin of working for the confirmation as Police 
‘Justice of a Tammany man about whose 
nomination. KrLuy was not consulted, 
and both he and his guilty confederate 
have been ‘ignominiously expelled from 
the fellowship of the Tammany faithful.

Judge Buatcuronp, after hearing argu- 
ments yesterday on the motion to make 
permanent the injunction forbidding the 
elevated railroad companies to carry out 
their agreement of Oct. 22, reserved his de- 
cision, having intimated to counsel that the 
real question was whether the Directors had 
the right and power to make such an agree- 
ment without the consent of the stockhold- 
ers. The agreement in question is that 
which wiped out the existing dues from the 
Manhattan Company, and modified the 
contract of 1879 and the terms of the leases, 
so as to reduce the guaranteed dividends of the 
New-York Company to 6 percent. and those 
of the Metropolitan Company to 4 per cent., 
to be paid out of its own earnings only, and 
to allow the Manhattan a possible 4 per 
cent., all further excess to be divided equally 
among the three companies. This is pre- 
sumably superseded by the subsequent agree- 
ment providing for the absorption of the 
stock of the other two companies by the 
Manhattan, new stock of its own being ex- 
changed for it; but that also had the ratifi- 
cation of the Directors only, the stock- 
holders as such being ignored. Hence the 
question involved in the pending suit is 
vital to the new agreement. It will be of 
interest to learn whether three stock jobbers 
and their confederates in the boards of di- 
rection can do as they please with the stock 
and the property of the three corporations 
without corsulting the body of stockholders. 





PARTIES NORTH AND SOUTH. 


There is nothing more certain in the fu- 
ture of our national politics than the over- 
throw of the local rule of the so-called Con- 
servative Democracy in the Southern States. 
What is to take its place is less clearly re- 
vealed at the present time. But the ele- 
ments of progress are at work in that sec- 
tion. Every year that passes visibly di- 
minishes the intensity of old prejudices, 
and it must throw the events of the 
past into a clearer perspective and 
induce a calmer judgment of their real 
meaning and effect. The people are be- 
coming more and more concerned for ma- 
terial development and prosperity, and in 
the desire to multiply industries and increase 
trade they will be constrained to encourage 
the influx not only of capital, but of labor 
and personal enterprise. The interchange 
of commodities and commercial advan- 
tages will be constantly accompanied 
by a corresponding interchange of 
social and political ideas, which will 
have an irresistible effect upon Southern 
society, bringing it more and more into har- 
mony with that of the rest of the country, 
and inducing the growth of a genuine 
national feeling. The sectional division of 
parties in the past has not been a mere 
matter of geography, but has been based 
on a marked difference between the charac- 
teristics of the people of the South and 
those of the North, growing out of their 
diverse experience and history. The line 
that crosses the country in greater or 
less proximity to the former demarka- 
tion between slave -and free territory 
has never since the war been an actual 
dividing line between opposing parties. It 
has to a degree separated conflicting politi- 
cal forces, but on both sides of it there have 
been two parties contending against each 
other in distinct fields. Those of the North 
have had their sympathies and their alli- 
ances with those of the South, but they have 
not been the same in character with them. 

The Conservatives of the South have 
united with the Democrats of the North in 
the contests of national politics, but it has 
never failed to appear that identity of feel- 
ng and of interests was wanting. They 
have been not one national party, but two 
sectional parties in alliance for certain com- 
mon purposes. While the Democratic Party 
of the North has not been distinguished for 
consistent adherence to any set of princi- 
ples or for devoted loyalty to any dis- 
tinct idea of nationality, it has been 
pervaded with a different sentiment from 
that which prevailed among the Conserva- 
tives of the South. The latter have been 
real conservatives in the sense that they have 
clung to the ideas and prejudices of the 
past and resisted innovation and progress. 
To this they owe their power, and hence it 
is that whatever makes for progress in that 
section of the country menaces their ascen- 
dency. On the other hand, the Republican 
Farty of the North hasnot been the same 






































as the Republican Party of the South. 
There was no original Republican Party 
in the South, though there was always 4 
Union party with more or less of strength 
and much persistency. It was Republican 
after the manner of ANDREW JOHNSON. It 
was the Republican Party of the North that 
fought the battle against slavery, which re- 
sulted in a conflict that was greater than 
politics, and it was the same party that 
effected the reconstruction of the seceded 
States and the enfranchisement of the 
freed slaves. It endeavored to trans- 
plant its organization to the South, 
but it never took root. It did build 
up an organization on the negro vote 
with a few Northern men to hold it to- 
gether. So long as it was practicable for 
the national Government to lend its power 
to support this Southern Republican Party 
it was kept in place and held its votes, but 
when that was withdrawn it toppled 
over. Notwithstanding the incidental mis- 
chief that was done in its name, 
it served a useful purpose, but it 
was not an outgrowth of Southern society, 
as a@ genuine political party in the South 
must be in order to live, and it was not an 
integral part of the organization in the 
North. What remains of it is not so now. 
It has had the sympathy of Northern Re- 
publicans and has continued in alliance 
with them, but there has been a wide differ- 
ence between the two political bodies. 





The new agitation in the South, growing 
out of opposition to Bourbonism, reveals a 
genuine division between the people of that 
section, working up in a natural way out of 
their feelings and convictions. The new op- 
position to the Conservatives may largely take 
in what has been the Republican Party there, 
but is not likely to be taken in byit. It 
will become a genuine Southern party and 
promises to work out the problem of negro 
suffrage. Its chief aim must be to reconcile 
a stable and honest administration of local 
government with equality of citizenship and 
the protection of all political rights. It is 
certain that such a political regeneration as 
the South is destined to undergo must pri- 
marily be the work of its own people, 
and that its peculiar problems must 
be worked out mainly by them. 
While this process is going on there 
will continue to be more or less of differ- 
ence between the politics of the two sec- 
tions, but, at the same time, the other pro- 
cess which is bringing those sections more 
and more into harmony and likeness of 
spirit will be doing its work. The alliances 
of Northern and Southern parties will doubt- 
less grow closer and closer until the amal- 
gamation ultimately becomes complete. 
Then we shall have no more of sections in 
our politics, but two really national parties 
and the prevalence of a spirit that shall 
make the question of nationalism or section- 
alism a political absurdity. 








THE ARMY. 


Taking together the annual reports of the 
General of the Army, the division and de- 
partment commanders, and the heads of 
staff corps ahd bureaus, it becomes evident 
that the past year has been generally pros- 
perous for the soldiers, and, exceptina single 
region of the South-west, mainly a peaceful 
one. A noteworthy event east of the Alle- 
ghanies has been the holiday trip to York- 
town, which passed off pleasantly, though 
the two light batteries that marched over- 
land to the historic rendezvous—PENNING- 
TON’s, from Washington, and Srncuarr’s, 
from New-York—would pernaps prefer to 
be excused from repeating their Revolution- 
ary devotion in this particular form of patri- 
otic promenade. The grand affair of 1881 for 
the Artillery has been the long expected 
interchange of stations, causing the Fourth, 
hitherto (with the exception of one battery) 
on the Pacific coast, to transfer with the 
First on the Atlantic, and the Third, hith- 
erto (except one battery) in New-York 
Harbor, to transfer with the Fifth, which 
(save Battery I) has long been at the South, 
These periodical exchanges, somewhat costly 
in the item of transportation, are made 
necessary in order to equalize the distribu- 
tion of fat and lean at the military table; 
and the new deal was delayed until the 
garrisons of the more isolated and less 
attractive places fairly clamored for it, 
while those in the favored spots have re- 
ceived the orders of displacement without 
growling. 

The year’s Indian campaigning, as appears 
from the reports of Gens. SHERIDAN, Mc- 
DoweEtt, Pork, Terry, AuGuR, CROOK, 
and WiL.cox, has been mostly confined to 
Arizona and New-Mexico. In those Terri- 
tories there have been both inroads and out- 
breaks of Apaches, a bold raid by the rem- 
nants of Vicrorro’s band from Mexico, and 
a stampede of the White Mountain band on 
the San Carlos Reservation. The upshot of 
these affairs, after many skirmishes and the 
loss of not a few gallant lives, was the expul- 
sion of the hostiles from the two Territories 
and the holding of some of the White Moun- 
tain Indians as prisoners for trial. These 
campaigns, though not marked by the 
amount of bloodshed which distinguished 
those of the two years preceding in the same 
region, called for incessant toils and hard- 
ships, and for the exercise of constant vigi- 
lance and

There were a few raids by Indian outlaws

by great tact, firmness, and self-restraint was 
the threatened invasion of the Indian Terri- 
tory by PaYNE’s colonists—where the move- 
ment of the troops, forth and back along the 
south side of the border, so as to confront 
everywhere the raiders, who marched hither 
and thither on the north side in vain efforts 
to find an unguarded crossing point, quietly 
tiring out the would-be intruders without a 
drop of blood or a hot word. But the most 
important military event of the year is one 
which also was effected without force of 
arms, namely, the disintegration and surren- 
der of the great band of hostile Sioux who 
have been for several years a constant 
menace on the Canadian border. Sirrmie 
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Buu himself is substantially a prisoner at 
Fort Randall, and the great Sioux problem 
is for the present settled. 

Turning to the internal economy of the 
Army, the leading event of public im- 
portance has been the organization—now 
nearly completed—of a schoo! of instruc- 
tion for cavalry and infantry at Fort Leaven- 
worth, Kansas, something like the artillery 
school at Fortress Monroe, the engineer school 
at Willet’s Point, and the signal school at 
Fort Myer. In taking this step the Army 
will be better able to keep up to the level of 
modern progress in military science, and 
also add to its practical every-day service 
utility. For it has been a misfortune that 
hitherto our infantry and cavalry officers, 
after their graduation from West Point or 
the completion of their studies for appoint- 
ment from civil life, have, in general, had 
either little opportunity or litule official en- 
couragement for professional improvement 
except through the routine experience of 
service; and, in addition, one of the causes 
of the failures and the costly prolongation 
of some of our Indian wars has been the 
sending of recruits to duties for which they 
have had inadequate training. It may be 
hoped that the Leavenworth school of ap- 
plication will do good work for the two 
arms which are all-important in field service. 


A notable event of the year has been the 
introduction of the spiked helmet for offi- 
cers and men. Another recent change from 
old days, though not dating from the cur- 
rent year, has been the supply of buffalo 
shoes, fur capes, gloves, and arctic over- 
shoes for troops campaigning in Winter in 
high latitudes. But the most memorable 
fact of 1881 for the troops asa whole has 
been the substitution of mineral oil for can- 

les in the barracks and other quarters. 
Anybody who should write of the year’s 
events in the Army and omit this revolution 
in lights would leave its chief glory unre- 
corded. At most of the posts the splutter of 
the dip is already done away with and kero- 
sene is king. The change from the régime 
of candles to that of coal-oil lamps means 
a difference in comfort, in a home-like 
halo for garrison quarters, and even in 
morality, such as can hardly be imagined 
by dwellers under gas and the electric light; 
for Gen. Meras states that ‘‘the morale of 
the troops is reported to have improved at 
posts where the new lights have already 


reached; the men, being able to read without 


injury to their eyes, spend more time in ra- 


tional amusement and less time at the sut- 
ler’s ‘store, at the grog shops, and in the 
guard-house.”’

A DEMOCRATIC DIECOVERY. 


It is understood that Mr. 8. J. TrLpEn is 
the perpetual and everlasting candidate for 


the Presidency. As long as he lives (and 


there is no good reason why he should not 
live forever) this admirable man will be the 
foremost among those who expect the nom- 
ination from the national Democratic Party. 
It is difficult for the human mind to con- 
ceive of any preliminary contest in which 
Mr. TrupEn’s name shall not lead all the 
rest. Nevertheless, there are many Western 
Democrats who are considering the expedi- 
ency of turning their backs forever upon the 
Eastern portion of the Republic when the 
question of selecting a candidate shall come 
up for consideration. The Democracy have 
been defeated in six successive Presidential 
elections. Ordinarily, this would be called 
“hard luck,’’ but there has been a continu- 
ous attempt on the part of the Democratic 
leaders to discover some cause for such a 
remarkable series of failures. Why a party, 
once so strong, should so long be compelled 
to be a minority party is beyond the com- 
prehension of the managers. After each 
election there is a grand inquisition for the 
cause of the defeat. And a new and suffi- 
cient reason is found at each inquiry. Some- 
times, we are told, there was something 
wrong with the candidate. Then, again, 
the platform was not what it should have 
been. In 1864, it was thought, everything 
was just right. McCLELLAN was a war 
candidate, and the platform declared that 
the war wasa failure and that it was time 
to open negotiations for peace. A similar 
arrangement was effected in 1872, when the 
free trade Democracy nominated a protec- 
tionist Republican. Still, things would not 
mix, and the Democrats have continued to 
wander hopelessly around, asking, ‘* What 
iz it? What is the matter?’ 


Notwithstanding the fact that Mr. TrnpEN 
yet lives, and is likely to live, some of the 
Western Democrats are exclaiming that they 
have lighted upon the cause of this continu- 
ous disaster: The Democracy cannot win 
with an Eastern man for their candidate. 
Beginning with the first Presidential election 
after the breaking out of the rebellion, the 
Democratic candidates have been McCuet- 
LAN, SkeyMouR, GREELEY, TILDEN, and 
Hancock. To all intents and purposes, 
these all may be claimed as New- Yorkers. 
Defeat has followed the banner of each and 
every one of them. . The Western philoso- 
phers are ready to cry ‘‘ Eureka!’’ for they 
think that they have at last discovered the 
cause of all their woe. They will put no 
more Eastern candidates in nomination. It 
is the set determination of the Western Dem- 
ocrats, at least of many of them, that the 
standard-bearer shall not hail from any point 
east of the Alleghany Mountains. Let Tr1- 
DEN hear this and weep. 

The Democrats have discovered the secret 
of Republican success. Lrxcoun, GRANT, 
Hayes, and GARFIELD, all Western men, 
have successively led the Republican Party 
to victory. ‘Goto!’ cry the Democrats, 
‘* we will nominate Western men, and all 
shall go well.’’ They seem to forget that it 
has always been considered vitally necessary 
for “the success of the Democratic ticket 
that it should carry New-York. How they 
propose to secure this State for the Demo- 
cratic candidate on what may be called a dis- 
tinctively Western idea, nobody has ex- 


lained, Even with a solid South. the. 





Democracy failed to elect Hancock, who 
is an Eastern man. it is urged now 
that he was ‘‘an offering to the 
South,” and that he was nominated 
for the reason that the South demanded him 
—not because he lived in New-York—just 
as though there were Southern States that 
would not have voted for any Democratic 
candidate other than Hancock. And after 
the defeat of 1880, Jonn Kentiy, speaking 
in Tammany Hall, struck his perspiring 
brow and asked: ‘‘ What is the reason we 
didn’t elect Hancock? Everybody admitted 
that he was a strong candidate!’’ And the 
great Keuuiy, after floundering between 
alleged Republican repeaters in New-York 
City and frauds in Indiana, was obliged to 
give up his own conundrum. The Democ- 
racy had nominated a candidate who was 
supposed to be able to carry the solid South 
and the State of New-York, yet they were 
just as far from the Presidency as ever. 

The late Mr. Anthony Weller, it will be 
remembered, thought that his friend and 
patron would succeed in the celebrated case 
of Bardwell versus Pickwick, if only there 
should be an alibi. And when the illustri- 
ous defendant was cast in damages and 
costs, Mr. Weller turned upon his son and 
asked, reproachfully: ‘‘Oh, Samivel, why 
wasn’t there an alleybi?’’ It was not that 
Mrs. Bardwell had a strong case, or that the 
fair plaintiff had eminent counsel, that Mr. 
Pickwick was defeated. The radical defect in 
the case, according to this authority, was the 
failure to procure an alibi, This modern in- 
stance is repeated in the situation of the Dem- 
ocratic Party. Most people, even among those 
who are not to be classed as partisans, have 
supposed that the reason why the Demo- 
crats have not elected their Presidential can- 
didate is because they have not votes enough, 
If there were more Democrats, the party 
would get on much better. How shall the 
Democrats get more votes? Mr. Weller 
would advise an alibii Mr. Gnrorce H. 
PENDLETON advises a Western candidate. 
Of course, something must be done. A Re- 
publican newspaper naiurally hesitates at 
offering advice to the Democratic Party, but 
if the managers of that concern could only 
pick up a few principles, and contrive to 
have their party committed to a policy 
which should consist of something besides 
negations and denia's, they would be in a 
fair way to win. If they could succeed, 
then, in convincing the voters that the De- 
mocracy is an honest party, and not a preda- 
tory horde, their game would be made. 








RELIGION AND CHOLERA. 


There is often a curious apparent irrele- 
vancy in statistics which renders them ex- 
tremely fascinating. For example, statistics 
show us that a man’s Croton water pines 
burst with marked frequency when he is be- 
tween 41 and 45 years of age, after which 
he very seldom needs the services of a 
plumber until he reaches his forty-ninth 
year, when the plumber ruins him; thata 
man wio has lost the second joint of his 
right forefinger can be almost morally cer- 
tain never to have a fortune left to him by a 
maiden aunt; that persons with light hair 
and eyes are peculiarly lable,to have 
their watermelons stolen, and that 19 
per cent. of women christened Mary had 
rats in their cellars, while only 13} per cent. 
of all remaining women are subject to that 
calamity. To doubt the truth of the sta- 
tistics upon which these conclusions are 
based would be madness, but it would cer- 
tainly be extremely difficult to point out the 
logical connection between rats in the cellar 
and Mary up stairs, or between the bursting 
of Croton water pipes and the age of the 
householder who pays the plumber’s bills. 

The connection between religion and dis- 
ease is not much clearer, but it is an un- 
doubted fact that certain diseases have a 
persistent practice of attacking persons of 
certain distinctive religious views. Thus it 
was admitted, not very long ago, by a zeal- 
ous Protestant newspaper of Montreal that 
diphtheria in that city is almost purely a 
Protestant disease, the Roman Catholics 
enjoying a remarkable exemption from 
it. It is equally true that small-pox is 
intimately associated with fetich worship 
and Mormonism; that the plague is a pure- 
ly Mohammedan disease, and that both 
Brahminism and Mohammedanism are joint- 
ly or severally responsible for all the cholera 
epidemics which have scourged the civilized 
world. In fact, the statistician is justified 
in saying that pestilence is the offspring of 
false religion and that health and Chris- 
tianity are closely allied. 


The cholera is once more on its way north 
and west from Mecca. It has been discov- 
ered of late years that this holy city of the 
Mohammedansis the birthplace of destructive 
epidemics of cholera and plague. Thou- 
sands of devout pilgrims from Turkey, 
Africa, and India visit Mecca yearly. They 
swarm in and about the holy city; a vast, 
ignorant, dirty mob. Not only do they 
neglect all sanitary precautions and defy all 
sanitary rules, but they make a point of 
drinking the water of the holy well. A 
scientific infidel recently obtained a small 
quantity of the water, and on analyzing 
it found it to be so greatly contaminated 
with miscellaneous filth as to be rather 
worse than the professed poisons sold at the 
drug shops. It is not strange that before 
the pilgrims are ready to return they are 
attacked by cholera or plague, and that on 
their way home they diffuse the poison over 
an immense extent of country. The same 
results have followed the great annual pil- 
grimage of the Hindus to their popular 
shrines, and it is evident that as long as 
Mohammedans and Brahmins indulge in the 
religious luxury of pilgrimages, so long will 
Europe be in danger of cholera and plague. 

The present outbreak of cholera at Alex- 
andria, of which we received information 
by the cable yesterday, is the result of the 
recent Mecca pilgrimage. The disease 
broke out at Mecca, and the Egyptian Gov- 
ernment, under the influence of the repre- 
sentatives of the great powers, made an at- 
tempt to keep it out of Egypt by quarantin- 
ing the returning pilgrims. Of course the 
attempt failed, for anything more inefficient 
than Egyptian sanitary regulations could 
hardly be imagined. Now that the cholera 
is in Alexandria we may soon expect to 
hear of its appearance at other Mediter- 
ranean ports, and only the most vigorous 
and thorough quarantine precautions can 
save Europe from another visit of the great 
Mohammedan scourge. 

Now. while Governments are popularly be- 





lieved to have no right to persecute men on 
account of their religion, itis not only the 
right, but the duty, of all Governments to for- 
bid religious practices which are injurious to 
the heaith of the community. We may not 
suppress the Mormon religion, but we can 
compel the Mormons to be vaccinated and 
thus deprive Mormonism of small-pox. 
Since it is well established that Mecca is the 
hot-bed of cholera, the European powers 
which claim the right to regulate the af- 
fairs of Egypt in the interest of Euro- 
pean bondholders should take possession of 
Mecca and regulate the great gathering 
of Mohammedan pilgrims in the interest of 
the health of the whole world. England, 
while scrupulously careful not to attack the 
innumerable religionsof its Indian subjects, 
has forbidden certain religious ceremonies 
on sanitary grounds. For example, it has 
been found that the practice of drowning 
aged parents and unmarrying daughters in 
the Ganges tends to render the water un- 
wholesome, and therefore religious noyades 
are strictly forbidden. Were England, 
France, Germany, and Italy to seize upon 
Mecca, to clean out the holy well, and to 
compel all pilgrims to observe the laws of 
health, Europe would be in a great measure 
free from all danger of cholera. Of course, 
the Mohammedans: would not like this inter- 
ference with their religious exercises and 
pestilential pleasures, but Europe cannot 
risk a cholera epidemic in order to please the 
prejudices of Mohammedan pilgrims. If 
the pilgrims were to become indignant, and 
to refuse to visit Mecca while in the hands 
of the infidels, the civilized world would 
sustain no loss thereby. Now that the 
Suez Canal has made Egypt the 
gateway of Europe, the danger of the in- 
troduction of cholera by pilgrims returning 
from Mecca is infinitely greater than it has 
ever been before. The duty of the great 
powers in this matter is so much clearer than 
their duty to meddle with Egyptian finances 
that we may be very sure that the great 
cholera nursery at Mecca will sooner or later 
be broken up. It would be wiser, however, 
to do this at once than to wait until Europe 
and America are devastated by the scourge 
which has already three times slain its thou- 
sands of innocent Christians.

THOMAS WARREN FIELD. 

After an illness of 10 days Thomas Warren 
Field, Superintendent of Public Instruction in 
Brooklyn, died yesterday morning at his residence 
on Weirfleld-street, near Bushwick-avenue. Mr. 
Field was born in 1821 in the village of Onondaga 


Hill, now a suburb of the city of Syracuse. in this 
State. He commenced life as a schooi-teacher in his 
native village, and while yet a young man took an 
active part in the abolition movement. Subsequently 
he figured as a Republiean, but in 1870 he joined 
the Democratic Party. About 36 years ago he 
came to this City, and for several years engaged in 
the business of school-teaching. He then removed 
to Brooklyn, and on May 14, 1849. was made Princi- 
pal of Public School No. 18. He resigned in 1858, 
and from that date until 1873, when he was ap 
poisted Superintendent of the Publie Schools, he 
was a member of the Board of Education. He 
was also for several years a member of the HKoard 
of Assessors. Mr. Field married four times, 
Two of the women with whom he contracted 
marriage are dead and two are living. One of 
the latter having been divorced from Mr. Field, 
was married outside jthe State to the man who 
had to pay $15,000 for having alienated her 





affections from Mr. Field, the other sur 
vives as the lawful widow of tne de 
ceased. Mr. Field wrote for the Long Island 


Historical Society an aceount of the battle 
of Long Island, which was published in 1869. The 
preceding year he published an illustrated book 
entitled’ ‘Historical and Antiquarian Scenes of 
Brooklyn and its Vicinity... He also wrote a 
book of poems, and in 1872, soon after 
his appointmert as Superintendent of the 
Public Schools, he published a pamphlet 
entitled, ‘The School Mistress in History, Poetry, 
and Romance.’’ He also wrote a book on Indiauy 
Ribliography, and on fruit-culture on Long Island. 
Mr. Field during an active, busy life acquired a 
good deal of money, but he is said to have spent it 
all in legaliv fighting the man, and the influences 
which backed him, who ruined hic home and de- 
graded him before his fellow-citizens. The Board 
of Education met last evening and passed appro- 
priate resolutions of respect to the deceased. The 
funeral will take piace on Sunday afternoon at 1:30

FRANCIS T. WALKER. 

Mr. Francis T. Walker, an old resident and 
preminent broker of this City, died at his rest 
dence, No. 179 Madison-avenue, yesterday morn 
ing, of acomplication of diseases arising from s 
carbuncle on the neck, after an illness of twa 
weeks. Mr. Walker was bornin New-York in the 
year 1832, and was the son of the late Joseph 
Walker, for many years a prominent merchant in 
this City, who occupied important positions dur 
ing his life-time as President of the Mercantile Mu- 
tual Life Insurance Company and of several other 
fire insurance companies. For nearly 20 years he 
had been an active member of the New-York Stock 
Exchange. Since the year 1866 he has been in busi 
ness alone. latterly at No, 23 Nassau-strest. Previow 
to that year he was in partnership with fis brother 
Mr. Joseph Walker, now of the firm of Waiker § 
Dornin, of Wali-street. For many years the de 
ceased had been a prominent member of the Unior 
League Club.

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A WEEK’S REVIEW OF DEALINGS IN LEAD 
ING ENGLISH MARKETS, 

Lonpon, Nov. 25.—The Manchester Guar. 
dian, in its commercial article this morning, says: 
“The demand is slow and the market quiet. India 
and China shirtings sold to a moderate extent, but 
business in all departments is small. Prices are 
fairiy steady, and there is a fair demand for yarns 
for China, and prices hardening.”*

Good ordinary 
Java is quoted at 3544 to 3544 cents. For rice there 
was more inquiry. Some cargoes were sold on 
previous terms. China tea was depressed; Indian 
was in good demand, and rates were steady. Spice 
Was unsettled. Black pepper and pimento have 
further receded. 

LivrRPooL, Nov. 25.—A leading grain circular 
says: “Grain is extremely dull. Rates are main- 
tained but the business is limited. Cargoes in all 
positions are in poorrequest. On the spot, since 
Tuesday, in wheat and corn, there has been a nod- 
erate business at unchanged rates. At to-day’s 
market there wasasmall attendanes, quiet tone, 
and restricted demand.

WALL-STREET NOT SCARED 


TRE BROKERS S1T1iii DISCUSSING 
GOULD’S LATEST SCHEME. 
MEMBERS OF THE EXCHANGE DO NOT BE- 
LIEVE IN IT—MR. WASHINGTON E. CON- 
NER SAYS GOULD DID NOT ORIGINATH 
THE PROJECT — THE METROPOLITAN 


STOCK QUESTION. 

Wall-street yesterday continued to discuss 
the stories whick have been put afloat threat- 
ening the establishment by Jay Gould and 
Cyrus W. Field of @ new Stock Exchange. 
The expression of opinion ameng the operators 
in the Street was virtually vf one voice. No 
one was inclined to look upon the projected en- 
terprise as having any status beyond the 
petty piques of the gentlemen whe appear as 
its sponsors. The action of the Governing 
Committee in declining to recognize the 
stamped 6 per cent. Metropolitan stock as a 
good delivery for borrowed 10 per cent. certifi- 
cates was still quoted as the underlying reason 
for the ‘‘strike.” The fact that Mr, Cyrus W. 
Field is in search of a market for his Battery 
real estate was also discussed as having no 
small bearing upon the scheme. Gentlemen 
whose views have already been presented in 
THe TrMz#s reiterated their opinions, and were 
emphatic in asserting that no explanation 
ran be offered by the Gould-Field party which 
will answer the charges which have been mace, 
Warm words of praise were spoken on all sides 
touching the position taken by THE Trmus in 
resenting fully the views of responsible men 
in Wall-street, who are unwilling to cringe 
under the lash of Jay Gould. ‘* Except for 
THE TIMES,” said one prominent broker, ‘the 
public would never have fully understood the 
real issue which has been raised by Gould and 
Field, and the Stock Exchange is under obli- 
rations of no ordinary nature, for without the 
independent, fearless stand which has been 
taken the community would have been sadly 
misinformed, and false and damaging refiec- 
tions upon the character of the Exchange 
would have been given as fact to work all the 
hurt unscrupulous operators might desire.”’ 

Mr. Jay Gould has rested uneasy under the 
strictures of the Stock Exchange’s member- 
ship, and he has authorized the publication in 
this morning’s TIMES of a denial that he isat the 
head of the alleged enterprise. Mr. Washington 
E. Conner, speaking for Mr. Gould, yesterday, 
said: ** The idea of a new Stock Exchange did 
not originate with Mr. Gould, nor has he corn- 
mitted himself to any such enterprise, nor has 
he given his views to any newspaper on the 
subject, and the manner in which some mein- 
bers of the Governing Committee havo assailed 
Mr. Gould without waiting for him to ex- 
press his views only proves how preju- 
diced some of that body are and how 
anxious they are to attack him. Noone can 
for a moment believe that a person who will 
attack another without any actual cause, and 
merely because they believe the party whom 
they attack is about to do something which is 
objectionable to them, can do justice to the 

erson whom they are so willing to pitch into, 
The statement that Messrs. Gould, Field, and 
Sage borrowed a quantity of elevated stock, 
canceled the guarantee, and then tried 
to return these stamped certificates to 
the loaners is a_ willful and malicious 
falsehood. Every member of the Exchange 
knows that wher he borrows a security he 
must return the same kind, and that there is 
no need of the intervention of the Governing 
Committee to enforce er to compel the carry- 
ing out of this rule. lf I loaned co a broker 
100 shares of a particular kind of stock, and 
be offered to return to me a different form of 
certificate and insisted upon my taking it, I 
would order bought in under the rule for 
his account the same kind of stock I 
leaned him; and the brokers of Messrs. 
Gould, Field, ana Sage would have been treated 
in just this way had they undertaken any such | 
action, The Metropolitan and New-York Com- 
panies applied to the New-York Stock Ex- 
change to have placed upon their list such 
stamped certificates as might be issued to 
stockholders who voluntarily surrendered the | 
old certificates and took the new, or stamped, 
ones, thus giving each party the same 
market for their stock, and leaving it 
to the public to determine their re- 
Bpective values. If the Directors of the 
Metropolitan and New-York Companies 
have done an illegal act the stockholders can | 
proceed against those Directors and collectfrom | 
them any losses they may suffer through these 
illegal acts; and certainly no one will deny | 
that the Directors of the elevated companies 
are financially able to pay any amount oi dam- 
ages that mye 4 be awarded to stockholders of 
any one of the three companies, or all com- 
bined. The legality or iliegality of any 
of their acts 1s a question for the 
courts to decide and for them alone. 
Mr. Gould, continued Mr. Conner, bas had the 
matter of the new Exchange submitted to him, 
and holds it under consideration, not having 
come to any decision up to the present time. 
Mr. Gould has not in any way attacked the 
Governing Committee, but certain members of 
the Governing Committee have been attacking 
Mr. Gould. His decision as to the new Exchange 
will not be mfluenced in any way by state- | 
ments that have been made regarding him.” 

Mr. George S. Scott supplemented the state- 
ment made by Mr. Conner in Mr. Gould’s 
interest with similar averments in bebalf of 
Mr. Field. ‘‘All of Mr. Field’s transactions 
in elevated stocks,’ said Mr. Scott, ‘‘have 
been made through my office, and I desire to 
declare emphaticaily that at no time or under 
any circumstance has Mr. Field borrowed 
even asingle share of Metropolitan stock, a 
stock in which he has had no interest. He has 
attempted to palm off on nobody any shares 
oearing a canceled guarantee, and it is gross 
injustice to charge that his business enter- 
prises are prompted by dishonorable motives 
or, as some persons have dared declare, that 
those enterprises are not bona fide. Let it be 
anderstood plainly that Mr. Field has been a 
borrower of no Metropolitan stock, and con- 
sequently he has not tried to cheat anybody 
in a transaction he never touched.” 

Mr. Russell Sage said: “Ihave borrowed 
no Metropolitan stock and have tried to swin- 
Glenobody. If anybody says I have attempted 
to forcea6per cent. stock upon him in ex- 
thange for a borrowed 10 per cent., that man 
lies. There is not a word of truth iv the stories 
which have been sent galloping through the 
Street within the last two or three duys.” 

But these disavowals inthe interest of Messrs. 
Gould, Field, and Sage failed to convince the 
members of the Stock Exchange. Many 

rominent brokers were seen by THE 

IMES’s reporter, and all were united 
in reassertin the charges first made. 
Mr. J. D. Smith, of Jameson, Smith & Cot- 
ting, No. 12 Wall-street, said to a Times re- 
porter that he was not inclined to very seri- 
ously consider the threats which have been 
made. ‘From my acquaintance with Mr. 
Gould,” said Mr. Smith, ‘‘ lam confident that 
he is far toosbrewd to make any such venture 
as would be involved in the attempt to found 
ze new Stock Exchange. He has been 
too well treated by the present  institu- 
tion and has received too much emolu- 
ment from his various connections with 
it to have any ambition to cripple the 
New-York Stock Exchange—even though 
he had the power, which ke hasn’t, Then, 
again, there is reason to believe the threat of a 
new Exchange has no bottom, from the fact 
that to establish such an institution would re- 
quire vastly more time than any of the gen- 
tiemen accredited with being at the head of 
the enterprise has at his disposal. My personal 
opinion of this whole matter is that Mr. 
Gould, having been thwarted on one or two 
oceasions by the Governors of the Stock Ex- 
change, has thought it a bright idea to set up 
a scarecrow. He laid hold of Mr. Cyrus W. 
Field for his purpose. Field has made some 
reputation for sharp work in recent en- 
terprises and syndicates with which he 
bas been eonnected, and his prominence so ob- 
tained is what Mr. Gould has sought and pro- 
poses to utilize. There is no other man avail- 
able who would so wellserve Gould in this 
little game, and so the peerless manipulator of 
stocks and men has put his finger to the 
string, and Cyrus has been set dancing before 
the public. Field, you know, was at the front 
in the late elevated railroad conglomeration, 
and for months he sent up ijoud cries for 
Gould’s gore, and announced over and over 
again that he would never compromise— 
never, never. But Jay Gould smiling- 

ly made a few suggestions to the 
furious warrior and suggestively pointed his 
finger at one or two transactions in connection 
with the watering of elevated enterprises; and 

possibly he had something to say, too, about 
the foisting of Manhattan upon a gullible pub- 
lic at high prices while advisixg friends to buy 
in October, 1879. Natural enough was it to 
point out that there was sueh a thing as per- 
sonal responsibility. Emphasizing such facts, 
Mr. Gould went to work with a dictation of 
terms to Cyrus, and if the latter had not come | 
into the plans spread before him he would | 
have found himself confronted with | 
suits to collect from him and his col- ! 
leagues a large sum of money, Mr,

made a grand and lofty tumble from his war 
chariot into affectionate téte-a-téte with the 
man he had sworn to annihilate. Having 
placed Cyrus in the traces, Gould proceeded to 
draw the reins. So the time came when Mr. 
Gould wanted to create a stir and scare some- 
body. He wkispered into Cyrus’s ear that 
New-York needed a new Stock Exchange, and 
he dwelt in poetic strains upon the value of 
Field real estate down town. Field danced 
to the new tune with all his vigor, and he 
is still dancing—dancing with all his might. 
Now, no reasonable man will deny the right 
of Mr. Gould, or Mr. Field, or any other man 
or set cf mento establish a new Stock Ex- 
change if they desire to invest their money in 
such an enterprise, But it is certain that such 
work contemplates a greater undertaking than 
has ever been attempted heretofore by any cr 
all of the persons who are accredited with 
being at the head of this scheme. I do not be- 
lieve, nor do I think any intelligent man be- 
lieves, that, with all the interests of Gould and 
Field and their rriends pooled, any kurt could 
be done to the substantial and world-wide 
reputation of the present Exchange or injure 
its great business. As a member of the Ex- 
change Iam willing that they shall go ahead 
and accomplish everything they can, and of 
this same opinion is virtually every member. 
of the Exchange. But mark this little word of 
prophecy :'Mr, Gould is going tu keep his hand 
hidden in this deal, and when the time comes 
to acknowledge that the project has utterly 
failed then Jay Gould will be ina position to 
turn calmly about, point up Broadway, and 
say in his smoothest accents, ‘Cyrus did it.’ 
Mark this prophecy.”’ 

Mr. John T. Denny, of No. 30 Pine-street, 
for many years one of the most prominent 
and influential members of the Stock Ex- 
change, said to a TIMES reporter: ‘I am 
afraid I will have to acknowledge that I have 
not taken the trouble to form any opinion in 
this matter which seems to be greatly interest- 
ing the members of the Exchange. Do I 
think that Mr. Gould and Mr, Field are in 
earnest? Well, they may be; there is no 
telling what may be the intentions of 
such men, but really I see no reason for 
agitation, even if they are in earnest. 
Let them be ever so serious, their project cannot 
take form in many months. My experience 
as a memher of the committee having in charge 
the enlargement of the present Exchange con- 
vinces me that even though they were to com- 
mence immediately and work constantly night 
and day, they cannot hope to erect this mon- 
ster building, with which it is stated they 
propose tc start out in business, be- 
tore May, 188. And there is a likeli- 
hood that a few changes may take place 
in Wail-street before that time It is 
difficult to predict where Mr. Gould will stand 
18 months from to-day, with whom he will be 
allied or im conflict, or what will be his opinions 
and intentions. This new Exchange is decid- 
edly too far in the future to consider very se- 
riously. Buteven should the project be put 
through, it is questionable whether the public 
would prefer to patronize an Exchange from 
which the safeguards now complained of are to 
be cut away. It is the old-togy idea of a full in- 
vestigation of the character of securities be- 
fore listing, about which, as I understand it, 
the outcry has arisen, As regards the Trust 
Company attachment to the new Exchange, it 
is generally considered that the Mercantile 
Trust Company fully answers Mr. Gould’s 
purposes at present. And it is rather strange 
that Mr. D. O. Mills is named asin the Field 
project. Not only is his new building to de- 
pend largely for patronage upon the present 
Stock Exchange, but Mr. Mills is also iden- 
tified with the new Trust Company, of which 
Gen. Hillhouse is President, and which pro- 
poses to occupy a part of Mr. Mills’s building 
when that building is finished.’”’ 

Mr. Salem T. Russell, who is at the head of 
the Stock List Committee of the New-York 
Stock Exchange, met the charges which have 
been made against his committee with an em- 
phatic and explicit denial. ‘‘In all our ac- 
tions,” he said to a representative of THE 
TIMES, ‘* we have looked wholly to the protec- 
tion of the public; we have diligently 
inquired on every occasion into the charac- 
ter of securities coming before us; we 
have attempted to do no more. Values are 
left entirely to parties dealing in them. When 
an application for the listing of securities 
comes before us we seek all the light possible 
upon them, and it is always our custom to al- 
low parties, favorable or unfavorable to the 
action asked, to appear before us personally or 
by counsel and make all matters plain, Facts 
from any quarter are heartily welcomed, and 
the recent charges that we have ailowed 
some persons counsel and have denied 
counsel to others is positively and un- 
qualifiedly false. There has never . been 
any favoritism exercised. Mr, Gould has never 
been singled out for attack. Indeed, during 
Mr. Gould’s Wall-street {career his every ap- 
plication for securing the listing of securities 
has been favorably passed upon, and all have 
been admitted to the boards of the Exchange, 
save only the recent elevated stock, over 
which there was a contest, the Metropolitan 
Vice-President and stockholders appearing be- 
fore us and notifying us that the issuance of 
the stamped stock had been without the con- 
sent of the stockholders. Andeven in that 
matter we did not reject; we simply declined 
to recommend that the new certificates be 
listed till we were assured that the sharehold- 
ers had ratified the action of the Directory. 
his is the sum total of the monstrous intol- 
erance we have exhibited toward Mr. Gould.’’ 

Mr. E. A. Drake, of No. 64 Broadway, one 
of the Governors of the New-York Stock Ex- 
change, and at the head of the Exchange Com- 
mittee of Arrangements, expressed the follow- 
ing views: ‘‘Lregard Mr. Field as the prime 
mover and sponsor for this scheme of a new 
Exchange, and as to his motives I am of the 
opinion that he expects to locate his new in- 
stitution at one end of the elevated railway 
system, on his recently acquired property, and 
the much-talked-of World’s Fair (of which he 
has so often declined the Presidency) at the 
other. So he hopes toreap his much-desired 
financial reward and at the same timo keep 
himself prominently before the public as a 
benefactor as well asa successful handler of 
gigantic enterprises. Neither Mr. Gould nor 
his immediate followers have, in my opinion, 
yet given any positive evidence of severing 
their association with the present Exchange, 
as they would be forced to if they enter into 
the proposed schemes. Should they do so, even 
the ‘dear; public’ would regard them as in- 
grates. For, thanks to the carefuily worked 
machinery of the New-York Stock Exchange, 
which surrounds even Mr. Gould and his asso- 
ciates’ enormous creations of bonds and stocks 
with so many safeguards, outsiders have come 
to feel that in these respects at least 
they are sure of consistent action on 
the part of its Steck List Committee. 
These safeguards, it would appear, are too 
consistent for the promoters of many schemes 
which have sought the benefit of listing their 
easily acquired properties at the Stock Ex- 
ehange. do not regard the criticisms of 
such dissatisfied operators on the honor and 
integrity of the Exchange membership and 
committees as entitled to much weight with 
the people whom it is intended to influence, 
One thing is certain: All of the special acts of 
the Stock Exchange will bear careful scrutiny 
as to honesty of motive, which surely is more 
than can be ascribed to the words of the men 
who characterize as ‘infamous, arrogant, and 
self-interested’ the refusal] of the Stock List 
Committee to recognize the stamped Metro- 
politan securities against the protests of a 
large proportion of shareholders. These same 
operators take umbrage at the Governing 
Committee for delaying the listing of new se- 
curities upon old properties until some assu- 
rances are furnished as to the provision 
for overdue interest, &c., on previous 
issues. Much that has been reported as 
said against the Governors of the Stock 
Exchange would have never seen day- 
light if a little time had been spent in 
careful investigation. Fortunately, most of 
the complaints have been directed against gen- 
tlemen far above the reach of such abuse. As 
to the practicability of the Field scheme, 
much that is promised has been tried 
and almost forgoften long, long ago. 
As to the rapid communication promised with 
other cities, it can be stated that there is to be 
a healthy impetus in this direction in the pres- 
ent Exchange, three new competiters having 
leased spaces there for the purpose of outdo- 
ing the present much-complained-of Western 
Union. Now, if this rivalry fails to bring 
sufficient dispatch, we may look to the new 
Exchange for a measure of relief. It will be 
difficult to convince the 1,100 members of the 
New-York Stock Exchange that Messrs. Gould 
and Field and their colleagues would deny them- 
selves the present much-exercised privilege 
of buying low and selling high in the exten- 
sive and wealthy field at present open 
in order to swap for the limited scope which 
might be found among the small number of 
operators who can be induced to venture the 
required $5,000 for a membership in an organ- 
ization formed expressly to enable its founders 
to be less hampered by restrictions in their 
dealings with its ‘dear public,’ Rest assured 
on one poiat—the Governing Committee of the 
New-York Stock Exchange will not-change its 
present fair and satisfactory methods—meth- 
ods entirely within the control of the member- 
ship—because of the transparent coercive at- 
tempts. Not utterly forgotten are gon 
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entlemen who discovered that the New-Yor 
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LORILLARD’S DOG FLORA 
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A VALUABLE FRENCH POODLE 
STOLEN. 

DOG-THIEVES VERY ACTIVE IN THE WEST 

SIDE—MR, LOUIS L, LORILLARD DETER- 

MINED TO PUNISH FLORA’S ABDUCTOR, 


In one of the City papers yesterday ap- 
peared the following advertisement: 


CS | 00 REWARD FOR ARRESt AND CONVIC- 
esed tion of person or persons who stole French 
Poowle (black) bitch from private stable No. 143 West 
54th; dog answers to the name of Flora; out-of-town 
dog fanciers will please notice; information paid for, 
Apply at stable as above. 


That so large an amount should be offered for 
the arrest and conviction of the thief without the 
return of the dog, however valuable it might be, 
was enough to excite the curiosity of the reader. 
Areporterof Tux Times went to No. 143 West 
Fifty-fourth-street, and found it to be the stable of 
Mr. Louis L. Lorillard, whose residence is at No. 1 
East Fifty-fifth-street. 

“Yes, Sir,’ said Mr. Lorillard, as he buttoned up 
his overcoat and drew on his driving gloves pre- 
paratory to a spin on the Boulevard behind his 
roadster, “I will give $500 to find out who stole 
the dog, and, what is more, I will expend $10,000 
to send the thief to prison. Iam determined to 
put a stop to this sort of thing. This is the second 
dog that has been stolen from the stable in a 
month, and a great many other dogs in the private 


stables in this part of tne City have been taken. 
The practice is nothing short of an outrage, and 
it is quite evident that the only thing that 
will stop it is to send one of the thieves 
to prison. A dog, like a horse, is hard to set 
aprice upon. No matter how valuable it may be 
to you, others may not think it worth as much, 
But inthis instance I shall have no difficulty in 
proving a State prison offense. It will be more 
than petit larceny, because my coachman has sold 
more than $1,000 worth of her puppies. I am very 
indignant and I propose not only to relleve myself 
from further robbery, but other owners of fine 
dogs.” 

**But you say nothing about the return of the 
dog, Mr. Lorillard.” 

“It is not the dog that I care so much about, al- 
though itis a valuable one and I should like to 
have it returned to me. I presume very likely that 
the thief, when he sees the advertisement, will kill 
the dog, but that will make no difference. { shall 
find him out. Iam not at al! vindictive, and if you 
knew to what anextent the region round about 
had been preyed upon you would appreciate my 
motives.’’ 

The dog Flora was probably as well known as 
any in New-York. She and her mate, Schwartz, 
(signifying black, his color,) were exhibited at the 
Westminster Kennel Show in 1879 and 1880. The 
first year she took the first prize and the second 
the second prize. She was purchased by Mr. Loril- 
lard in Paris four years ago, when a puppy, and 
brought to this country. The breed is choice and 
the species very scarce, even in France. Schwartz 
was purchased seven years ago, when 6 weeks old, 
by Mr. James Gordon Bennett, who paid $700 for 
him.t He took so kindly to Mr. Lorillard’s coachman 
that two years ago Mr. Bennett gave the animal to 
him. While the reporter was obtaining a sketeh of 
him Schwartz came up and extended _his right for- 
ward paw, and he would not put it down until he 
secured the shake that he craved. Heand Flora 
performed as many tricks asthe best educated 
dogs. They would roll a barrel in the street, as- 
cend and descend a ladder, walk on their forward 
feet, and perform a hundred other antics. Flora 
had a set of dominoes made expressly for her, and 
she played an exceedingly interesting game. She 
could count money, and the stableman believed 
that in asbort time she wouid have been able to 
add up a column of figures. 

Flora, however, was a glutton, and it was prob- 
ably her gluttony that separated her from her 
friends. A bone in the hands of a stranger was an 
allurement that she could not resist, and her weak- 
ness was, doubtless, known by the one who enticed 
heraway. Still, she was such a dog that after she 
had eaten the meat that was held out to her she 
would immediately run back to herhome. Likea 
woman she had her whims, and she was as particu- 
lar about them as any spinster. One of them was 
that she must be let out of the stable at exactly 6 
o'clock in the morning, and she was always certain 
to be back at 7. She would run up the street 
barking, and start on a trip among the places in the 
neighborhood where she was a welcome visitor. 
Generally, she was accompanied by Schwartz and 
Dot, her puppy, now a year old. Nearly every- 
body between Fifth and Eighth avenues and Fifty- 
second and Fifty-ninth streets knew Flora, and she 
was a general favorite. Wednesday morning she 
went out as usual, but when the coachman, James 
Williams, came in at 8 o’clock, he found herdish of 
milk untouched. He knew at once that some- 
thing nad betallen her, and he instituted in- 
quiries. The man who let the other dogs 
in said that he noticed Flora was absent, but sup- 
posed she was somewhere about. Night came on 
and no trace of Flora bad been foand. An adver- 
tisement was inserted in the papers offering a lib- 
eral reward, but stating no amount. That did not 
bring back the dog, and Mr. Lorillard resolved 
to ferret out the thief and punish him. 
He accordingly offered $500 for the. ar- 
rest and conviction of. the person who 
stole the animal. Detectives . yesterday took 
up the search. Mr. Lorillard was inclined to think 
that Flora was stolen by a person who knew her 
value and her fondness for eating. There is little 
doubt that she was enticed away while in front 
of the stable. She probably followed a person 
with a piece of meat to a house or building of 
some sort, where she was made a prisoner. “I 
don't see how it was possible for any one to 
keep her,”” said the coachman, ."for’ she 
never was away before. She must have 
aroused the whole neighborhood when she found 
that she was detained against her will.’’ There are 
but three or four of Flora’s puppies in the City, 
and scarcely a hundred dogs of the kind in the 
whole country. Four weeks ago a fine bull ter- 
rier disappeared from in front of the stable in the 
same mysterious manner. Mr. Lorillard told the 
reporter that he should issue circulars and send 
them all over the country. 

Between Fiftieth and Fifty-eighth streets, west 
of Sixth-avenue, there are a great many private 
stables, and in nearly every one of them are kept 
from two to half a dozen dogs. For the most part 
these are valuable animals. The figure at which 
they are rated ranges from $50 to $1,000. Their 
pedigrees are carefully preserved, and their 
owners take a great deal of prideinthem. When 
one of them disappears there is a great 
stir, and no peace is known until it 1s returned, 
The field is the best in the City for dog stealers, and 
for the past eight weeks they have been operating 
in it quite extensively. Within a week five dogs 
bave been stolen, although none of them were 
worth as much as Mr. Lorillard’s. Between 4 and 
5 o’clock last Sunday afternoon an Italian grey- 
hound, valued at $100, belonging to Mr. A. W. Gill, 
was taken from his stable, No. 209 East Fifty- 
eighth-street. A reward was offered, and a 
woman living in the lower part of the City 
appeared at the stable. She said that the dog was 
in her possession, She claimed that she bought it 
for $10, and all she asked was the return of 
the purchase money. It was apparent that 
the woman was the accomplice of the man who 
stole the dog. She weuld not tellof whom she 
bought it, and her request for money was refused. 
The thief was discovered and compelled to return 
the animal. Ashort time agoa dog belonging to 
J.J. Webster was stolen from the same barn and 
nothing has been heard of it since. 

A terrier worth $200 was stolen froma stable in 
Fifty-fourth-street this week. The owner found a 
clue tothe man who stole it, and the thief, fearing 
discovery, left itat the door early in the morning. 
Dogs were stolen from Arthur Harding in Fifty- 
sixth-street, and a man named Joyce in Fifty- 
seventh-streot, but the thieves, becoming fright- 
ened, brought them both back. Dash, a cross be- 
tween a setter and a greyhound, valued at $100, 
was taken from the stable of 8. C. Welch and Ben- 
jamin Griffin, No. 118 East Fifty-eighth-street, a 
week ago, and has not been seen since. The whole 
region where the stables are situated is agitated 
and some of the people living inthe neighborhood 
are suspected of having been interested in the 
stealing. One thing is certain, ifa thief is discoy- 
ered every effort will be madeto secure his convic- 
tion as an example to others. 

At the Central Police Station the reporter was 
told that cases of dog-stealing were not reported 
to the authorities as much as they used to be, as 
the Police were seldom able to render assistance. 
It is very often the case that dogs are stolen in order 
to secure the reward that is quite sure to be offered 
for them, but generally the thieves send valuable 
dogs away to be sold, as they will bring more 
money than the owner will pay for their return. 
The Police say that the average dog fancier will 
steal a dog a great deal quicker than he will buy it. 
The fanciers of New-York are in communication 
with dealers in Philadelphia, Baltimore, and Bos- 
ton, and men in Europe, and dogs stolen in one 
city are sent to anotherto be disposed of. Dogs 
stolen in Philadelphia have been found in this City 
by the Police. A dog fancier will furnish a cus- 
tomer the pedigree of a dog when half the time he 
does not know itsage. Dogs cannot be disguised, 
and therefore it isnot safe to keep them in the 
place where stolen.

DISORDERLY STRIKERS IN ILLINOIS. 

Sr. Louis, Nov. 25.—-Information from the 
Belleville (Iil.) mining district is to the effect that 
there is a great deal of bad feeling among some of 
the strikers, and that threats of violence tothe men 
who continue at work are freely made. At the 
Birkner mine 40 or 50 strikers appeared early this 
morning, and with drawn revolvers threatened to 


drive the workers away, but the Sheriff arrived 
soon afterward and the strikers became quiet. 
Only a part of the miners have struck up tothe 
present time. Some of these men seem to be very 
unruly, and manifest a strong disposition to force 
all the miners in the district into the strike. Two 
or three of the operators, notably Mr. Harris, who 
has the contract for supplying the water-works of 
this city with coal baye pledges from their men to 
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dig at 8cents per bushel for a certain time, and 
these men say they will stand by their agreement. 
They also say that if the authorities do not furnish 
them with protectior they will arm and protect 
themselves. No actual damage has yet been done, 
but ‘here is a very disturbed condition of affairs in 
some parts of the district.

FRIEDRICH HAASE AS HAMLET, 

Friedrich Haase rnade his first appearance 
here in a Shakespearean character at the Germania 
Theater last night.

The 
character was Hamlet—and Herr Haase’s treatment 
of this appeared, from our familiar stand-points, 
novel and curious. There was a very large audi- 
ence in the theatre, and the applause which 
greeted the actor was enthusiastic. 

Herr Haase’s treatment of Hamlet is entirely op- 
posed to Mr. Booth’s and Signor Rossi's treatments. 
It is psychological, introspective, and emotional to 
an extreme degree. It borders constantly upon 
downright lunacy. It has the frenzy of insane 


passion, the suggestive flashing of unsettled mental 
power, and the heartbreak of anature at war 
with itself and humanity. It is robbed, necessarily, 
of reasonable’ purpose, and, therefore, of reason- 
able sympathy. This is at least true in a large 
measure. That Hamlet is not insane we may be- 
lieve, and we may thus incline to quarrel with 
Herr Haase’s conception; but it is undeniable that 
his performance reaches some unexpected heights 
and depths, and that it moves the heart. It has the 
pathos, the yearning, and the tenderness of life. If 
it lacked these it might be absurdly reminiscent of 
Bedlam. 

The representation throughout was intelligent 
and praiseworthy, and the play was watched with 
eager attention. 


“CARMEN” AT THE ACADEMY. 

There is a fascination about Bizet’s ‘‘Car- 
men” which seems to draw throng after throng to 
the Academy of Music to hear it repeated. Al- 
though it has been sung several times during the 
present season, the audience which last night 
heard it was not only larger than that at 
the preceding performances of the work, but 
was the largest house of the season, every 
seat being occupied, while the standing 
room was crowded. Signor Campanin! repeated, 
with all his usual care and finish, his remarkable 
performance of José, the dramatic scenes with 
Carmen in the second and last acts being superbly 
acted and sung. Signor Del Puente was in unusu- 
ally good voice, and was not only enthusiastically 
received on his entrance, but was, as usual, 
constrained by prolonged applause to repeat 
the song of the Toreador. Opera-goers of to- 
day will hereafter remember as one of the delight- 
ful incidents of the performance the graceful danc- 
ing of Mme. Cavallazzi, which was last night again

WESTERN UNION’S NEW RIVALS. 


THREE OTHER TELEGRAPH COMPANIES TO 
RECEIVE S8TOCK EXCHANGE PRIVILUGES. 
The Western Union Company is to lose its 

monopoly of the telegraphic business in the New- 

York Stock Exchange. Many complaints have 

been made of the service furnished by the Western 

Union, and not infrequently of late intimations 


have been given that competing companies would 
soon be admitted to the floor of the Exchange. 
But these hints have made little impression upon 
either the Western Union or its patrons. Frew 
have anticipated the change in affairs which 
Tue Times is authorized to announce to the effect 
that leases are to be executed to-day for space ia 
the Exchange to no less than three other compa- 
nies. The Continental Company, which for some 
time has been recognized as under Western Union 
control and merely a tender to that company, is 
to be retired. The new competitors are the Balti- 
more and Ohio Railway line, the Mutual Union 
Telegraph Company, and the Bankers and Mer- 
chants’ ‘felegraph Company. Each of the three will 
be fully equipped for a rush of business. The 
Bankers and Merchants’ Company now owns 
12 wires between this City and Philadelphia, and 
prebably is better able than any other line to give 
prompt service to and from that city. The Baiti- 
more aud Ohio Company isa venture some time 
ago decided upon by Mr. Garrett, and one which is 
said to be a petscheme of that railway magnate. It 
is stated that he willexert himself to the utmost 
in developing a New-: ork business, The Produce 
Exchange has given this company a contract for 
service, which is to go into effect soon. At present 
the Baltimore and Ohio Railway is under a con- 
tract with the Mutual Union Company by which 
the latter company is doing its Eastern business, 
using Baltimore and Ohio wires. This contract is 
likely to be brought toan end speedily, and the 
two companies will engage in competition. 
The Mutual Union will soon be in 
Teadiness to use a line of its own 
to the West, its construction being vearly com- 
pleted. Many eomplications are likely to result 
from this competition, and rate-cutting may soon 
bein order. A fight for control of the Bankers 
and Merchants’ line will probably enliven matters 
at an early date, and it is not improbable 
that the Western Union will reach out 
also in the same direction. The Mutual Union 
Company, in asking for space upon the floor of the 
stock Exchange, applies for the privilege of doing 
“all kinds of telegraphic business.” In this may 
he seen a probable rival to the Gold and Stock Ex- 
change Telegraph Company, which now holds a 
monopoly of the sending out of quotations. The 
Mutual Union Compeny claims to possess a 
“ ticker’? of original design, and which can be de- 
pended upon for as rapid asd thorough work as 
that of the Gold and Stock Company.

TAMMANY EXPELS HENRY D. PUR- 
ROY AND JUSTICE WHITE. 
HOW AND WHY JOHN KELLEY BROUGHT 
ABOUT THEIR EXPULSION—SCENES IN 
THE WIGWAM LAST EVENING—MAYOR 

GRACE ROUNDLY ABUSED. 

After one of the liveliest meetings of the 
Tammany Hall Committee on Organization which 
the big Fourteenth-street wigwam has seen for 
many a day,John Kelly’s latest orders were duly car- 
ried out last night, and Fire Commissioner Henry D. 
Purroy and Police Justice Andrew J. White were 
kicked out of the organization of which they had 
been so long faithful supporters. Their crime 
was ‘“‘treachery.”” Police Justice White's ‘*treach- 
sry” was daring to be nominated and con- 
irmed for an office without having first hum- 
bly solicited and obtained the consent of 
the autocrat of Tammany Hall. Commissioner 
Purroy’s ‘*treachery’’ consisted in having laid him- 


self open to the suspicion of having suggested Mr. 
White’s name to Mayor Grace, and in having open- 
ly worked to secure Mr. White’s confirmation by 
the Board of Aldermen. Kelly, it is said, has been 
suspicious of Purroy ever since the latter was 
nominated by the Mayor for Fire Commissioner. 
When the Mayor was considering whom he should 
nominate, Purroy visited Kelly in his office and 
said to him that if his (Kelly's) quarrel with Grace 
Was So irreconcilable that he did not want Purroy to 
place himself under any obligations to the Mayor 
he would n¢t permit his name to be sent in under 
any eircumstances. Kelly replied that he might as 
well take the nomination if he could get it. Pur- 
roy got the nomination and was confirmed, and it 
was well understood at the time that he had as- 
sumed ce-rtain obligations to Mayor Grace. After 
Mr. Purvoy had taken his seat as a Fire Commis- 
sioner J<elly asked him to do certain things, which 
Purrey declined to do on the ground that it would 

a violation of his obligations. This, 
of. course, was rank treachery to the 

Boss," who jumped to the conclusion that 
Purroy was secretly working withthe Mayor to 
undermine and overthrow Tammany’s “honored 
leader.” Then came up the matter of filling the 
places on the Police Court bench made vacant by 
the expiration of the terms of Justices Flammer 
and Wandeli. Mayor Grace allowed it to be un- 
flerstood that he would appoint one Justice trom 
Tammany Hall and one from the County De- 
mocracy. Tammanyzmen declare that the Mayor 
long ago entered into an agreement with their or- 
ganization, by the terms of which whenever an 
office was to be filled from their ranks 
the appointee was to be chosen from three 
men selected by them. Although no 
meeting of the Committee on Organization 
was ever‘held to recommend candidates for the 
Police Justiceship, it is asserted that Kelly picked 
but a candidate, said to be ex-Justice Patrick G. 
Duffy, and coolly sent werd to the Mayor to romi- 
nate him as the Tammany representative. 
Mayor Grace, without consulting Tammany Hall 
AS anvorganization, named Andrew J. White. Mr. 
White was the leader of Tammany Hall in the 
Twenty-third Assembly District. Purroy occupied 
the same positioninthe Twenty-fourth District. 
The two were intimate friends, and it follows. ac- 
cording to Kelly’s friends, that White must have 
been appointed through Purroy’s influence. At any 
rate, Kelly was not consulted, and although 
there was nothing to say against White’s loyalty to 
Tammany. orders were issued to Kelly’s faithful 
followers in the Common Council to prevent his 
tonfirmation. The Tammany Aldermen stood firm, 
but Messrs. Waite and Seaman were won over from 
the Republican ranks, and by the help of their 
votes Mr. White was confirmed. John Kelly had 
deen practically defied by one of his lieutenants, 
and the * Boss’ at once decided that be and the 
man who was his friend must be “* disciplined.” 

The preliminaries for the expulsion were all care- 
fully arranged et asecret meeting of a few of the 
faithful at midnight Thursday night. Three trusted 
members of the Committee on Organization from 
each Assembly <listrict were quietly instructed to 
meet in Tammiuny Hal! at that time. Forty-six 
men responded, representing all the distriets but 
the Twenty-foarth—Mr. Purroy’s. Kelly stated 
his reason for valling them together, and, after a 
short discussicn, all present, except the represen- 
tatives from the Twenty-third District, voted to 
expell Messrs. White and Purroy. How it should 
be done at vesterday’s full meeting of the eommit- 
tec was agréed upon in detail, and then the secret 
Meeting came to an end early in the morning. 

The members of the committee turned out in 
force yesterday. About 200 men were on hand at 
#:30 o’clock, the hour for meeting. As Commis- 
sioner Purroy once broke a man’s jaw for disa- 
gteeing Yyith him in a Tammany convention, 
it was thought wise to have the Police on 
hand, and a dozen officers were distributed 

sbout the hallway and in a_ side room. 
After t he 200 braves had squatted around the camp- 
fire in the ‘‘cave,” and the doorshad been closed, 
John’ Kelly picked up the tomahawk-gavel and 
rapped for order, After the roll had been called 
Con zressman Dugro rose from his seat with a 
lon; : document in hishand. This consisted of three 
pre ambies and a resolution, which Mr. Dugro of- 
ter ed for adoption in a short speech. In the pre- 
auibles it was declared that Mayor Grace 
he.d been guilty of terrible infidelity and 
in cratitude to Tammany Hall; that Justice 
¥ Jhite and Commissioner Purroy were arch traitors 
to Tammany Hall, and that it was “pubtiely ru- 
mored” that they had conspired, together with 
Mayor Grace, in the matter of Mr. White's ap- 
pointment as a Police Justice. The resolution 
attached to the preambles was to _ the ef- 
fect that, because of the rumors alleged in 
the preambles. Henry D. Purroy and Andrew 
d. White be “‘ignominiously expelled’? from the 
organization. Somebody seconded the resolution, 
and then Senator-elect Koch fired the first gun 
frora the ranks of the ‘traitors.’ He offered asa 
substitute for the resolution of expulsion one ex- 
teriding the thanks of the Tammany organiza- 
tien to Mayor Grace for having appointed 
Mr. White to a position on the Police 
“court Bench. This was received with hisses and 
howls of derision which could be distinctly heard 
in the street. There were, also, a few faint cheers 
heard here and there in the underground room. 
Chairman Kelly, with a grim smile, decided that 
the resolution of thanks must be put as an amend- 
ment to Mr. Dugro’s motion, and so ordered. The 
result, of course, was the defeat of the amend- 
ment by @ big majority. Congressman Dugro at 
once added the name of Senator Koch to those of 
Purroy and White in his resolution, but when Kelly 
read it two hours afterward he left Koch’s name 
put, and that newly elested Senetor is still a 
mem/oer, 

Commissioner Purroy was the first speaker in the 
delvate which followed, and he defended himself 
in vigorous style for over 30 minutes. For more 
thzin nine years, he said, he had been a faithful fol- 
lower of Tammany Hail and its leader. More than 
ouce he had followed John Kelly when he knew 
Kelly was wrong. He had _ himself been 
©n disciplining committees and had voted to 
expe! members for disobedience, and he 
would shew no petulancy because it was now his 
turnto go. He had determined to resign before 
the last election, as he knew Tammany’s leader 
mistrusted him. He did not resign because he had 
been attacked in the organ of the organization in 
articles which he believed had been inspired by 
Kelly, and he did not intend to do anything which 
might be construed as a confession of guilt. After 
reviewing at length the circumstances attending 
his own and Mr. White’s nomination and confirma- 
tion, he declared that in neither case did he vio- 
late any agreement with Tammany Hall. Mayor 
Grace’s course was defended by Mr. Purroy, who 
then returned to the subject of his own loyalty. 
* Yo show my fealty to this organization, and par- 
ticularly to Mr. Kelly,’’ said the Commissioner, ‘I 
will state that when Tammany Hall was ex- 
cluded from the last State Convention in 
Albany there was a meeting of a large 
cumber of members of tnis organization 
lu aroom in the; Delavan House. That meeting 
was held for the purpese of telling Mr. Kelly that 
be musi resign the leadership of Tammany Hall. 
They sent tome and asked me to act as Chair- 
man of that meeting and to head the 
movement against Mr. Kelly. There are many 
members who will vote to expel me to-night who 
know that I refused to take any part in that meet- 
ing or have anything to do with any movement 
against our leader.” 

After the groans, cheers, and hisses which fol- 
jowed Mr. Purroy’s speech had subsided, ex- 
Assemblyman Holalan took tne floor and 
taiked nearly ‘one hour in support of the reso- 
lution ©f expulsion, confining his remarks 
chiefly to an attack upon Mayor Grace. Justice 
White followed in his own defense, declaring that 
bis nomination came to him without solicitation, 
and be thought he was as much entitled toit as any 
other Tammany man. Ex-Judge Hartman said he 
belit2ved it would be suicidal to turn members eut to 
rratifya mere whim of their leader, and William 
Hitchinan: made a similar speech. Then Mr. Dugro 
called forthe previous question ana it was ordered. 
Kelly read the original resolution, put it to vote, 
and deciared it carried by a vote of 152 to 29. 
Friends of Purroy and White. who kept tally, de- 
clare that the vote was 132 to 59, while others who 
were present say the result was 152to 39. There 
Was no doubt that Messrs. White and Purroy were 
expelled, and they immediately left the room, fol- 
lowed by about 30 others. ; 

After they had left, the Kellyites decided to rec- 
ommend Michael H. Sigerson, A. J. Reauier, and 
William F. Howe as the list trom which Tammany 
would be pleased to have District Attorney-elect 
UcKeon setectan Assistant District Attorney.

SQUELCHING FREE DEBATE. 
GRIEVANCES OF COUNTY DEMOCRACY MEM- 

é BERS WHO WOULD NOT BE HEARD. 
/ The County Committee of the County De- 
mocracy met last evening at No. 930 Broadway, with 
John E. Develin in the chair. It was the first meet- 
ng of the committee since the election, and it was 
well understood that several of the members were 
r,eavily burdened with grievances. Police Justice 
Wurray was ready with a resolution intended to 
wwppress disappointed men who seemed deter- 
mined to give vent to their feelings of indignation. 
This resolution was to the effect that all 


pomplaints in regard to the action of mem- 
bers of the organization at the recent elec- 
tion should be referred without discussion 
toa committee of one from each Assembly dis- 
trict to be selected by the members of the County 
Dommittee from the respective Assembly districts, 
but that no member of the committee should par- 
tisipate in any action of the committee in respect 
to the Assembly district represented by him. 
Assemblyman William 8S. Andrews moved as 
an amendment to this resolution that the 
Members of the committee should not vote 
when fina) action is taken upon matters concern- 
‘ug their reapveativa districta. ‘Lhe mucucieut Wes 


accepted and the resolution was adopted. Upon 
motion of Col. Emanuel B. Hart it was reselved 
that the primaries to clect delegates to the County 
Committee shail be held on the 28th of December. 
Col. John Tracy moved that the Assembly district 
committees be requested to send immediately to 
the Finance Committee lists of persons who served 
as watchers in the several! districts whose payment 
has not been already provided for by Assembly dis- 
trict committees, in order that such watchers may 
be promptly compensated. 

Then Assemblyman Andrews arose, and, survey- 
Ing the gathering like a man whose grievances 
were deep and whose anger would know no hounds 
should he be permitted to speak, said with ve- 
hemence that on election day tickets of the County 
Democracy were bunched with fraudulent ones 
in the Twenty-second Assembly District. A 
score of men were on their feet in an in- 
stant demanding to be heard. The Chair- 
man recognized Police Justiee J. Henry Ford, 
who insisted that there was no motion be- 
fore the house. Mr. Andrews said that 
he was about to offera resolution. The Chairman 
decided that he could not speak until the resolution 
had been offered. Mr. Andrews declared that he 
was acting in accordance with the rules of the As- 
sembly. The Chairman said, **That may be so,” 
and the opposition to Mr. Andrews was 
jubilant. Then Mr. Andrews read a long 
at yee and resolutions setting fourth that the 

allots of Daniel G. Rollins, the Republican candi- 
date for Surrogate, had been bunched with the 
County Democracy ballots in the Twenty-second 
Assembly District, and calling for the most rigid 
investigation. Police Justice Ford said that under 
Justice Murray’s resolution that matter must 
be submitted to the committee without discussion. 
At this point the confusion in the hall 
became so great_as to almost unnerve the Chair- 
man. Col. John J. Mooney, of the annexed district, 
wanted each Assembly district called, and said that 
then it could be stated by the gentleman answering 
for the district whether that district desired to 
make charges against anybody. At the same time, 
said the Chief of the Ollagawallas, the spokesman 
for the district committee could name the mem- 
ber from that district to act on the committee to 
hear charges. Ex-Assemblyman Marks L. Frank 
said that charges had aiready been made by Mr. 
Andrews. The latter, raising bis voice to an _alarm- 
ing viteh, said that the gentleman (Mr. Franks) had 
misrepresented him; that he had made no charges 
against any one, and did not propose to make 
any. The resolution simply called for an inquiry 
into certain matters. The districts were then 
called. and the committee waschosen. The spokes- 
man for the Hifteenth Assembly District, a Mr. 
Brookes, in naming Col. John R. Fellows to repre- 
sent that district, said that there had been an ab- 
sence of County Democracy tickets in that district 
on election day, and it was proper to find out the 
reason for such a state of affairs. 

The prospect of something akin to the ‘* washing 
of dirty linen’* seemed good, and E. Ellery Ander- 
son, in the character of a peaeemaker, offered the 
following resolution, which was adopted, and 
which will no doubt strike John Kelly as unique: 

Resolved, That this committee regret that, notwith- 
standing the opportunity which all Democrats had of 
uniting in their respective election districts in the 
choice of nominating conventions, the Democratic 
vote has been so equally divided between the candl- 
dates nominated by such conventions, and those upon 
whom the organizations of Tammany Hall ana Ir- 
ving Halil united, that a large portion of the Re- 
publican County ticket has been elected. Realizing 
that this adverse result has been greatly aided by 
political tradings, by the active exercise of the vast 
power of the Police Department, and by a combina- 
tion of election officers packed to secure such 
a result, we remain firm in the conviction 
that the system of primary elections, in which all 
Democrats can participate upon an equal and fair ba- 
sis, is the only means vy which Democratic union and 
success can be obtained, and we earnestly invite the 
co-operation of those who have differed from us in se- 
curing this great result. 

Mr. Andrews endeavored in vain to make him- 
self heard upon his resolution concerning the Rol- 
lins ballots. At every sentence in the brief speech 
which he succeeded in delivering he was met 
with points of order. He said, in conclusion: ‘If 
justice cannot be had here at the hands of this 
committee it will be had elsewhere. If tnere is 
rottenness in this organization let it be exposed, and 
if any one here is interested in shielding a culprit 
he will find that his efforts will be in vain.’”” When 
he was at length suppressed, amid much disorder, 
he turned to the reperters and said: “If the com- 
mittee does not see fit to investigate this matter 
come to me and I'll give you the whole story.” 
Ex-Judge Waterbury presented the following reso- 
lution, which was the result of hard study and la- 
bor upon the part of a special committee, and 
which was adopted: 

Resolved, That this committee congratulates the 
people of the City and State that, after an interval of 
1@ years, they are again to have the benetit of a bDem- 
ocratic Legislature, whereby the State Treasury can 
be protected against spoliation, and the cities of the 
State against partisan iegislation to impose upon 
them, contrary to their will, officlais to waste 
their revenues and burden them with misgovernment. 
By this result the people have aright to demand the 
fulfillment of the pledges of the Democratic Party in 
favor of legislation to secure further reform and re- 
trenchment in the State Government; the abolition of 
useless offices; an extension of the self-government 
of localities; the restriction of the power and the 

revention of the abuses of chartered monopolies; an 
ncrease in the facilities and a reduction in the cost of 
transporting passengers and freight, and the pro- 
hibition of all unjust discriminations; a 
free canal; a pure ballot; a just and uni- 
form Excise law, ana a general regard 
for the public interest, and hostility to the schemes of 

artisans and jobbers; and we earnestly call upon the 
emocratic majority to secure by union, wisdom, and 
vigor the accomplishment of these great and bene- 
ficial objects.

A TWENTY-EIGHT DAYS’ MARCH. 
—$<——— 
RETURN OF BATTERY C FROM YORKTOWN 


—INCIDENTS OF THE JOURNEY. 


After a march of 28 days, Battery C, Third 
United States Artillery, arrived yesterday in this 
City on the return from Yorktown. The battery 
encamped on Thanksgiving night near Rah- 
way, about 30 miles from New-York, but 
being. overtaken by extreme cold weather, 
the commanding officer, Capt. William 
Sinclair, decided on reaching Fort Hamilton with 
all possible speed, Accordingly, after a forced 
march, the detachment arrived in Jersey City yes- 
terday afternoon. and crossing by the Cortland- 
street and Hamilton ferries reached its permanent 
quarters at Fort Hamilton before dark. Battery C, 
consisting ef the officers and 74 men, started 
on tbe march to Yorktown on Sept. 15, 
and passing by way of Philadelphia, Co- 
lumbia, Baltimore, Washington, Fredericksburg, 
Bowling Green, and the Peninsula took up its posi- 
tion at Yorktown on Oct. 15. After taking part in 
the Yorktown celebration the battery started on 
the return march on Oct. 29, directing its 
course through the Rappahannock Valley 
to Baltimore, and by Wilmington to Phila- 
delphia. Both officers and men express themselves 
as having much enjoyed the expedition. They 
state that they met with the greatest kindness on 
the read, and that the hospitality extended to them 
knew no limit. The officers who accompanied the 
battery throughout the march are Capt. jWil- 
liam Sinclair, Lieut. C. B. Satterlee, and Dr, 
Henry Burton. There were a few cases ot 
{iiness among the men from malarial fever on the 
way to Yorktown, but the disease was successfully 
combatted, and on the return march there was not 
a single man on the sick list. The only event 
which occurred to mar the pleasure: of the ex- 

edition was the loss of a valuable Siberian 

loodhound named Satan, who was accidentally 
killed near Trenton by being run over by a gun- 
carriage. The dog, which belonged to Capt. Sin- 
clair, was a valuable animal, and was the pet of the 
regiment. He was buried with military honors. Bat- 
tery C is pre-eminently distinguished as a marching 
battery. At the time of the Pennsylvania 
Railroad riots. after hard duty in quelling dis- 
turbances at Wilkesbarre, it marched back from 
that place to Fort Hamilton, covering the distance 
in aremarkablyshort space of time. The battery 
is, however, pleased to find itself onee more at Fort 
Hamilton. Apart from the faet that in weather 
like the present the comfortable quarters at Fort 
Hamilton are not to be compared with life under 
capvass, many of the officers and men have been so 
long stationed at that place that they have come to 
look upon it asa home. They are, however, soon 
to be severed from the pleasant associations con- 
nected with the fort, for Battery C is shortly to be 
transferred to Littie Rock, Ark. 


COLUMBIA’S VALUABLE GIFT. 


WHAT THE LATE MR. PH@NIX LEFT TO 
THE COLLEGE. 

The will of the lJate Stephen Whitney 
Pheenix provides handsomely for Columbia Col- 
lege. President Barnard, of that institution, said 
to a Times reporter last night that, though he had 
not personally examined the will, he had been in- 
formed of its eontents. ‘** About $600,000 comes to 
the college, but not immediately. The property, 
according to my understanding, is left in 


three equal shares to Mr. Phcenix’s brother 
and sisters, to belong to them during their 
lives and to revert to the college at their 
deaths. Mr. Phoenix was an alumnus of Co- 
lumbia, having graduated in the Class of 59. He 
always took an active interest in the college’s wel- 
fare, and some time preceding his decease he made 
known his intention to materially strengthen it. 
He did not desire to provide funds for the erection 
of buildings, nor was he willing to have his money 
expended in anywise which would not be produc- 
tive of immediate benefits. With this end in view 
he consulted with friends and sought out an object 
which could be accounted most worthy..He was told 
that in regard to equipments for original investi- 
gation Columbia was deficient. There was no 
crying need in the line of regular undergraduate 
work, but for higher purposes there existed an op- 
portunity for extensive deveiopment. . He was ad- 
vised that a laboratory for physical investigation, 
a laboratory for research in organic ehem- 
istry, and a laboratory for gas analysis 
would prove most useful. He acted upon 
the counsel given and provided in his will that 
everything required for the promotion of the ob- 
jects named should first be provided out of his be- 
quest. This involves chiefly apparatus and books. 
When these provisions are made any surplus may 
be applied to the general purposes of the institu- 
tion, for building, instruction, &c.” 

The bequest of Mr. Phoenix anticipates a lone- 
cherished plan of Presicgent Barnard. Besides the 
large sum of money wkich Columbia College is to 
receive from the estate, the extensive and valua- 
ble library of Mr. Phoenix, with a collection of un- 
framed engravings, are bequeathed to it. These 
are to be delivered immediately, A few books of 
a certain class go to the Historical Society,and a 
fine eollection of framed engravings and other pic- 
tures are given to the Metropolitan Museum of Art.

THE LATE JOHN ANDERSON. 


—_———-—<-- -——-- 
SKETCH OF HIS BUSINESS CARZER—HIS GIFT 
FOR THE NATURAL HISTORY SCHOOL, 

No arrangements have yet been reported for 
the transfer of the remains of Mr. John Anderson, 
who died in Paris on Tuesday last, to this country, 
The disease of which he died, pneumonia, was very 
rapid in its progress, and although his son, who 
manages the large tobacco business founded by his 
father, was advised of his sudden illness, its fatal 
termination was a surprise to his friends here. 
Mr. Anderson sailed for Europe, accompanied by 


his wife, on Oct. 5, intending to pass the Winter on 
the Continent. It was a passion of his of late 
years to take a vacation from business whenever 
circumstances would permit, and to spend a few 
weeks or months in European centres of art or other 
interest, and he made prebably as many as 10 
journeys of this kind since hisson arrived at an 
age to be intrusted with the control of the large 
establishment developed by his industry and en- 
ergy during the 40 years of his active business 
career. 

Mr. Anderson was born in this City in 1812. His 
arents were of Scottish extraction. Instead of 
nberiting a capital with which to begin his career, 

he found himself on obtaining his majority master 
simply of a good physical constitution and with 
the moderate education that was to be ob- 
tained under our common school _ system. 
Having served his apprenticeship to business, be- 
fore he was 30 years of age he found himself in pos- 
session of a small capital, and started for himself 
in a modest way asa tobacco manufacturer. His 
store at the corner of Broadway end Pine-street 
will be recalled by most persons who recollect 
Broadway as it was some 20or25 years ago, In 
those days the oddly painted figures of Indians, 
Turks, or Tartars were rot so familiar to the pop- 
ular eve as they have become of late years. An- 
derson’s sign was astatue of Sir Walter Raleigh, 
the tutelary saint of the narcotic plant. whose ex- 
ample as a smoker is reputed to have given 
tobacco its first lease of popularity in 
Europe. In his habit as he lived, the figure of the 
courtly gentleman who was knighted by Queen 
Elizabeth stood in sun and rain for many years in 
front of John Anderson's store, inviting customers, 
with benign countenance, to enter. Smoking to- 
bacco was not, however, his specialty, and he ap- 
plied his invention to the manufacture of the most 
enticing forms of fine-cut, which in early times, 
when the solid plug was mainly in use, was hardly 
less anovelty than the weather-beaten figure of 
Raleigh. One of his happy hits in manufacture 
and name was the now familiar ‘* Solace,” of 
which his title to the copyright is unquestionable, 
and which, though apparently but a trifle, 
was sufficient to lay the foundation of a 
fortune. Other packages, with names as 
pretty, and contents as solacing, perhaps, have ap- 
peared in the market since John Anderson dis- 
pensed his fine-cut at the old stand at the corner of 
Pine-street, and figuresof Sir Walter Raleigh have 
become common enough during the last 40 years; 
but very few have laid the foundation for such 
wealth as that left by John Anderson after a busi- 
ness career of nearly half acentury. Methodical 
in his habits, as his business expanded, Mr. Ander- 
son embarked his constantly accumulating capital 
in manufacturing enterprise, and removed finally 
to the commodious building at No, 114 Liberty- 
street, where he employed a large force Of opera- 
tives during the last few years, and more than 20 
years ago he bought an extensive property at Tar- 
rytown-on-the-Hudson, and removed there with 
his family, identifying himself with the interests of 
nis adopted home. and participating heartily im all 
movements calculated to advanee its prosperity. 
He was amoung the largest contributors to the erec- 
tion of the celebrated monument and statue to 
Major André that now forms one of the principal 
ornaments of the town, and he took a prominent 
part in other local enterprises. 

He was particularly fond of reading, and pos- 
sessed a very retentive memory. But those who 
knew him most intimately were taken by surprise 
when he founded the Anderson School of Natural 
History, by placing Penikese Island and $50,000 at 
the disposal of the late Louis Agassiz, whese dream 
it had always been to leave such a monument to 
his.own memory, rather than trust his future 
reputation to biographers and epitaphs. Mr. 
Anderson happened to be among the _ audi- 
ence that listened to an address on natural 
history studies and the best mode of cultivating 
them, made by the enthusiastic opponent of Dar- 
win and bis doetrines in the Spring of 1873. The 
enthusiasm and eloquence of the Professor stirred 
the sympathies of the man of business, who until 
then, according to one who knew him well, had 
taken no extraordinary interest in the natural 
sciences, and there and then, under the spell of the 
master, he decided to earry out the idea that had 
been presented, Within three months Penikese 
Island and‘$50,000 for the foundation of alaboratory 
were at the Professor’s disposal, and in July the 
first great school of natural history in this country 
was opened for the reception of pupils. The 
death of the elder Agassiz, as’ is often the 
case with such schemes, interfered with 
the success of the school, and diverted 
the gift from the purpose for which it was 
intended. Upon the death of the elder Agassiz, 
his son, less an enthusiast for popular training in 
the sciences, did not continue the features of the 
scheme as outlined in the mind of his father, and 
Penikese Island became rather a centre for scien- 
tific inquiries than the popular institution intended 
by its founder. 

Mr. Anderson leaves a widow, one son, and two 
daughters. He was twice marricd,and Mrs. An- 
derson, who was with him during his last hours, is 
expected to return home with her husband’s re- 


mains.

A fight ensued, during which 
Lizzie seized Melinda by the throat and pressed 
her fingers about the woman’s throat until her 
tongue protruded. Lizzie then bit off a portion 
of the other woman’s tongue. The injured woman 
was removed to St. Vincent's Hospital. Lizzie 
was arrested, and Justice Smith yesterday com- 
mitted her to jail to await the result of the injuries, 


Judge Donohue, in Supreme Court, Cham- 
bers, yesterday granted a motion of the plaintiff in 


the suit of Edward Stern for limited divorce from 
M. Stern to discontinue the action. The Judge 
said that in his judgment, as the suit was 
brought while the defendant was abroad, and as it 
compelled her to return to this country, it was har- 
assing, and that the defendant should havea fair 
allowance for counsel fee.

FAILURES OF A WEEE. 


VARIOUS TROUBLES OF BUSINESS MEN AND 
MONEYED INSTITUTIONS. 


Reports to Bradstreet’s state that 123 failures 
were reported during the past week throughout 
the United States and Canada, an increase of 2over 
the number for the preceding week. The decrease 
was largest in the Middle States, while in the West- 
ern States there was considerable increase, the New- 
Englaad and Soutbern States showing about the 
same. There were 29 failures in the Middle States, 


a decrease of 9; New-England States, 23, a decrease 
of 1; Southern States, 23, a decrease of 1; Western 
States, 26, an increase of 9; California and the Ter- 
ritories, 14, an inerease ot 8; Canada and the Prov- 
inces, 8, an increase of 3. In the different trades 
the failures were as follows: Grocers, 27; general 
traders, 16; liquors, &c., 10; clothing, 8; manufac- 
turers, 7; dry goods. 5; shoes, 4; hardware, 4; jew- 
elry. 3; furniture, 3; drugs, 2. 

Dispatehes were received in this City yesterday 
stating that the Merchants and Drovers’ Bank of 
Caldwell, Kansas, had been protested and checks 
refused. The bank was incorporated in December, 
1879, with an authorized capital of $50,000 paid in. 
The President, J. 8S. Danford, owned four-fifths of 
the capital stock, and he is also President of two 
other banks. The bank owned real estate valued 
at $25,000, and its deposits were not large. The 
Chase National Bank is its New-York correspond- 
ent, but nearly all the balance had been drawn out 
during the past few days. 

Renorts received in this City yesterday announced 
that the Union Fire Insurance Company,of Toronto,

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RUSSIAN JEWISH IMMIGRANTS. 

The influx of Russian refugees of the Jewish 
race arriving here has reached such overwhelming 
proportions that the small committee of the United 
Hebrew Charities, who have been unremitting in 
their personal attention to this charitable duty, 
find themselves physically unable to cope with the 
work. A meeting of all interested is therefore 
called for Sunday morning (to-morrow) at 11 


o’clock, at the Hebrew Orphan Asylum, Seventy- 
sixth-street and Third-avenue, to establish an in- 
corporated ‘Emigrants’ Aid Society’ to take 
charge of the fundson hand, secure sufficient ac- 
commodation under their own supervision, and by 
all the machinery of a regular organization take up 
the work successfully. When the fact is consid- 
ered that in some weeks over 400 of these exiles 
have disembarked together, mostly destitute and 
helpless, it will be allowed that only a special and 
thoroughly organized society is equal to the task. 
As the subject of farming colonies is likely to be 
discussed, a large and spirited gathering of promi- 
nent Hebrews 1s anticipated.
